F Winston Churchill ever puts St. Louis into 
another book, he will show a different St. 
Louis from that of “The Crisis.” It will be 


the St. Louis which he rediscovered on his visit. 


of the last 10 days, and which he characterizes 
as a new city. 

The picture which Churchill drew sf “The 
Crisis,” written 14 years ago, of his nati¥e city 
as it was at a time considerably before his 
birth, still stands as the best known literary 
portrait of St. Louis. Its scenes have been re- 
ligiously looked up by visitors, much ag the 
numerous places in New York, connected with 
Washington’s life, are looked up by visitors to 
that city. Even some persons who live here have 
undertaken these pilgrimages. 

The author, in an interview at the J. L. oe 
home in Vandeventer place last Tuesday, did not 
say whether he meant, at some future time to 
make a picture of the St. Louis of today; but 
he showed that he has the ideas and conceptions 
which will give both form and color to any such 
work which he may attempt. 

“I feel @s if I were in a new city,” he said in 
commenting on his observations. “In the view 
one gets from the Jefferson Memorial, this im- 
pression is very strong. Fields, woods and farms 
have been replaced by city life, and I remarked 
especially the picturesqueness -of the gabled 
houses and towers, which, with all their new- 
ness, gave a reminder of the medieval city, or of 
the views shown in old prints. 


Likes St. Louis Architecture. 

“S" LOUIS architecture is good, in com- 
parison with that of any city I know. 
Philadelphia and Boston have remark- 

able architecture in their suburban residence 

districts, but no city that I know of is like St. 

Louis in the beauty of its town houses, their 

setting and the high level of the architecture. 

“T have noticed the new Brentmoor district, 
mear Washington University, as a striking ex- 
ample of what can be done by artistic planning 
to give collective beauty and atmosphere to a 
group of residences. St. Louis has developed 
what may be called the country town house. 
This is a feature. which is peculiar to this city, 
so far as I know. 

“But when one sees fine homes abandoned in 
a race westward, the sense of wastefulness 
strikes one who lives in the East. All London’s 
smoke has not caused people to abandon their 
costly homes there, in the way that has been 
done in St. Louis. 

“T am sorry to see that this is true of Vande- 
venter place. In the East, such an inclosed place 
as this, with such homes as it contains, would 
hardly be abandoned on any pretext. 

“While the city has undergone so great a 
change in its physical aspect, I find that the 
spirit of the city’s life has still some of the 
things about it which, in past years, made me 
proud of my native city. 


Impressed by City’s Social Note. 
‘6 HAVE always been much impressed by 
] the social note of this city—a note ab- 
solutely different from that of any other 
city in the Middle West. I have always cherished 
the standards and traditions of the group of peo- 
ple among whom I was brought up, and I feel 
that the same social note is to be found today, 
in spite of the prosperity that has come upon 
the city. 

“There is also a note of self-confidence, which 
is characteristic of old settlements. One is struck 
by the absence of the blatant advertising, which 
cone finds in other cities of the Middle West. 

“What St. Louis does, it does thoroughly, on 
the basis of what has become almost an uncon- 
scious traditional policy. For instance, it would 
be difficult for a casual visitor to realize what a 
splendid institution Washington University is. 


“Washington University is a living projection 
of traditions and ideals that go far back into 
the history of the city. When I was young here 
there was an ——s of culture and general 
knowledge of what was going on in the world, 
in literature, art and general affairs, that gave 
proof of a surprising lack of provinciality. 

“Things seem to grow by degrees here—with 
the single exception of the residential race west- 
ward, which seems anomalous. The visitor here 
is made strongly aware of traditions, in spite of 
the physical aspect of wealth that strikes the 


eye. 


No Effects of Prosperity Wave. 
6 T. LOUIS has been strongly influenced, 
‘ S however—and this would be natural— 
by the wave of irresponsible prosperity 
that has swept over the country, and by social 
standards that have originated in New York. 
Fortunately, this has not swamped the higher 
cultural note; one is still aware of it, but it has 
been modified. At the same time, it seems to 
me there are indications even now of a reaction 
against mere wealth and prosperity. You see it 
in the large sums given and willed to such in- 
stitutions as the Washington University Medical 
School, and the university itself, and you catch 
the note of it in general conversation.”

PARIS, Nov. 1, 
HILE still 600 miles from the French 
W coast the passengers on the “Chicago” 
of the French line entered what was 
supposed to be the war zone. In those same 
waters, just as though the reputation of the Bay 
of Biscay was not. already sufficiently scandalous, 
two ships of the same line had been torpedoed. 
So, in preparation for what the captain tactfully 
called an “accident,” we rehearsed abandoning 
the ship. 

It was like the fire drills in our public schools. 
It seemed a most sensible precaution, and one 
that in times of peace, as well as of war, might, 
with advantage, be enforced on all passenger 
ships. The captain of the “Lusitania” was asked 
to hold such a drill, and refused. [In his case, 
as it happened, it would not have helped the pas- 
sengers, because the ship listed so badly that on 
one side the boats were held under water, and on 
the other were stranded high and dry in the 
air as though they were on the roof of a sky- 
scraper. But, had the “Lusitania” not listed, a 
rehearsal of taking to the boats would have hurt 
no one, and might have saved many lives. 

In his proclamation, Commandant Mace of the 
“Chicago,” borrowed an idea from the New York 
Fire Department. It was the warning Commis- 
sioner Adamson prints on theater programs, and 
by which he casts a gloom on all patrons of the 
drama by instructing them to look about them 
for the nearest fire escape. Each passenger on 
the “Chicago” was assigned to a life boat. He 
was advised to find out how from any part of the 
ship at which he might be caught he could soon- 
est reach it. Women and children were to as- 
semble on.the boat deck by the boat to which 
they were assigned. After they had been low- 
ered to the water the men, who meanwhile were 
to be segregated on the deck below them, would 
descend by rope ladders. Entrance to a boat 
was by ticket only. The tickets were six inches 
square and bore a number. If you lost your 
ticket, you lost your life. Each of the more im- 
aginative passengers insured his life by fasten- 
ing:the ticket to his clothes with a safety pin. 


Submarine Rehearsals Grow Boresome. 
WO days from land there was a full dress 
T rehearsal, and for the first time we met 
those with whom we were expected to 
put to sea in an open boat. Apparently those 
in each boat were selected by lot. As one young 
doctor in the ambulance service put it, “The so- 
ciety in my boat is not at all congenial.” The 
only other persons originally in my boat were 
red cross nurses of the post unit and infants. 
In trampling upon them to safety I foresaw no 
difficulty. But at the dress rehearsal the purser 
added six dark and dangerous looking Span- 
iards. It developed later that by profession they 
were bull fighters. Any man who is not afraid 
of a bull is entitled to respect. But being cast 
adrift with six did not appeal. One could not 
help wondering what would happen if we ran 
out of provisions, and the bull fighters grew 
hungry. I tore up my ticket and planned to 
swim. 

Some of the passengers took the rehearsal to 
heart, and, fully dressed, remained all night on 
deck. As the promenade deck is directly over 
the cabin, not only they did not sleep but neither 
did anyone else. The next day they began to 
see periscopes, For this they were not greatly 
to be blamed. The sea approach to Bordeaux is 
flagged with black buoys supporting iron masts 
that support the lights, and in the rain and fog 
they looked very much like periscopes. But 
after the passengers had been thrilled by the 
sight of 20 of them, they became so bored with 
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“PLIGHT.”

UT today to walk in the streets of Bordeaux 
R saddens as well as delights.

It is a relief when you 
learn that the wounded are from different parts 
of France, that they have been sent to Bordeaux 
to recuperate and are«greatly in excess of the pro- 
portion of wounded you would find in other cities.

BRING BRITAIN TO TERMS 
BY MENACING SUEZ CANAL

ORE and more as the Germans march to 
M the Golden Horn takes shape in the 
minds of the military observers of the 
world, it becomes clear that the operation is more 
than an advance to relieve the hard-pressed Turks 
or crush the offending Serbs. 
vigorous thrust to open the Orient Railway and 
thus unite three central Powers, increased now 
by the Bulgarian enlistment. Whether it be a 
threat or a real purpose, Germany’s new opera- 
tion is directed at Suez and Cairo; is a blow at 
the Suez Canal, that waterway which in Ger- 
man literature is described as “the heel of 
Achilles” of the British empire. 


In London, as in Berlin, the threat is recog- 
nized. The reasons for the threat are equally 
plain. After 14 months of war Germany has 
conquered Belgium and occupied a considerable 
section of Northern France, from which all ef- 
forts to expel her have failed. She has conquered 
Poland and Courland, pushed Russia well within 
the old Romanoff territories. Both France and 
Russia have suffered severe blows, But both 
have escaped decisive defeat, and both are able

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quered, the Turks might overflow 

into Italian and French North 
Africa—for all three Mediterranean Powers 
this would be a terrible disaster; but would it 
bring them to their knees? This seems un- 
likely. The plain truth is that the German 
idea is so sound in its fundamental conception 
that Great Britain cannot make peace while 
any part of it remains realizable. German 
supremacy in Asia Minor and in Syria would 
mean tha? sooner or later the fight for Suez 
and India would have to be fought. If Ger- 
many held Constantinople, Bagdad and. Jeru- 
salem, nothing is more certain than that event- 
ually she would push over and attack Egypt. 
Two great Powers could not occupy these ad- 
joining sections of -the earth and not ultimate- 
ly fight for supremacy.—Frank H. Simonds.

Veteran Hungarian Statesman | 
Says Peace Will Come When 
Allies Realize They Cannot 
Achieve Victory — Central 
Powers Would Then Be Gen- 


erally Fair, He Believes.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 20. 
OUNT ALBERT APPONYI, the veteran 
C Hungarian statesman, received the writer 
in his study in the century-old family 
mansion at Buda. He has been a leader of the 
independence party, Speaker of the House, Min- 
ister in the Wekerie-Kossuth coalition Cabinet 
and a member of Hungarian Parliament for more 
than 40 years. He is in his seventieth year, but 
his ruddy complexion, erect carriage (he is 7 
feet in his socks) and the activity and brilliancy 
of his intellect belie his age. First I asked him 
about the recent rumors of peace outside the dual 
monarchy. 

“Whether peace is in sight or not,” said the 
Count, “I do not pretend to know. It will come 
about when. the entente Powers are brought to 
the consciousness of their inability to achieve 
victory. I have no doubt that a spirit of gen- 
erous fairness will prevail in the councils of the 
central Powers when it comes to this. But 
guarantees we must have against the recurrence 
of similar attempts.” 


Economic Rivalry Not a Cause. 
‘6 OU ask me,” said the Count, “whether 

Y I agree with the opinion said to be 

the most prevalent in the United 
States, that among the deeper causes of- the 
Austro-Hungarian-Servian conflict having become 
a world war, the most important is the economl- 
cal rivalry between Great Britain and Germany? 

“I do not. The main cause of the present, 
world war is Russia’s inborn desire for expan- 
sion. To bring the whole mass of Slavs under 
her dominion, or at least under her control, to 
get the mastery of Constantinople and of an exit 
toward the southern seas; these have been the 
dominating motives of her policy since she be 
came conscious of heréelf. 

“She never desisted from them, but she had 
sense enough to let them rest when she did not 
feel strong enough actually to enforce them. So 
she kept peace as long as she had France alone 
for an ally. It was perfectly clear that her aim 
could be reached only through war against Aus- 
tria-Hungary; it was equally clear that Germany 
would not abandon her ally. 

“The French alliance did not seem sufficient 
to overcome the combined force of the central 
Powers. 

‘Matters took a different aspect when England 
joined the Franco-Russian entente. Now Russia 
could feel hopeful of success, and directly her 
policy on the Balkans became aggressive and 
insolent. It is perfectly true that England’s mo- 
tive for joining the Franco-Russian entente was 
her concern about Germany's economic @xpan- 
sion. In that sense the economic rivalry or, let 
us say more plainly, England’s envy for Ger- 
many’s economic progress is one of the causes 
of the present world war. Without England's 
support, Russia would never have dared to force 
it upon us.” 


Denies Kaiser Is Responsible. 


ASKED. whether any one person of Govern- 


ment is tO be blamed for the war, and referred 

in particular to Sir Edward Grey. 

“T repeat, Ruassia’s lust of conquests, France's 
desire for revenge, and England's envious feeling. 
against Germany were responsible for the ten- 
dencies that precipitated war. On the other hand, 
I know with absolute certainty that one of those 
unjustly accused is the German Emperor. His 
chief ambition had been to preserve peace to the 
end of his days. 

‘That he had to prepare for war is perfectly 
accounted for by the nature of his neighbors and 
that, having to do it, he did it well,is obvious. 
Germany has, indeed, the most perfect military 
instrument in existence; but she never intended 
to use it for aggression, but only for her own and 
her ally’s safety. 

“Another man to be absolved from every bit of 
responsibility is our aged King, whose fondest 
wish was to end his long and eventful reign In 
peace. Neither he nor any responsible person in 
Austria or Hungary had or has the smallest de- 
sire to be implicated in war or any designs which 
led to it. 

“But we could not, of course, quietly submit 
to activity by Servia tending to our ignominous 
dissolution, without making a firm stand against 
them. The moment we did so, the mask fell from 
Russia's face. On the other hand, Germany re- 
vealed herself as the true ally and stanch friend, 
to whom we feel bound by every tie of common 
interests, common feelings and common duties 
toward humanity, as threatened by the ambitions 
of Muscovitism.” ‘ - 

“What political results are to be expected from 
the success of the present campaign in the Bal- 
kan peninsula?’ I inquired.

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BENEDICT XV AND THE TEMPORAL POWER. 
Three Popes have sat in*St. Peter’s chair since 
the rule of the Roman states was taken from 
Pius IX, who, during the remaining eight years 
of his life, disliked even to speak of the “sacri- 
legious King of Italy.” 

Leo XIII regarded himself as much a prisoner 
of the Vatican as Pius IX and was unwavering in 
his demand for the restoration of the temporal 
power, but was obliged gradually to accommodate 
himself to United Italy as an accomplished fact. 
Pius X. died with the return coupon of his ticket 
to Rome unused, but both as Patriarch of Venice 
and Pope was resigned and maintained friendly 
personal relations with the House of Savoy. 
Benedict XV, elevated during a convulsion cre- 
ating vastly greater problems than that of the 
temporal power, was reported the other day to 
have set foot outside the Vatican grounds. The 
import of what he then did may have been ex- 
aggerated. The world, however, will not be sur- 
prised to hear that, preparatory to an unhampered 
use of the papal influence for peace, a course has 
been decided on which in a sense will negative the 
policy pursued with steadily lessening vehemence 
since 1870. 

High ecclesiastics were once also feudal lords, 
combining temporal with spiritual responsibilities. 
The church did not suffer when, with the decline 
of the one, they became more zealous end conse- 
crated ministers in the other. For centuries a 
status in which religious interests should not be 
strengthened and safeguarded by the arm of the 
state was regarded as almost inconceivable, but 
nowhere has the church made more rapid progress 
than in those countries in which, as in the United 
States, civil and religious jurisdictions are sepa- 
rated. France, which only a little time before had 
divorced church and state, has never shown so 
fervent a piety and so deep a concern for religious 
interests as since the war began. 

An open and complete, rather than implied, re- 
nunciation of temporal burdens might only mag- 
nify the power and usefulness of the papacy’s spir- 
itual functions. It woyld at least align itself

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THE BATTLE OF THE ‘‘TYING’’ SECTION. 
The section of the Clayton act under which 
Federal Judge Dyer has declared the “tying” 
contracts of the Shoe Machinery Trust invalid is 


as follows: 

That it shall be unlawful for any person 
engaged in commerce, in the course of such 
commerce, to lease or make a sale or contract 
for sale of goods, wares, merchandise, ma- 
chinery, supplies or other commodities, wheth- 
er patented or unpatented * ° * or fix 
a price charged therefor, or discount from or 
rebate upon such price, on the condition, 
agreement, or understanding that the lessee 
or purchaser thereof shall not use or deal in 
the goods, wares, merchandise, machinery, 
supplies or other commodities of a competitor 
or competitors of the lessee or seller, where 
the effect of such lease, sale or contract for 
sale or such condition, agreement or unéder- 
standing may be to substantially lessen com- 
petition or tend to create a monopoly in any 
line of commerce. 

The form of this section, as it stood in the bill 
when passed, represents one of the most notable 


parliamentary battles in the recent’ history of Con- 


gress. 
As originally approved by the House, the sec- 
tion outlawed all “tying’’ contracts, whether re- 
lating to patented or unpatented articles, did not 
restrict its effects to the creation of “substan- 
tial” monopoly and provided a penalty of a year 
in prison and $5000 fine. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee struck out the entire section, against 
which action Senator Reed of Missouri fought for 
four days. 

Mr. Reed’s struggle on the floor for the resto- 
ration of the clause was defeated by one vote. 
After a second defeat on a close division, Senator 
Walsh’s amendment was agreed to, applying onl 
to patented articles, containing the “substa 
monopoly” restriction, but embodying the” penal 
clause, which was forced in by Mr. Reeds efforts. 
The fight broke out again while tHe bill was 
in conference. After much manipulation to ex- 
clude all prohibition on “tying” contracts and 
many hours’ debate, the text of the section as | 
quoted was adopted. Mr. Reed's utmost efforts 
for the penal clause was unavailing. That any 
provision of the sort was included was due to 
Senator Reed, who led in the whole fight, clash- 
ing vehemently with Senator Weeks. The Shoe 
Machinery Trust was at that time the specific 
point of contention, being repeatedly referred to 
by Mr. Reed. Its critics favored the section. Its 
friends opposed it. 

A trust-busting suit against this rapacious com- 
bine at Boston failed, but was victorious at St. 
Louis. Why? The only change was the provis- 
ion the Senate was coerced into approving by 
Reed’s long battle. It was the direct basis of 
Judge Dyer’s decision. 

The Clayton act is discovered after all to have 
teeth because of Reed dentistry. The net result 
ia the usual writ, but if the penal clause had been 
retained the magnates of this objectionable trust 
would now be facing the wholesome ordeal of a

WAR SUMMARY. 
So far as we can make out, a Russian beats it for 
the base burner like anyone else when a cold snap 
comes, and from what we have seen of him in the 
war thus far we are afraid he is fully as hard to 
get from under the stove as a short-haired dog. Still, 
the Germans are constructively licked on the Russian 
front. Gen. Rusky says so, and the General's philoso- 
phy is about as devoid of blow holes as any philoso- 
phy of which we know. He says that when the 
Germans are not going forward they are going back 
—meaning back, we take it, in a figurative sense. 
By the same reasoning the Russians are going for- 
ward when they are not going back. It sounds queer 
at first, but after you work at it a while, keeping in 
mind what has passed between the Russians and 
Germans since the war opened, you get it, we think. 

There is nothing from Flanders. Any number of 
correspondents who have been away for a while are 
going back to report the same old seven and six. 
People have become so accustomed to the war that 
they have almost forgotten which way the front lies. 
There is no longer any furore at sight of a soldier. 
Folks see him listlessly, as one comes in time to see 
a policeman. The fever has passed. Oniy the grim 
business of the war itself remains. Prooably no- 
body is any longer finding any satisfactien in the 
war but the single taxers, who foresee that with so 
much taxes to raise the method of taxation is almost 
certain to be revised. Any chance for a cnange en- 
courages a single taxer. The French and the British 
are working hard upon the attrition theory, by which 
they hope to gain the ultimate victory. It was by 
attrition, or the wearing off of the other side's 
bulk, that Europe beat Napoleon, and it was by attri- 
tion that the North won our own Civil War. By the 
Anglo-French process of figuring it out, there are so 
many Germans, and at the rate of loss since the war 
began there will be so many less by the ‘first of the 
year. Subtract this from the present total, add so 
many young Germans coming to a fighting age daily, 
and you get the end of the war. There is no allow- 
ance in this process for any special device by Ger- 
mans for killing English and French, or any differ- 
ence in the progress of the war from this time on. 
Otherwise it is a good process, and the war will end 
about when the French and British think. The Ger- 
mans have a counter mathematical process by which 
the allies are to lose by attrition. Their figures are 
not out yet. 

There was no offensive on our own frout during 
the week, and firemen consequently made up most of 
the sleep they had lost.

OBODY knocked the stuffing out of anybody ) 
N else especially at the front last week. The 
Bulgarians and their allies made some in- 
roads upon the Servians, but there was nothing to in- 
dicate just how that matter is likely to go. The 
Italians have joined the French and British in the 
defense of Servia, and it is not so certain that the 
way to Constantinople is to be a primrose path of 
dalliance. Earl Kitchener is in Athens to see if 
anything can be done with the Queen, but there is 
no news at this time by which one may judge how 
well he is doing. The Queen is Emperor William’s 
sister, and she has been a good sister to him ever 
since the war started. Venizelos and the other big- 
beards surrounding the King long ago yielded to the 
importunities of the allies, but the Queen has been 
telling the King right regularly where he gets off. 
After all, the Queen is the King’s wife. A good 
many people professed to see her in a more political 
light, but there has been nothing to show that the 
King has any more freedom than any other married 
man. He never knows absolutely what he will do 
until he gets home and talks it over with Mrs. Con- 
stantine. The British are disposed to think that some- 
thing can be done about this; but it is significant 
that the French, who know women better, are not 
sending anyone down. 

There is almost no news from the Russian front. 
The snow is six feet deep up there, and not much 
fighting is done in 6-foot snow. It affords a much 
better opportunity for waiting to see what the other 
fellow will do. Snow is supposed to be a great ad- 
vantage to the Russians, but we cannot see that they 
are benefitting by it. They seem to go down in it 
about as deep as the Germans do, and as for follow- 


blizzard, they never show us anything in that line 
at all. 

Seemingly a myth has arisen with respect to the 
Russians and cold weather. They are supposed to be 
at their best below zero, but after one whole winter 
of the war we still like the Germans for an all- 
around offensive, regardless of weather. It is quite 
true that the Russians have hair all over their faces 
and wear a great deal of fur, but we suspect that 
neither the whiskers nor the furs are scientific. The 
Germans, who are smooth-shaven and wear close- 
knit woolens, seem much less affected by the cold. 
We have never been able to share the conSdence of 
most friends of the allies that when the snow got 
about twenty feet deep the Russians would under- 
mine the Germans and stuff snow in their mouths. 
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THE STORY OF MARZIPAN. 

LARA TORTE.—Marzipan, or March- 
pane, a delectable compound of sugar 
and almonds, but little known in this 
country, derives its name from Marci 
panis (Mark's bread), it having been 
originally prepared on St. Mark's day. 
This custom came to Germany from 
Venice, where it was, in olden times, 
baked in honor of St. Mark, her patron 
saint, as a thank, offering to him, be- 
cause by his supplications he had saved 
the city from famine. Marzipan first 
appeared in Germany in the cities of 
Luebeck and Koenigsberg, which alone 

ed the secret of its manufacture. 
it was molded in the shape of wal- 
nuts, in remembrance of the bits of 
rye bread doled out during the year 
of famine, in 1409. It was well known 
in Leipzig, however, before the “Thirty 
Years’ War.’ At the end of the six- 
teenth century, one Max Kumpolt pub- 
lished in that town a cook book contain- 
ing 50 recipes for almond and sugar 
confections. It is possible that Marzi- 
came to Germany from Venice, by 
way of France. In medieval times, cay- 
aliers presented it to their sweethearts 
in bon-bon boxes of gold. At the pres- 
ent day it is still the custom for the 
French bridegroom to present his bride 
with an aumoniere containing Marzipan 
, colors and flavors—such 
as rose, pistache, apricot, peach kernel 
and-chocolate. Rabelaig thought no din- 
ner complete that did not conclude with 
it, and Brillat-Savarin considered it a 
preventive of drunkenness. Marzipan 
played an equally important role during 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth. It is re- 
corded that, when she visited Cam- 
bridge, the university bestowed on her 
one pair of perfumed gloves, two loaves 
of gugar and a piece of Marchpane. 
This sweetmeat was, at that time, dis- 
played in the shops in the form of let- 
ters, shields, weapons, animals—and, jn 
fact, whole show pieces were composed 
of it. Shakspeare has several refer- 
ences to it. he formula for making 
it is as follows: One pound blanched 
almonds, one pound powdered sugar, 
three ounces rose water. Put the al- 
monds, a few at a time, through a 
meat chopper, add the rose water an! 
pound them in a mortar until as fine as 
flour. Put them into a porcelain-lined 
saucepan and add the powdered su ; 
rolled free from lumps. Stir over a siow 
fire until, when touched, it no longer 
adheres to the fingers, but do not !et 
it get too dry. Dre a kneading board 
with powdered sugar. Turn the mix- 
ture out upon the board, roll it out 
until it is about an inch in thickness, 
adding more wdered sugar to the 
board and to t rolling pin, if neces- 
Bary, to prevent sticking. The Marzi- 
pan can be rolled out to form one large 
round cake, or cut into squares or dia- 
mond shapes; or pictures in relief can 
be imprinted upon the dough by means 
of the carved boards used for the Ger- 
man anise-seed cakes. After the im- 
pressions of the pictures have been 
made, the cakes are cut apart and put 
away to dry slightly in a cooling oven 
after the fire hag been extinguished.

Ancona Sinking an Indefensible Barbarity 


RUTHLESS BARBARIANS. 

frooklyn Eagle: A passenger steamer, bound 
westward and therefore not to be suspected of 
carrying either contraband or reservists, her cab- 
ins and steerage laden with inoffensive noneom- 
batants; many of them hélpless women and chil- 


dren, is summarily destroyed as were the Falaba, 


the- Lusitania and the Arabic. No military pur- 
pose is served. Italy, whose flag the Ancona 
flew, is not perceptibly hurt, Murder, wholesale 
and deliberate, is perpetrated in defiance of what 
Mr. Oscar Straus has so aptly termed the con- 
science of the world, and we have another horror 
which will stain the history of Austria-Hungary 
as indelibly as the Lusitania crime stains that of 
Germany. 

Nations that war in this way repudiate civ- 
ilization, deny Christianity and write themselves 
dewn as the most ruthless of barbarians. 


NO DEFENSE ACCEPTABLE. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: Giving the assassin 
of the sea who commanded the submarine, wheth- 
er German or Austrian, the full benefit of his ex- 
planations, the fact remains that there would 
have been no loss of life if the Ancona had not 
been attacked and torpedoed. And for the attack 
there is no defense. The Ancona was coming to 


the United States with nothing contraband aboard. 
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She was essentially a passenger ship. There was 
no more semblance of excuse for sinking her 
than there (was for sinking the Arabic. 

One thing more. The law of nations, which the 
United States has been striving to uphold, <¢e- 
quires that the lives of pdssengers must be safe- 
guarded when a Vessel is sunk. Does the turning 
of them loose in open boats many miles from 
land constitute safeguarding? 

It most certainly does not. 

To put it plainly, therefore, the passengers who 
lost their lives on the Azcona were murdered. 


WORST SUBMARINE OUTRAGE. - 

Philadelphia Record: A German submarine 
commander tried to justify his sinking a merchant 
steamer without warning by saying that he 
thought it was going to ram him. His Govern- 
ment concluded that this wouldn’t do, and dis- 
avowed. his action. Austria‘is now trying to 
justify the sinking of the Ancona by representing 
that she was trying to run away. Possibly she 
was, before she was fired on, but the evidence is 
yery strong that she obeyed the warning shot

“MURDERER’S PLEDGE BROKEN.”

Teutonic Plots in This Country Must Stop 


GERKMAN-AUSTRIAN CONSPIRACY. 

New York Tribune: We are getting closer to 
the details of the conspiracy. The revelations of 
Dr. Goricar, a former Austro-Hungarian Consul, 
fit in with all the surface indications which have 
pointed to outrageous violations of American law 
by Teutonic agents trying to stop the manufac- 
ture of munitions here and their transportation 
to Europe. It is not necessary to assume that 
any particular individual, representing the Ger- 
man or the Austro-Hungarian Government, is 
the head and center of the conspiracy. But there 
is some head and center, and it will be surpris- 
ing if the United States secret service does not 
soon trace the conspiracy up to its real inner 
source. 


TIME TO ACT. ° 

Chicago Journal: The German “campaign in 
America’ has been a record of brigandage, sabot- 
age and piracy. American manufacturing plants 
have been blown up because the Kaiser did not 
like their customers. American docks have been 
burned because they held munitions waiting 
shipment to the allies. American citizens have 
been threatened and killed in these outrages, 
and American secret service operatives have 
captured a man who admits trying to put in- 
fernal machines on passenger ships, for the 
service of Wilhelm and the glory of “kultur.” 

No one doubts that German officials have had 
a hand in these plofs, but hitherto legal proof 
has been lacking. If that proof is availible at 
last, the Federal Government should act with- 
out delay. 

WHO PAYS FOR IT? 

Philadelphia Press: It costs a great deal of 
money to make bombs and plant them where 
they will do the most damage to the munitions 
trade between America and the allied Powers; 
it costs a great deal of money to bring about ex- 
plosions and opportune fires in American fac- 
tories; and it takes good brains as well as money 
to direct such nefarious ‘projects. 

Where doés the money come from? Who 
spends it? And what brain directs the wide- 
spread conspiracies that have thus far baffled 
officers in this country? These are questions 
that the country wants answered. The safety 
of American lives and property demands that 
they should be answered and answered promptly. 
The prestige of the United States as a neutral 
nation requires that no effort shall be spared in 
answering them. 


OPPORTUNE ACCIDENTS. 

Lowell Colrier-Citizen: The fire in the Beth- 
lehem ‘Steel plant is ascribed to “an electric 
spark falling into-a pool of oil,” and one is asked 
to believe that this fully eliminates the possibil- 
ity that any insidious Teutonic influence had a 
hand in the conflagration. Very possibly it is 
true that there was none. Nevertheless the fact 
that this big fire occurred so opportunely in one 
of the most notoriously profitable of the muni- 
tion shops will arouse in many minds the sus 
picion that it is merely ome more of those 
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instances in which “accidents” have been super- 
induced by the espionage system, for which 
Germany has acquired such an exaggerated repu- 
tation. Therg was a good deal of suspicion before 
the indictment of the Fay conspirators, and, of 
course, there is more now. The hot talk of some 
of the more injudicious of our hyphenated citizens 
vas made sinister ascriptions of cause only too 
easy in event fires or explosions opportunely 
cripple American munition factories. One of 
these days a perpetrator may be caught—and 
when he is, watch. out! There is liable to be 
something doing of the more drastic kind on the 
part of citizens goaded into anger by this un- 
cerhanded kind of long-distance war-making. 


INTERNE FHE PLOTTERS. 

New York Herald: None too soon come the 
reports from Washington, pretty generally print- 
ed yesterday, that President Wilson had turned 
his ention to the manner in which this coun- 
try is being sinned against by the crew of so- 
called diplomatists who have stopped at nothing 
te injure our neutrality—who are making war 
in its most outrageous form upon the Govern- 
ment by forgery, dynamite, torch and bribery. 

Mr. Wilson has had the country behind him to 
a remarkable extent. He has perhaps been mis- 
ied into believing that public sentiment is the 
sentiment which carries water on both shoulders. 

If the President has taken hold and will give 
close attention to these important matters there 
yet may be cause for rejoicing that a so-called 
diplomatic “gang” have been put aboard ship 
and their agents put safely away in an intern- 
ment camp, say on Dry Tortugas.

GERMAN FOOD PROBLEM. 

New York World: The expectation that the 
entire food supply of Germany will soon pass 
under war control reveals one phase of defense 
that must cause grave anxiety. 

Before the wars, farm products and food made 
up $1;250,000,000 of German imports; food ex- 
ports, except of sugar, were unimportant. In 1911, 
before the Balkan wars suggested storing sup- 
plies for a near struggle, $100,000,000 spent for 
wheat, $67,000,000 for butter and eggs and $115,- 
000,000 for barley in a year proved Germany’s 
food dependence. 

Austria-Hungary is fairly self-supporting, but 
in Austria proper scarcity is great. Turkey com- 
monly buys more grain than Bulgaria sells, and 
of cattle Bulgaria sells scarcely more than’ of 
attar of roses. The Belgrade railway as a feeder 
must therefore prove disappointing. 

Farms fight wars; factories pay for them—as 
Von Buelow explains in “Imperial Germany.” 
Thanks to agrarian protection adopted as a war 
measure, Germany in 1914 had plenty of cattle. 
The Government ordered stock killed to save 
grain, and for a time meat was plenty. That 
might have answered for a short war; but now 
stock cannot be replaced, milk is reserved for 
babies, and fats, essentfal to ward off tubercu- 
losis, must be husbanded. 

The campaign to increase production and les- 
sen waste has done much. But women, children 
and old men, even with the help of prisoners, 
cannot replace the vigor of the land drawn off 
for conquests. Vorwarts, the organ of the most 
numerous German political party, may be sup- 
pressed for saying that the people desire to see 
the end of the war, and the Chancellor may as- 
sure the Socialists that Gérmany cannot be 
starved out, but when a government takes over 
the food supply of its people a crisis is approach- 
ing. 


TERROR AS A FORCE. 

Washington Times: Thrice in the history of 
the world has been witnessed “the scientific 
plication of terror as a principle of rule.” 
evening of the Roman republic‘Sulla instituted it 
under his dictatorship. It was applied for the 
second time under the inexorable regime of the 
committees in the morning of the French re- 
public.

The barbarities practiced in Bel- 
gium, the aerial-raids upon Paris, the bombard- 
ment of London by Zeppelins, the shelling of un- 
defended town, the sinking of the Lusitania and 
countless other crimes committed in the name of 
war, but that were perpetrated with no military 
purpose, were all of a kind With the program of 
terrorism with which the Kaiser hopes to intimt- 
date his foes.

producing weapon. The drive to Calais 
failed a year ago, and there is no hopa 
of reaching the narrow strait facing Do- 
ver. There can be no thought of an in- 
vosion of England, because the British 
fleet remains in being. The sea, as in 
Napoleon’s time, remains the bulwark 
of British home lands. 

There remains the chance to strike th3 
British Empire. The remoter colonies 
are beyond reach, because they Jie be- 
yond the seas. But.if @ermany, havins 
opened the road from Beflin to Byzan- 
tium, could officer and munhition a strong 
Turkish army, this might strike at 
| Egypt, by way of Suez. True, the at- 
tempt was made by a Turkish army ear- 
ly in the war, but it was a raid rather 
than an invasion, and the army had not 
been equipped by Germans with the care 
and completeness that was required. 

A second blow more carefully planned, 
more thoroughly prepared, might carry 
the Turk across the Suez Canal. To 
such an; invasion the Egyptians would 
probably respond by an insurrection. The 
faith of Islam is common to the Turk, 
and the ruling caste of Egypt. Once the 
masses of the Osmanli,- under the green’ 
banner, entered the ancient land of the 
Turk and approached the city of the 
Caliphs, an outburst of. religious fanati- 
cism might be expected to sweep before 
it every vestige of British power. Egypt 
might be lost’ in a day, and the remnant 
of British armies driven south upon the 
Soudan or north to Alexandria and the 
transports. 

Threatening Life of an Empire., 

Such dire possibilities would, to the 
German mind, not inconceivably bring 
the British to terms befofe the blow 
fell. Once England felt that Suez was 
in danger, Egypt in peril, India like'y 
to be cut off from direct communication 
with Britain,, save by the Cape route, 
England might be willing to listen two 
the talk of a’German peace, which left 
England her empire, but insured Ger- 
many her place in the sun, both in Asia 
Minor and in Central Africa. Belgium 
might be evacuated, for the cession of 
the Cungo Free State; France, for the 
surrender of French Congo and a swing- 
ing indemnity. England might be glad 
of peace at~a price in money fixed by 
Berlin. . 

.. But if Great Britain would not yield 
before the blow fell, could she endure 
the loss of -Egypt, the prospects o7 an 
insurrection in India? Would Italy still 
be for war to the knife, when, instead 
of winning Trieste and ‘Trentino, she 
stood to lose Tripoli, threatened alike by 
ir.ternal revolt and by Turkish invasion? 
lor France, too, there would be the 
peril of the Turkish invasion from Trip 
oi! into Tunis and Algeria, a new return 
of victorious Islam along the road the 
Arab conquerors took, which led by the 
shore of the Mediterranean to Spain, 
across Gibraltar Straits, and only 
stopped in Southern France. 

’ For many years the Germans have 
dreamed of harnessing the power of 
Mahomet to the car of Hohenzollern 
conquest. They have permitted tlie 
Turk to believe, as the Turk obelieved 
of that other great monarch, Napoleon, 
that their Kaiser, was a Mahometan. 
At Tangier and in Jerusalem the Kaiser 
has spoken words which were intended 
to stir the hearts of the followers of 
the Prophet. Half the plan was re- 
alized when ‘Turkey enlisted in the great 
war; the other half seems to come true, 
through the German standpoint, now 
that the railroad runs clear from Ham- 
burg and Brussels to the Golden Horn. 

The Way to Suez. 

lor the realization of this dream the 
Germans have been working in Asia 
Minor for many years. The great Bag- 
dad railroad, ‘which has filled diplo- 
m-''e reports and international politics 
for a decade, has been for the Germans 
the instrument which at the appointed 
time would respond to their hand and 
prove the ruin of British imperial hopes. 
From Scutari, opposite Constantinople, 
this road has been traced across the 
highlands of Anatolia to the Taurus 
Mountains; beneath these mountains, 
near the famous Cilician gates which 
Alexander passed thr-ugh on his march 
to India, which the Persians penetrated 
in her earlier advances to the west 
against Greece, the Germans have been 
tunne.ing. 

Beyond the Taurus the railroad has 
been. constructed most of the distance 
to the Euphrates. West of the river a 
branch connects with the Beirut-Dam- 
ascus line, and south of this leads the 
great Mecca railroad, constructed Ly 
abdul Hamid to give him sure control 
of the holy cities of Islam and great 
revenue derived from the pilgrims 
making their great religious excursion 
to the city of Mahomet. Far to the 
south, near the Sinai desert. the rail- 
road npproaches the frontier of Egypt. 
From this point, it is asserted, the 
Turks, under German guidance, havé 
already constructed a light railroad in 
the direction of Suez. 

Here, then, is the road which the 
Germans hope to take; by this route 
they eaiready see -Turkish’ armies ‘ad- 
vancing toward Egypt. It is to muni- 
tion and equip these armies that the,’ 
have crushed poor Servia and hacked

Glasgow Men 
and Women Busy 
on War Work 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


flesh and blood in the trenches, to say 
nothing of the calls of patriotism, te 
maintain at this crisis a restrictive 
trade union regulation. The regula- 
tions will be reimposed and recognized 
when the war is over. Wherever 
troubles of this description have 
arisen it is said that they are due 
to the action of from 7 to 10 per 
cent of the workmen who are trade 
unionists first and Britons afterwards. 

There is evidence, too, of a movement 
to nullify the decisions of the Munitions 
Tribunals in other quarters on the 
Clyde. 

A large number of men were fined for 
‘“‘slacking,"’ the majority paid the fines— 
$25 apiece—but a few refused and were 
sent to prison. An attempt 1s now being 
made to obtain their release under 
threat of an extended strike. These 
labor troubles, which may be in some 
measure due to the strain of a year's 
overwork, no doubt will be settled, but 
they show that on the Clyde the labo: 
situation needs careful and at the same 
time firm handling. 


Refuse Rent Incrense. 

Another source of fmcuon which has 
arisen in the munitiorg #reas, but in 
its acutest form in WSlasgow. has 
been scotched if not killed. The own- 
ers of working class houses began a 
systematic increase of rent. The te: 
ants hefused to pay the increased rents 
the landlords, acting within their strict 
legal fights, got ejectments agaihs=t 
them, a@nd the tenants announced tha: 
«vie would be resisted by force. 

Mr. Lloyd-George, appealed to in Par 
liament, appointed a committee to in 
quire into the whole question, but in the 
meantime the landlords have for thc 
inost part abandoned their demands 
These were considered particularly odi- 
ous and unjustifiable In the case of th- 
wives of families of men serving at the 
front or their other dependents. But 
there is another side to the question. 

The landlords:say that they have ¢» 
pay greatly increased income tax an.! 
other war taxes which encroach seri 
cusly on their income, and that the 
workingman with his greater wages 
should fairly bear some of this burden. 
The tenant replies that when he was 
on a bare subsistence allowance, 4 
earned nothing, the landlord never ‘re: 
duced his rent, and it is inequitable for 
him to attempt to increase it becau.«:2 
the tenant is momenfaril, better off. 

Income Tax Problem. 

Another taxation problein is also 
looming up. All the workmen who ar» 
earning more than $600 a year—almost 
the bulk of them at present—are liabie 
for income tax, but the point is how to 
cellect it. It is taken for granted they 
won't ‘fill in the elaborate and confus 
ing returns furnished by the Incom~ 
Tax Commisioners, and that, anyway, 
the difficulty of collecting the tax off 
men who constantly change their places 
of abode would be insuperable. 

The trade unions, therefore, tell the 
Government that the oply way to co! 
lect the tax is to get the employers t» 
deduct it from the wages. The employ- 
ers don't relish the job in itself, and 
they object to being made responsible 
They say the result will be that in a 
very short time, either by enforcing ar 
increase of wages or by some other de 
vice, the Scottish workman will shoul- 
der off the burdeh onto the backs. 0” 
his employers. However, on the whol 
the Scottish employers are pretty well | 
able to take care of themeelves, It is 
very much a case of dlamodnd cut dia 
mond between them and their ployes.

The equipment and stock of the 
Nixon-Jones Printing Co. was insured 
for less than it was worth, according 


damage that has been reached by R. 
H. B. Tidd, president of the company, 
and adjusters representing the 27 in- 
surance Concerns interested. The in- 
Surance carried was $53,600. The ad- 
justers found that the value of the 
equipment and stock, after making 
all deductions, was $55,000. The 
agreement fixes the loss, under the 
policies, at $25,130. 

The adjusters have sent the agree- 
ment and a report to the companies 
they represent. The companies will 
decide whether to pay or contest. 

Undér a “co-insurance” clause in 
the policies, the printing company 
has to share with the insurance com- 
panies its proportion of the loss that 
is represented by the difference be- 
tween the total insurance and the to- 
tal value of the equipment and stock.

That query arises from this, 

the greatest duckshodting 
community on earth. There have 
been no wild ducks to speak of this 
fall. Thousands of men have gone 
to the front, but they have brought 
in nothing. Ducks were supposed to 
be plentiful this year under the Gov- 
ernment’s special care and protec- 
tion. There was no spring shooting 
this year. There was tone last year. 


All the ducks that went North were 
to raise huge broods of little ducks 
and bring them down with them in 
ihe fall. Nothing of that sort has 
vecurred. Like the two prior years 
im which the Government confined 
us to fall shooting, there is no fall 
shooting. Whether the weather has 
not been severe enough to” drive 
ducks down, or they have gone 
through without stopping for lack 
of feed, we do not know. Amateur 
duck hunters have plausible theo- 
ries, but old veterans in the sport 
have none. They have hunted ducks 
too long. All they know is that this 
is the season when the Government 
says we may properly shoot ducks, 
and like the two falls before, there 
are no ducks to shoot. Meanwhile 
the United States Supreme Court {s 
not saying whether the Federal mi- 
gratory bird law, under which these 
seasons are established, is constitu- 
tional or not. A decision on that law 
may come any day, or it may not 
come this year. If the law proves 
unconstitutional, and the states may 
make laws to meet the reasonable 
needs of local sport, duck shooting 
will be revived. If not,. it will go 
the way of buffalo hunting and 
beaver trapping, and the devotees of 
the last of the truly outdoor sports 
will join the crowd indoors. It would 
be too bad.

Capt. Ferber of French Army 
Lost in Race to “Conquer 
the Air.” 


LETTERS IN. ARCHIVES 


American Inventors Told French- 
man of First Flight 
in 1905. 


CORRS cr th Capt. Perber of the 
French army, who was killed some time 
ago by the fall of his aeroplane, is ac- 
cepted as the pioneer of French Military 
aviation, and the French military ex- 
perts ot today look upon Ferber much as 
in America Prof. Langley and the 
Wrights are considered as the pioneers 
of flight. There is a strange chapter 
relating to Ferber and Wrights, which 
will some day go into the history of 
aviation when the story is told of how 
within the last decade men first rose in 
the air after vainly trying to do so for 
thousands of years. The facts of the 
story are given by one who participated 
in them; 

Some 10 or 12 years ago Walter Well- 
man of Chicago conceived the idea of 
flying to the North Pole by means of 
a dirigible balloon. This was before 
Peary’s final trip, and the North Pole 
was the goal of a venture of scientific 
achievement. Wellman had seen French 
dirigibles make long flights, and he 
sought the opinion of the pioneers of 
flight as to the feasibility of his plan, 
and later had his dirigible built here. 
Capt Ferber was one of those whose 
opinion was sought. 

Capt. Ferber was shen chief of the 
French aeronautic service, with head- 
quarters at a military park near 
Paris. Here he had erected a tall 
steel mast from which hung a cable 
attached to a miniature aeroplane.

Different Groups of Women 
Serve and Pay Expense on 
Different Days. 


KHAKI A POPULAR COLOR 


Crowds at the Cemeteries on 
Sundays Rivaled by Those > 
at the Invalides.

Formerly of St. Leuls, Who Is One of 
the American Ladies Operating 
the American Hospital in Paris. 

UNCTIONS in the tea room at the 
F American Ambulance are unique. 
It’s a barn-like room in the base- 
ment with bare walls. A long table 
covered with white oilcloth extends the 
length of one end of it and here we 
find upwards of 200 cups and saucers 
with a sandwich and a cake already 
arranged. 

Behind the table are different women 
pouring the tea on different days in the 
weex. Each group bears all the expense 
of the tea on its particular day. This 
has been undertaken by many of them 
for the duration of the war or as long 
as the hospital exists. 

On Monday, Miss Sharp, daughter of 
the Ambassador, servés with several 
other women from the embassy. vn 
Tuesday the Countess dé Breteull (for- 
meriy Miss Edith Grant of Néw York), 
Mrs. Tiffany and the Countess de ta 
Salle are in chargé.

But what makes the picture almost 
startling and unlike the ordinary tea Is 
that it is white.

almest no color. 

Caps are of several varieties; ons sees 
the little‘ perched up one with its black 
velvet band of the Presbyterian 'Hos- 
pital of New York, the bon Pukpee 
one of the American H ae Parts 
and many with the tiifi. muglin veils 
hanging over their shoulderg,which per- 
haps.are the most effective of all, al- 
most as effective as the ,long broad- 
cloth military cape of white.which one 
4 of the staff doctors has .sdomed. 

The only bit of color #im6he Al these 
in white are the motor ambulance men, 
wko are in khaki. Khaki, which until 
@ year ago, was hardly seen outside the 
Eritish army, is fast becoming the pre- 
vailing color, unless we except the som 
bre background of black. Children on 
the Champs Elysees are dressed in it, 
ang it seems likely to take the place 
of sailor suits, which have been worn so 
Icng. The new costumé is a charming 
miniature uniform of the British officer. 

Khaki as a color is excellent and will 
probably replace the horizén biue of the 
French army. This biué been seen 
all winter in the newer Uniforins and 
the helmets just adopted are painted the 
same shade. These helmets are of light 
steel and are a protection against 
shrapnel, shell and bomb splinters.

cial organizations. 

Resources Are Bigger. 
The big church is-able to command 
greater resources, better buildings, 
stronger preaching, finer music, more 
highly developed work with the nat- 
ural age groups of congregations. It 
is able to undertake everything in a 
more commanding way. It offers a 
broader fellowship, which if prop- 
erly organized, may still hold the 
neighborliness of the small congre- 
gation. The large church makes 
possible a salaried staff with spe- 
cialized working departments. It is 
also economical from the point of 
view of buildings, caretakers, sal- 
aried workers and upkeep expense, 
as compared with the maintenance of 
a number of small churches. In fact, 
contrary to general belief, it is only 
the large church that is able to do in- 
tensive work with its people. 


The exceptions are a very few 
small churches with large wealth. In 
the small church the pastor is obliged 
to supervise everything. He cannot 
be an expert in religious education, in 
the organization of the recreation and 
social life of his young people, in the 
development of the community activi- 
ties of his people, and at the same 
time be preacher, pastor and after- 
dinner speaker for all sorts of occa- 
sions. He frays out at the edges and 
must always have a mofe or.less im- 
perfect organization. ; 
Argument for Small Churches. 

It is generally supposed that small 
churches are more neighborly than 
large ones, but although this is most 
often true, it is not necessarily the 
case. It is a matter of organization 
and the social spirit. Great churches 
develop a wonderful brotherhood and 
a shepherding that includes the last 
persons in their activities, if suffi- 
cient attention is given to the mat- 
ter. In fact, there Is something in- 
spiring in the very presence of large 
numbers of people who are interested 
in the same thing. 


Other things being equal, a single 
large church with a given member- 
ship releases more power for the 
community than a number of smal! 
churches with a larger aggregate of 
membership. 

This was brought out forcibly a 
few years ago in a Western city. 
where it was discovered by a pastor 
in one of the small churches that one 
large church in his denomination 
with a membership of 1500, gave 
more to city and connectional causes 
than 10 gmall churches of the same 
denomination in another part of the 
same city, with a membership aggre- 
gating a much larger number of peo- 
ple. At the same time the aggregato 
cost of maintenance of the smaller 
churches was much in excess of the 
single large church. The pastor in 
question used the study to influence 
hig own congregation to build up a 
strong organization, and in five 
years, using the principles of organf- 
zation, he created a commanding 
church. 

When one speaks of the develop- 
ment of large churches the _§ first 
thought that comes to min] is the 
consolidation of smaller churches to 
make way for one large center, That 
of course needg to be done in a great 
many instances. If it were possible 
for church federations to bring it 
about, so that in New York City, for

To one Who has gone about much over 
the country, speaking to churches, it is 
a striking fact that there are several 
thousand congregations of the various 
denominations having a membership of 
from 60 to 1000, which have remained 
stationary for years. Their’ buildings 
could usually house twice as many -peo- 
ple and population has increased around 
them, The cause of the phenomenon is 
seldom studied. They have not grown 
because their pastors are not able to 
take care of more people. 

The problem is one of organization. If 
a business house were-to face such a 
situation, it: woutd be solved quickly by 
departmental organization and increase 
of superintendence, and that is what the 
church must do. These churches have 
but to create salaried staffs around their 
pastors to begin to grow again, and the 
limit of the growth they may reach will 
be determined mainly by the courage 
of the people and the administrative 
ability of the pastor. 

The first consideration in the crea- 
tion of a big church is leadership. [If 
the pastor is a great preacher but lacks 
administrative ability, ‘then the only 
thing to do is to put next him a trained 
man who has if, one who knows how to 
organize the forces of the church. 
Preaching is an inestimable gift, but ex- 
ecutive ability is equally important. It

Pour Out Money Like Water. 

Churches pour out money like water, 
ineffectually, hopelessly, unless they 
have administrative leadership. Our 
churches are hampered by powerful 
sentiments. There is about them g@ sense 
of sacredness which makes it difficult 
to°'appy the ordinary tests of efficiency, 
while the most wholesome thing that 
can happefh is that they shall be ap- 
plied—that we set ourselves to achieve 
results commensurate to capital invest- 
ed in grounds and buildings, to the cur- 
rent expense budget, to the time and ef- 
fort involved in the work. 

The first thing in pushing up a strong 
church is the office. An office is as 
important to a church as it is to a 
business house. In the business house 
everything centers there; accounts are 
kept, correspondente attended to, con- 
ferences héld, policies determined, lines 
of control rach out to every department. 
Its relation to the institution is like that 
of the brain to the activities of the hu- 
man body, and upon the efficiency of the 
office depends in large measure the suc- 


-l cess of the business. 


Executive Secretary Needed. 

Churches without offices soon discover 
when they organize them, that a well- 
trained office secretary sets the whole 
staff free, expedites the work amazing- 
ly, and that all sorts of things can be 
done through the office which were pre- 
viously done in a haphazard way and at 
a great expense of,time and labor. 

A capable office secretary will do 
the pastor’s secretarial work and tele- 
phoning, Manage the building, meet 
strangers, keep accounts of money and 
persons, supervise the records and ac- 
counts of societies, calendar meetings 
and events, and under the direction of 
the pastor and his assistants, communi- 
cate with the working force of the 
church by telephone and Tnail. 

One would emphasize the importance 
in a church of pushing up the account- 
ing of persons to a thoroughness that 
is parallel to its accounting of moneys. 
How:roften do we run down the last cent 
to strike a balance, but let boys, girls 
and young people slip through our fin- 
gers without their loss ever being 
Known.' They’ pass crisis without it be- 
ing discovered.. People move away and 
die sometimes without it being known; 
and often churches have little knowledge 
of members of families other than those 
connected with the organization. 

Problem of the Staff. 

It is often perplexing to know just 
where to begin with the salaried staff. 
No two churches approach the problem 
in exactly the same way. A small 
church, with limited resources, may be- 
gin with a part-time worker for boys 
and gitls; or part time assistance in the 
office. As a rule the most effective 
place to begin is with the church of- 
fice and the whole-time secretary, who 
may~put in part time with the children 
or in visitation until the work of the 
office demands the whole time. 

Where churches have the resources 
and the membership, there ought really 
to be an office secrétary; an assistant 
pastor, giving his time to the campaign 
for members, to getting new members 
interested in the work and to shepherd- 
ing the membership; a director of re- 
ligious education, responsible for the 
Sunday school and club organisation. 
If there can alg> be a deaconess or 
social ‘worker, what one might call a 
social secretary, to look after the sick, 
the shut-in, to have charge of poor re- 
lief and the relations of the church to 
the charities of the city, it is a distinct 


advantage. 
How Churches Can Grow. 


Waenever the church has a well-ap- 
pointed office; when it is organized by 
departments, each of which is patiently 
brought up to efficiency; When the pas- 
tor is surrounded by a salaried staff the 
work of which is unified and well direct- 
ed, it is sure to grow and to enter upon 
days of enlarged usefulness. With prop- 
er leadership, organization and financial 
support, a church can do anything that 
it has the faith, the vision and the so- 
cial spirit to accomplish. 

It is necessary the layman have a large 
place in this work of pushing up the 
local churches. In the first place, they 
have the administrative experience such

If laymen turn in with their pastors, 
_.. jcounselling, working heartily at the 


| problem, backing what is being done not 


only financially but perssonally, it will 
bring great results. The clrurch needs 
badly the courage and the spirit of large 
endeavor which business. men who 
handle large interests acquire. 

I know nothing in which business men 
take greater delight than in just such 
work when once they get. inte it. 

The church algo must have new finan- 
cial bahkirg. There must be a large con- 
centration’ of giving in its development. 
Peopie must be educated to see that a 
church undertaking large things aed. 
fied increased giving over one working 
in a°emall way. All this requires the co- 


foperation of the laity of the church.

As the organization of a church grows 
and becomes more complicated, it will 
be put to a supreme test. Will it be 
strong enough as a spiritual force, to 
give to all of its activities a command- 
ing religious spirit? It is necessary to 
raise this question, because the great- 
est contribution that any church can 
make to its people or to its city is its 
ministry to the spirit. The social value 
of this ministry to the inner life is 
really the church’s greatest social con- 
tribution, fomhere are hidden the springs 
of social faith, the courage of social 
ection, the permanent sources of a mor- 
ality.

IN FRENCH TRENCH 
70 HIS WIFE HERE 


Raymond Leglaive in the Chdm- 
pagne Tells of Execution Done 
by Heavy Guns. 


Mme. Raymond Leglaive of 4219 Cook 
avenue has received many letters from 
her husband who is fighting in the 
French trenches in the Champagne dis- 
trict in France. Leglaive and his wife 
had been in St. Louis about eight 
months when the war broke out. He 
was a reservist, having served his two 
years in the army, a few years before 
he came to St. Louis. His wife decided 
to remain in St. Louis while he went 
back to fight for his beloved France. 

He was wounded in the foot whiie 
making a bayonet charge in the Forest 
of the Argonne in September, 1914, re- 
ceiving an enemy's bullet when he was 
within 30 feet of the German lines. On 
account of an infection of the wound, 
he was in the hospitals or barracks 
until Aug. 1, of this year, when he re- 
turned to the trenches. 

The young French soldier describes 
his own sensations in the trenches in 
his letters to his wife, and also some 
cf his experiences. He was employed 
as a salesman in a St. Louis depart- 
ment store when he left St. Louis for 
the war. 

Oct. 12. 

‘IT am giving you a little surprise 
which without doubt will please you. I 
am sending a little photo of myself, 
taken with a group of soldiers of my 
section. It is not remarkable as a 
photograph, but it will speak of me to 
you all the dame. We are on con- 
quered ground or, rather, on ground re- 
captured from the Germans, and held 
since Sept. 25 on the Champagne front 
When one examines the extent and the 
rature of its defenses, one cannot es- 
cape the feeling that the French have 
done a remarkable piece of work. We 
advance a little every day. We hold, lI 
believe, the €nemy in our power on this 
front, for they have been counter-at- 
tacking’ for two nights and we have 
been able to maintain ourselves on a 
front of 900 to 1000 meters. Every day 
German prisoners pass through the re- 
serve line, where I now am, and I as- 
sure you they appear happy over their 
luck. Our artillery stupefies them and

But although, when ore is 
wounded, an‘ shells are falling all 
around him, theré may be a delay in 
getting him to the hospital, the bearers 
never quit, so long as he is breathing, 
until they get him on a train bound for 
the interior of France, to the tranquil- 
ity of the hospital and its clean, white 
bed—to tranquility aftér the inferno of 


cannonading. 


Burie@d in Cave-In. 

“This morning I was returning from 
the first lige, where I had passed the 
night, when I learned that a shell which 
had fallen near our trench, had buried 
my corporal and two other men by 
causing a cave-in. The three are dead, 
smothered, and they seem to be asleep, 
with no trace of their sufferings. Their 
comrades toiled far a long time and were 
able to save three other men who had 
been entombed: I ought not to recotint 
to you these horrors. J know. but there 
is a difference between the death of 
those who are killed thus and those who 
are telescoped by a shell. ‘From dust 
thou camest, to dust thou shalt return.’ 
It is not worth while to fear death, 
which really cares for the souls of the 
good and brave and carries them to 
pergdise. I think of my poor Gaston 
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(his cousin) who met death not from 4) 
shell but from an express train, and I 
Say to myself I ought not fear to par- 
take of his fate. Thus I do not fear 
death, which will reunite us all in the 
same celestial realm. 

“I lent a hand the cther day at the 
burial of geveral soldiers, and it was 
with some fervor that we said, after 
having laid them side by side in their 
earthly bed, the prayers for the dead.

They 
refused to surrender and it was impos- 
sible to drive them out with our 7 field 
guns, Our heavy artillery was brought 
up, however, and paralyzed them in- 
stantly. 

“Yesterday a German, formerly 42 
Paris resident, who had just been taken. 
advanced toward a French sergeant 
and, extending his hand and said. ‘At 
last I am among you and now I shall 
never return to Germany.’ The ser- 
geant, who had just lost two friends in 
battle, refused to shake hands wita 
him, saying he would never be per- 
mitted again to live in Paris but would 
be shown the door. ‘No,’ said he, ‘The 
French are too good. They will take 
care of me.’ 


“Type of Prisoners.” 

“The prisoners we take are all tall, 
superb men, for they belong to the Im- 
perial Guard, just brought over from 
Russia. They were told that they were 
coming to rest in France, and they were 
astonished at the terrific French can- 
nonade, after having é¢xperienced the 
Russian gunfire. Finally, I think we 
are going to finish by wiping them out 
with the great guns. Those who passed 
among us eagerly snatched morsels of 
‘bread, scattered over the ground, and 
bit into them eagerly. 

“You may have read that at certain 
moments, such as two days ago, our 
infantry advanced under cover of ar- 
tillery fire by surprise and with reésolu- 
tion. -To tell you that the Germans 
maintained their serenity in the face of 
our attack would be untrue, but ihev 
counter-attacked and drove us back with 
shells of all calibers and suffocating 
gas. Yesterday again we were-poisoned 
by this gas, but, thanks to our helmets 
and spectacles, we aré no longer greatlv 
incon¥Venienced by it. We suffer some 
losses, but it must be said that their 
great ‘pots,’ while doing some dam- 
age, make more noise than actual harm. 

“IT see them every day and hear them 
exploding in great numbers, but, thanks 
to God, I am as yet uninjured. Day 
before yestérday a great fuse exploded 
about thirty feet above my head, but 
not a piece of sharpnel struck me. In 
the bombproofs’ we are safe enough. 
Yesterday we saw on our front a great 
light and a big fire. The Germans had 
just blown up one of their munitions 
depots, which had fallen into our hands. 
Knowing its situation, they were easily 
able to throw shells into it. Every day 
there are fine fights between aero- 
planes, and yesterday a German airman 
was brought down within our lines. I 
believe that a great weariness is begin- 
ning to weigh upon the German soldiers, 
for when they surrender they manifest 
great pleasure at their fortune. 


Seven Days in Trenches, 

‘*You must be asking yourself what is 
my condition and whether I am sur- 
rounded by perils. Well, my dear, my 
spirit of mind has not been so fine as 
in this moment since the day I left you. 
One must have a strong heart to face 
the suffering, the fatigues and the ter- 
rors of the battlefield. Well, I derive 
that from the succor of prayer, asking 
God for courage and that He will re- 
lieve you, my good angel, from appre- 
hension over what sufrounds me. * * * 
“Nothing but the war! Yet to know 
anything about it, I am compelled to 
go to the newspapers. I am on my 
seventh day in the trenches and already 
many of my eomrades are missing at 
roll call since we have vome into this 
new section. For them the war is over. 
Let us hope their souls were pure and 
that Heaven has received them. 
“Always the stretcher bearers! I!t

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FOOD REGULATION 
CAUSES DISORDER 


Semi-Official Statement Attrib- 
utes Reports of Trouble to 
Defeated Enemies. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Nov. 20, by- wireless to 


Tuckerton, N. J.—The_  semi-official 
Overseas News Agency gave out to- 
day a statement designed to set forth 
actual conditions in Gérmany and 
to controvert what it terms false re- 
ports spread by enemies of this coun- 
try. The statement follows: 

“For sometime now the English 
and French press and wireless serv- 
ices have been hard at work at- 
tempting to counterbalance the bad 
impression made on the whole world 
by the military and diplomatic de- 
feats suffered by these nations in 
the Balkans. For this purpose wild 
stories about famine in Germany 
have been invented. 

“Usually the stories are something 

°e this: Mobs running through the 
streets, shrieking and smashing shop 
windows; regiments arrive: they fire 
at the crowd and then mutiny. These 
gloomy reports of course are clumsy 
inventions. As a matter of fact, no- 
where in Germany is there lack of 
public order, and if Ireland and India 
had as much to eat as Germany now 
has the English would be less dis- 
liked in these parts of the world. 

“In the last reports spread by this 
swindling syndicate, the number 200 
figures prominently. It first was 


said that in Berlin 200 soldiers had 


been put to death because they had 
mutinied. 

Events at Cologne Commonplace. 

“An ineresting instance of the 
manner in which harmless facts are 
perverted into anti-German sensa- 
tions is furnished in the reports en- 
cerning riots in Cologne. It was as- 
serted that when the cards to regu- 
late the consumption of fats were 
distributed a huge crowd collected 
and became unruly and that troops 
drew the sword and attacked the 
mob, women fainting. 

“In reality the events at Cologne 
were commonplace. The municipal- 
ity decided to issue fat cards after 
the pattern of the bread cards. They 
were printed in several offices. In 
two cases the cards were delivered 
to the public at a@ later time than 
had been expected and consequently 
crowds were waiting for two or three 
hours. Nothing else happened, ex- 
cept that one woman was admonished 
for disorderly conduct. 

“Reports of this nature are always 
issued by Germany’s enemiés when, 
having been defeated on the battle- 
fleld or in diplomatic negotiations, 
they feel the necessity of encourag- 
ing their own people and deceiving 
neutrals as to the real situation. 
These reports are just as trustworthy 
as the stories about Germany’s de- 
sire for peace which always looms 
up under the same circumstances. 
The French and English press are 
using the German regulations fixing 
maximum food prices as proof of 
their assertions. 

Establishment of maximum prices 
means that Germany possesses sguffi- 
clent food and is not disposed to en- 
danger the life of the nation by permit- 
ting unscrupulous manipulation of 
prices. The action of the Government 
is approved unanimously in Germany. 
These measures give the best proof that 
the German Government and people are 
firm in their intention to continue the 
war indefinitely and that they are pre- 
pared for a war of long duration, if nec- 
essary, in order to insure the safety of 
the country.”’ 

Question Before the Reichstag. 

The Government has promised a state- 
ment on the measures taken and in con- 
templation to regulate the food sup- 
pty of the empire. Most of the members 
are expected to go further than the 
Government in, prohibiting speculation 
and unreasonable profits in foodstuffs 
and other articles of daily consumption. 

The budget for 1916, it is understood, 
will not be ready for submission. Tax- 
ation of war profits undoubtedly will be 
advocated. 

Modification is to be proposed of the 
law governing a state of siege, so as to 
permit the imposition of fines for minor 
offenses which now are punishable only 
by jail sentences. All parties are in ac- 
cord on this question. The censorship 
will be discussed again. 

The session probably will last less than 
a month. A definite program probably 
will be fixed at a conference between 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg and 
party leaders.

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NcW SUBMARINES 
FOR U. 5. NAVY 10 
BE OF 1300 TONS 


Vessels on Which Bids Soon Will 
Be Asked Will Exceed Schley 
in Size and Speed. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The two new 
fleet submarines, bids for which will 
soon be advertised by the Navy Depart- 
ment, will exceed the Schley, now the 
world’s biggest underwater craft, so far 
as is known, by 300 tons in displace- 
ment. They will be 1300-ton craft as 
against the Schley’s 1000 tons, and exceed 
by 200 tons the biggest of the cruiser de- 
Stroyers of the navy. 

Congress gave navy designers a hard 
task when it said that these two new 
fleet submarines should have a surface 
speed of 25 knots an hour, “if possible.”’ 
. The Schley will be a 20-knot boat when 
completed and will have more than 4000 
horsepower, furnished by heavy oil en- 
gines. Experiments in the navy model 
basin with models of the new craft 
show that they will require between 8000 
and 10,000 horsepower to make the addi- 
tional five knots. 

No internal combustion engines to go 
in the space available and furnish the 
power required could be found for the 
boats, and the specifications to be ad- 
vertised will propose vessels fitted with 
steam turbines for surface work, al- 
though the same storage battery and 
electric motor installation as in smaller 
craft will be used below the surface, 
Navy experts have worked out a prac- 
tical solution to the Mechanical obstacles 
in the way of using steam and have no 
Goubt of its success.

Beer 
is gaining great popularity among the 
Mexicans, threatening the ruination of 
the mescal business. 
Borrowed Empty House. 

Certain Mexicans, at that time unem- 
ployed, borrowed an empty house from 
a citizen, who was absent, and between 
rushes of the can for beer, plotted the 
overthrow of the United States. 

When the owner of the building re- 
turned, he drove out the club members, 
who called themselves ‘‘The Army of 
Liberation for Mexicans in Texas’’ and 
so the army was scattered. Some were 
forced to go to work, others- wandered 
off through the country and Visited rel- 


IETS atives and friends. 


The territory covered by the plan is 
..,000 square miles and according to tue 
1910 census had 146,000 inhabitants, 75 
per cent of whom were Mexicans. The 
percentage of Mexicans in the rurai 
districts is much higher than this, as 
Corpus Christi and other towns furnish 
must of the Americans. To the Mexi- 
can population had been added some 
thousands of their brethren from Mex- 
ico driven out by the revolution. 

The man who moved into the former 
clubrooms found in the back room cer- 
tain first drafts of the proclamation. 
and thought it a good joke. 

“‘Here these shiftless, starved, half- 
naked Mexicans have been sitting 
around plotting against the whites,” he 
said, and thought no more about it un- 
til, in a bandit raid further south, one 
of the raiders was killed. He wora2 
a hat band inscribed “The Army of Lib- 
eration for Mexicans in Texas,”’ then 
the "San Miego man dug up the copy ot 
the proclamation which he had placed 
among the curios. 

While the majority of Americans be- 
lieve the plan is used merely as an 
excuse by Luis de la Rosa’s men :~d 
other bands to rob and l!under, others 
find evidences of a guiding genius, sucb 
as the writing would provide. 

Women Are Spared. 
All white males, over 16 years old, are 
to be kilied, the gentle plan prvu ies, 
but women and old men are to be pro- 
tected. In all the violence in this dis- 
trict in the last four months, in which 
20 Americans have been killed, more 
than 20 wounded, and probably 200 Mex- 
icans killed, there have 
tions of women, and the only woman 
harmed was shot through the arm by 
bandits who then rode away. 

The order to kill all American men 
has not always been carried out, but 
there are instanges where it has b en 
attempted, wanton killings, with no loot 
nor other gain in sight. When De la 
Rosa and;,his gang wrecked and robbed 
the train near Olmitas, they did not 
kill all Americans, which was a tac- 
tical error. They killed two, enough 
to cause the entire band to be hanged 
and suffered other to live. ‘These sur- 
vivors are identifying mémbers of the 
band as fast as they are arrested.

from .the Rio Grande to the sea. Cattle 
growing and feeding is a large industry.

Just 
across the river, where irrigation proj- 
ects are not so well developed, exactly 
the same land, under Mexican rule,‘ is 
worth from $3 to $7 per acge.

FRISCO ISSUE ASKED 


Approval by Missouri Public 
Service Commission of Re- 
organization Plan, Appar- 
ently Would Give Reor- 
ganizing Syndicate Unre- 
stricted Control Hereafter. 


‘CORPORATE PURPOSES’ 
LEFT UNEXPLAINED 


‘Scheme Increases Capital by 

$35,040,382 Instead of Re- 
ducing It—Stockholders to 
Supply Money, Bankers 
to Get Control. 


A plan for a reorganization of the 
Frisco Railroad was filed Nov. 10 
with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission in Jefferson City by J. 
& W. Seligman & Co. and Speyer & 
Co., New York bankers; who ask the 
commission to approve it. 

The Post-Dispatch today presents 
the first detailed analysis of the plan, 
showing that previous reports, based 
on direct :tatements in the plan as 
filed, t hat the reorganization means 
a reduction in the capital of the com- 
pany, are erroneous, and that in fact 
the capitalization actually is in- 
creased $35,040,382, and that the in- 
terest charges actually are increased 
$1,368,124.08, o« from $12,160,994.68 to 
$13,5624,118.76. 

It also ‘s shown that although the 
present stockholder: of the Frisco 
supply all of the money needed by 
the railroad in the reorganization, 
the entire contro! of the road is taken 
out of the hands of the stockholders 


and placed with the New York finan- 
ciers, who, it is estimated, will re- 
ceive in excess of $5,000,000 for di- 
recting the reorganization. 


Want to Issue $850,000,000. 

The total of capital stock and bonds 
which the reorganizers ask the Public 
Service Commission to authorize is $850,- 
000,000, though it is proposed to issue im- 
mediately only $272,397,518, the remainder 
to be issued for future property to be 
acquired in the event it should be need- 
ed. Of the $850,000,000, there is to be 
$200,000,000 of preferred stock, $250,000,- 
000 of common stock, $250,000,000 of prior 
lien bonds, $75,000,000 of cumulative ad- 
justment bonds and $75,000,000 of income 
mortgage bonds. 

Seemingly, if the commission approves 
the plan, the reorganizers will not have 
tc return to the commission for permis- 
sion to authorize the issuance of the 
stocks and bonds which, though they 
are not to be immediately issued, may 
be thrown onto the market whenever 
they or the directors of the road desire. 
There is nothing in the plan which 
states for what purpose these additional 
securities are to be issued. 

Under the law the Public Service Com- 
mission authorizes security issues only 
on a showing of the purpose for which 
the money is to be used and then only 
when convinced that the assets against 
which they are to be charged will be 
ample to protect the obligation. 

The Frisco railroad has been in the 
hands of receivers since May, 1913, fol- 
lowing default in the payment of in- 
terest on $68,557,000 of refunding mort- 
gage bonds, $69,284,000 of general lien 
15-20-year-5-per-cent gold bonds and 
other securities. 


Obligations Gathered Up. 

Immediately after the receivership, 
Speyer & Co. called for a deposit of the 
refunding mortgage bonds and thereaf- 
ter appeared as representing the hold- 
ers of those bonds. Other obligations 
of the company were represented by 
various ‘“defense’’ committees, mainly 
in New York. 

After many months of negotiations, 
e plan of reorganization was evolved, 
and it is this plan which has been sub- 
mitted to the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

The plan provides for reorganization 
managers, who are J. & W. Seligman 
& Co., and Speyer & Co. Through 
them the entire liquidation of the old 
company and the creation of the new 
company will pass. It is estimated 
that $25.000,000 will be required to fi- 
nance the change and the reorganiza- 
tion managers, by an extraordinary 
system of finance, are to provide the 
money. 

Must Pay 85 or Lose All Rights. 

The plan reveals that the money 
actually will come from the _ stock- 
holders of the old company, who will 
pay $ on each share of stock to a syn- 
aicate known as the purchase syndicate, 
composed of Speyer & Co., Seligman & 
Co,, the Guaranty Trust Co. of New 
York and Lee, Higginson & Co. 

Any deficiency in the money will be 
provided by a loan syndicate, of which 
the Guaranty Trust Co. of New York 
is syndicate manager, and the plan 
@pecifically provides that the reorgani- 
gation managers may be members of 
the loan syndicate. 

Consideration first will be given to the 
wituation in which stockholders of the 
old Frisco find themselves. The old 
company hes a capital of $50,000,000, of

Walter H. Askew, 22 years old, right 
tackle on the football team of the Rolla 
School of Mines, was killed last night 
near Thirteenth and Benton 
when an automobile, in which he was 
being driven to Union Station to catch 
a train, was run into the curb to avoid 
striking a pedestrian. 
deaths caused by motor vehicle acci- 
dents in St. Louis since Jan. 1 is now 
57 

Robert P. Hecker, 25, of 2943 Eads av- 
enue, who drove the machine, was ar- 
rested. George H. Kublin, 23, of 4280A 
Holly avenue, formerly Askew’s class- 
mate at Rolla, disappeared from the 
scene, in the belief that the pedestrian 
had been killed, and was later arrest- 
ed when he returned to his home. 

Had But Two Drinks. 

Kublin said the party had been driv- 
ing about town during the afternoon 
and had had two drinks. Askew in- 
tended taking a train for Rolla at 8:30 
o’clock. The accident happened at 8:15, 


at a point 30 blocks from Union Sta- 
tion. Kubiin asserted the machine was 
being driven only about 15 miles an 
hour, but the police said the speed- 
Oometer, stopping when the machine 
struck the curb, indicated a speed of 
27 miles an hour. 

Until he reached the police statioa, 
Kublin said, he was not aware that his 
former classmate had been killed. 

Hecker was driving south on Thir- 
teenth street. An automobile just ahead 
of him had crossed Benton street A 
curb -o 
cross to the east side of Thirteen*h 
street. Hecker said he swerved the ma- 
chine sharply to the east to avoid strik- 
ing the pedestrian. The machine ‘it 
the east curb, breaking off the left front 
wheel. 


The police, after investigation, stated 
that Askew was thrown against a tre:>, 
striking on his head, but that he feil 
back into the machine as it continued 
to bumpalong the gutter util it stopped 
near North Market street, about 250 
south. At that point the jolting thre‘v 
Askew to the sidewalk, where he wis 
picked up dead. His skull was frac- 
ured and his neck broken. 

Rolla Team on Visit. 

The Rolla team came to St. Louis 

yesterday morning from Warrensburg, 
Mo., where on Friday they had defeated 
the Normal School eleven. Kublin said 
that Askew and Jack Imlay, Rolla’s 
star halfback, telephoned him. They 
met downtown, and later Imlay left 
the party to keep another engagement. 
saying he would meet Askew at the 
train. 
Askew was a sophomore, and 
studying mining engineering. He 
registered from Aberdeen, S. D., and 
was a member of the Sigma Nu. fra- 
ternity. Kublin left school last spring 
to become a draftsman for tKe Moon 
Motor Car Co., where Hecker also is 
employed. It was said Hecker was 
driving a touring car belonging to the 
automobile company.

EVIDENCE AGAINS| 
GERMAN STEAMER | 
IN SHARK’S BODY 


Captain of Vessel Carry ing Coal 
to Raiders Said to Have 
Thrown Papers Overboard. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Evidence 
that the German Government was fully 
prepared to keep its South Atlantic 
raiding fleet in fuel and food supplies 
several weeks before the declaration of 
war will be brought out next week, at 
the trial of Carl G. Bunz, director of 
the Hamburg-American Steamship Line. 
and three other officials of that com- 
pany, under indictment on a charge of 
violating ‘the customs law. And, ac- 
cording to a story printed here, much 
of it has been ‘brought out’’ of a 

shark’s body. 

According to information given to 
United States Attorney Marshall by se- 
eret service operatives, 16 merchant 
ships were under charter in July, 1914, 
while Germany was still at peace, and 
arrangements were under way to pur- 
chase provisions valued at more thar 
$1,600,000. The burden of the work of 
preparation, according to Federal of- 
ficials, was upon Capt. Boy-Ed, naval 
attache of the German embassy, who, 
the attorneys for the defendants in the 
Hamburg-American line case concede, 
was one of the directing heads of the 
activities, 

Put in at Pernambuco. 

It was also admitted that the 
man agents intended using the char- 
tered neutral ships to establish supply 
bases at several ports on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. 

According to the shark part of the 
story, the Maria Quesada sailed from 
Newport News early in December of 
last year with a cargo of coal. Her 
clearance papers stated Valparaiso to 

be the collier’s destination. But the 
charge is made that the coal on the 
Maria Quesada was really intended for 
one of the German warships under 
Admiral von Sp¢e, then cruising about 
the South Atlantic, seeking merchant- 
men of Great Britain and France, and 
for some reason best known to the 
ship’s captain the steamer put into 
the port of Pernambuco, Brazil. 
Someone on the Maria Quesada, who 
did not want the Brazilian authorities 
to come aboard and demand to see the 
clearance papers, according to the 
story, concelved the idea of painting 
up one of the crew to resemble a man 
stricken with smallpox. It had the de- 
sired effect. But only for a time. 
Later a boat filled with customs offi- 
cials from the custom house hove 
alongside the Maria Quesada. ‘the chief 
inspector said that, smallpox or no 
smallpox, the inspectors were going 
aboard to look at the ship’s clearance 
papers. 

“We have mislaid them,”’ said one of 
the officers of the Maria Quesada. 
‘Well, we will look for them,” said 
the Brazilian customs men, and they 
began climbing aboard. 

Sharks Swimming About. 
Before the first one of them reached the 
ship’s deck, someone on the other side 
of the vessel dropped a leather wallet 
overboard. Some sharks of the man- 
eating variety were swimming around 
the ship. One of them swallowed the 
wallet. The search of the customs men 
was in Vain. 

Three days later one of the crew of 
a Brazilian warship in the harbor was 
amusing himself angling for sharks. He 
caught one eight feet long. He ripped 
the fish open and found inside the body 
a leather wallet. In it were the clear- 
ance papers of the Maria Quesada. 

If this story is doubted, H. Snowdon 
Marshall, United States District Attor- 
ney, who will prosecute Buenz and his 
associates when they are arraigned be- 
fore Judge Howe in the United States 
Circuit Court tomorrow, will say that 
one vf the Government witnesses is pre- 
pared to tell this story under oath.

An alarming amount of property has 
been nearly confiscated by taxation, it 
is stated, and the worst is to come. The 
expenditure of S80 per cent of the city 
revenue for salaries is condemned. 

The Board of Education is scored for 
erecting beautiful school buildings, when 
plainer ones would do, and is also criti- 
cised for employing 3257 persons. It is 
also condemned for providing recrea- 
tion, umusements and “‘excitements’’ for 
the children at the expense of the tax- 
payers. The use of the schools for pub- 
lic meeting places and for dances and 
clubhouse purposes is also condemned 
and great fear is expressed that the 
Board of Education may get through 
a $3,000,000 bond issue. The federation 
went on record as opposed to all bond 
issues, except for public docks. 

The Park Department is condemned 
for spending money for amusements, 
recreations and ‘‘excitements’’ and per- 
mitting the parks to look like cow 
pastures. The municipal lodging house 
is also condemned, In fact, there is 
little that seems rosy.

Formidable protests have 
been made at every proposal 
to take the bell away from its 
home in Independence Hall, 
and it is not likely that any 
city or any exposition will be 
able to overcome these protests 
in the near future. 

The Philadelphia Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution objected to the San 
Francisco journey, and official 
consent to this journey was 
finally brought about only by 
the importance of the occasion. 

The bell bell has been away 
from home eight § times—in 
1777, when it was taken to 
Allentown,Pa., to Keep the 
British from getting it; and 
to modern expositions and cele- 
brations as follows: New Or- 
leans, 1884; Chicago, 1893; At- 
Janta, 1895; Charleston, 1902; 
Boston, 1903: St. Louis, 1904;

FARL KITCHENER 


AND GREEK KING 
CONFER AN HOUR 


Military Situation in Servia 
Expected to Force Con- 
stantine to Declare a Defi- 
nite Policy Within Twen- 
ty-Four Hours. 


Reported That Entente Pow- 
ers Now Desire Only That 
Greece Shall Maintain Its 
Benevolent Neutrality. 


Bulgars Said to Be in Monas- 
tir and Northern Servian 
Army Being Driven Back 
to Montenegrin Border. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—An Athens dis- 
patch to Reuters Telegram Co. says 
that Earl Kitchener, British Secretary 
for War, after an audience with King 
Constantine, lasting more than an hour, 
conferred with Premier Skoulodis and 
left Athens at 6 o'clock this evening. 
The anxiety felt over the announce- 
ment of the allies’ intention to bring 
pressure to bear on Greece in order to 
assure the unmolested passage of the 
allied troops through Greek territory in 
case such a@ course is necessary, the cor- 
respondent adds, has been perceptibly 
allayed by Lord Kitchener’s visit. 
However, the present military situa- 
tion in Servia, which appears to make 


a Servian retreat into Greek territory 
almost inevitable, will, the belief is 
confidently expressed here, force Greece 
within 24 hours to abandon the am- 
biguvus attitude which has been a cause 
of uneasiness both to the triple entente 
anl the central Powers, and declare 
some definite, intelligible policy. Such 
a policy, even if it is adverse to the en- 
tente allies, will at least be welcomed 
hee as an end to the untertainty of 
ths last month. 
Greese’s Reported Intertion. 

It has already been declared through 
German channels that the Greek Gov- 
ernment has informed the foreign dip- 
lomais that, in order to maintain neu- 
trality, it will disarm and intern all 
Servian troops which may retreat into 
Greek territory. It is also stated in 
German newspapers that Albanian 
troops are trying to bar the other road 
of retreat by concentrating on the Ser- 
vian border. 

Earl Kitchener’s visit follows closely 
that of Denys Cochin, the French Cabi- 
net member, who went to Greece on a 
special mission and had an audience 
with the King of the Hellenes. 

What representations were made to the 
Greek monarch have not developed, but 
word reached Paris today quoting Jean 
Guillemin, French Minister to Greece, as 
saving that the recent negotiations with 
Greece were not being conducted with a 
view. to securing her participation in 
the war. The diplomat indicated that 
what was now expected of Greece was 
the maintenance of her benevolent neu- 
trality and that she “accord facilities, 
as agreed’’—the continuation of the 
operations of the allies in the Balkans 
without interference by Greece pre- 
sumably be'ng meant by the quoted 
phrase. 


The Servian armies, which have been 
for the better part of two months grad- 
ually falling back before the Teutonic 
advance from the north, are now reach- 
ing territory in close proximity to the 
Montenegrin border. Operating in the 
region west of the Kopaenik Planina, 
the forces of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen are pressing on Novibazar, which 
roughly is only 2% miles’ from the 
frontier. Berlin announces the taking 
of Raska, a dozen miles to the north- 
east of Novibazar, and of Dren, ap- 
proximately the same distance directly 
to the east. 

Twenty-five miles to the northwest 
of Novi-bazar the Austrian advance has 
reached Sienica, narrowing appreciably 
the gap through which the Servian re- 
treat must be conducted. 

In the south the situation appears 
even more threatening to the Servians, 
the fall of Monastir being persistently 
reported, although no official announce- 
ment of its character has been made. 

The Austrian defenders of Gorizia ap- 
parently are being given little rest by 
Gen. Cadorna’s forces, the pounding of 
the Italian guns on the city and its 
defenses being severe and virtually con- 
tinuous, according to the reports frem 
Rome and Vienna. 

Gortsia’s Fall Said te Be Imminent. 

The fall of Gorisia and the breaking 
of the Austrian hold on the Isonzo line 
are reported to be imminent. A dispatch 
from Zurich says that Italian infantry 
is preparing for the final and greatest 
assault. The Austrians, fighting desper- 
ately, are reported making preparations 
to give up the city and fall back to @ 
new line, which has been prepared for 
some time. 

The Austrian losses yesterday are re- 
ported to have been 8000. While all news 
from Italian sources say the Austrian 
grip on Gorizia is nearly broken, Vienne 
tonight claims that the Austrian troops, 
In the face of furious assayits, have _re- 
tained all their positions. 

Throughout the night the Italians kept

BELL FIRST CAST 
IN ENGLAND, 1752 


It Was Recast m America and 
Has Been in Independence 
Hall Since 1753. 


The Liberty Bell was cast in England 
in 1752. It was brought to America, 
and was soon cracked. It was recast 
in 1753 in Philadelphia, with more cop- 
per, and hung in the tower of the old 
statehouse, now known as Independence 
Hall. 

The Bell {s inscribed with the prophet- 
ic Biblical words, taken from the Book 
of Leviticus: *Proclaim Liberty 
Throughout All the Land Unto All the 
Inhabitants Thereof."’ 

When the Declaration of Independence 
was under discussion in the statehouse, 
July 4, 1776, the people of Philadelphia 
waited outside for the news of the de- 
cision. According to a tradition which 
no one would venture to question in 
the hearing of a Philadelphian, the 
ringing of the Liberty Bell gave the 
first announcement, to the walting 
crowd, that the Declaration had been 
signed. 

The Bell remained in its place, and 
was rung on great public occasions. It 
was cracked while being tolled on the 
day of Chief Justice John Marshall's 
funeral, in 1856. The Bell retained much 
of its tone, and its use on rare occa- 
sions was continued untif Washington's 
Birthday, 1843, when the crack so wid- 
ened as nearly to destroy the sound. 
The Bell has since been on exhibi- 
tion In Independence Hall, except for 
seven journeys to expositions.

Diplomats representing coun- 
tries engaged in the great European war 
eon the side of the allies will attend one 
dinner, while those representing Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey will be numbered among the 
guests attending the other diplomatie 
dinner.

Britain’ S Treaty 


Can Compef Constitutional Form 


Rights 


in Greece 


BY STERLING E. EDMUNDS, 
Lecturer on International Law St. 
Louis University Law School. 

VERY day’s developments appear 
FE to add fresh complications to 

the animalous position of Greece, 
with reference to the war. By legal 
tests, it may be said that Greece is 
neither neutral nor belligerent, and yet, 
by other tests, that she is an ally in 
fact, of the entente Powers; that she 
is and is not an ally of Servia. 

All of these contradictory propositions 
can be supported by arguments based 
upon Greek action up to this time. And 
yet, into the hopeless confusion of her 
position there has just been injected a 
new internal complication of large ex- 
ternal significance in the dissolution 


ity opposed to King Constantine, and 
the concurrent issuance of a general 
order of mobilization, calculated to de- 
feat a popular expression in the forth- 
coming elections. 


Citizens Deprived of Votes. 

The opposition, or Venezelist mem- 
bers, have pointed out to the King that 
the whole electorate practically de- 
prives the people of their constitutional 
rights, preserving only the form and 
not the substance of ‘their government. 
The mobilized citizenry, removed from 
their homes, will be deprived of the op- 
portunity to vote. 

It is at this point that the action of 
the King takes on its external import- 
ance, bringing into operation treaty 
rights of Great Britain, France and 
Russia, “the traditional protectors of 
Greece,’’ who, during the Grecian war 
of independence against Turkey, anni- 
hilated the Turkish fleet at Navarino 
in 1827. These three Powers presided 
at the birth of the Independent King- 
dom of Greece, appointing Count Capo- 
distrias of Russia to the temporary 
presidency, who, however, was assas- 
sinated fn 1831. 

The protecting Powers then placed 
Otho, second son of the King of Ba- 
varia, on the throne. After 10 years the 
people became restive and in 1843, sup- 
ported by the army, they surrounded 
the royal palace, notifying the King 
that they would- remain there until he 
granted a Constitution. 

He yielded and under the Constitution 
there was comparative quiet until] 1862. 

During that summer the King and 
Queen put into the port of Salamis on 
thelr return from a cruise in the Agean, 
only to learn from a deputation await- 
ing them that the throne had been de- 
clared vacant and that they could not 
and. They made their escape on a 
British man-of-war. 

Declared Throne Vacant. 

The three protecting Powers con- 
curred in declaring the throne vacant 
and assisted in the program for the 
election of a new constitutional mon- 
arch under universalsuffrage. Prince 
George, second son of King Christian 
II of Denmark was chosen and ac- 
cepted on condition that the Powers 
would approve the annexation bv 
Greece of the Ionian Islands, which 
were nominally a republic’ under the 
protectorate of Great Britain. 

This was acceded to at such time as 
“the JIonian Parliament with § the 
Courts of France, Austria, Russia and | 


Prussia, shall consent.” The union was 
offected and King George's reign went 
far to increase the power and prosper- 
ity of the people and restore something 
of its ancient position. 

Three Separate Treaties. 

The treaty rights of the three protect- 
ing Powers are involved in three sep- 
arate treaties. The first one was con- 
cluded May 7, \1832, between Great Bri- 
tain, France and Russia, on the one 
hand, and Bavaria on the other, con- 
cerning the elevation of Otho, the Ba- 
varian Prince, defining the limits of 
the kingdom, guaranteeing its integrity 
and arranging for advances of money. 

The second treaty is dated July 13, 
1863, concluded between Great Britain, 
France and Russia and Denmark, under 
which Prince George accepted the 
throne with guarantees of the three 
Powers, he “‘to take title as George I, 
and Greece is to form an independent 
constitutional monarchy.”’ 

Final Treaty in 1864. 

The final treaty, dated March 29, 
1864, is between Great Britain, France 
and Russia and Greece, relating to 
the union with the Ionian Islands. 
It is supplemental to the treaty of 
1863, and provides for liberty of 
worship and civil equality, for ad- 
ditions to the civil lists, certain com- 
mercial arrangements and the dis- 
mantling of the fortresscs of Corfu, 
before the withdrawal of British 
troops, the three courts guarantee- 
ing the “conditions of the islands as 
portions of an independent consti- 
tutional monarchy.” 

The yielding by Great Britain of 
her rights in the Ionian Islands to 
Greece has formed so substantial a 
consideration that Great. Britain’s 
right to compel the uninterrupted 
maintenance of a bona fide constitu- 
tional monarchy is unimpeachable, 
and only with the consent of Great 
Britain can the character of the 
government be changed. Ordinarily, 
under treaties of guarantee, no ob- 
ligation to intervene arises until re- 
quests bv the guaranteed state, but 
in this treaty the right to intervene 
accrues to Great Britain on the hap- 
pening of certain conditions, whether 
or not Greece requests it. 

She has the right to insist that 
the Greek people enjoy all those civil 
and political rights inherent under a 
constitutional government and to use 
some discretion in determining when 
such rights are infringed. 

Great Britain’s Power. 

If, therefore, Great Britain comes 
to the conclusion that in the dissolu- 
tion of the Greek Parliament and the 
call for new elections, an order of 
mobilization has been issued to de- 
feat constitutional rights, she may 
rightfully intervene; and conceivably 
she might go so far as to depose 
King Constantine, on the ground that 
his encroachments render his contin- 
uance in power incompatible with the 
maintenance of the objects of the 
treaty. There is a practical side of 
the question involved in the attitude 
of the Greek people and army; if 
the latter can be depended upon the 
deposition of Constantine is among 
the possibilities of the early future.

OFFICIAL REPORT SAYS SHIP WAS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Official dis- 
patches to the State Department today 
regarding the Norwegtan steamer U1- 
riken, which was reported sunk after 
striking a mine, specifically state that 
the ship was torpedoed without warn- 
ing. 

The ship was carrying wheat from 
New York to Rotterdam for the Bel- 
gian Relief Commission. 

Reports brought to Amsterdam ear- 
lier in the week said the Ulriken was 
sunk near Galloper lights. Today's 
dispatches say the Ulriken wag sunk 
about 35 miles off Harwich and did not 
say whether any of che four persons 
reported lost were Americans. 

The State Department has instructed 
American consular officials in England 
to make a prompt investigation.

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G00 FRENCH TROOPS 
SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
ON TORPEDOED ShiP 


London Paper Says That Calva- 
dos, Sunk in Mediterranean, Was 
Carrying Men From Gallipoli. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—The Star this ev- 
ening prints a story of the torpedoing 
of the French steamship Calvados in 
the Mediterranean, According to this 
story, the Calvados was conveying 90 
French troops who had been fighting 
in Gallipoli, to France. The inference 
given is that most of therm were lost. 
The Star's Story, no authority for 
which is given, says: 

“The French troop-ship Calvados 
Was torpedoed by an unknown subma- 
rine in the Mediterranean. The Cal- 
vados carried 80 French troops who 
had been in the trenches for 15 months 
and were returning home. Fifty-three 
survivors were picked up by the British 
steamer Lady Plymouth, which found 
them hanging to rafts and floating 
wreckage. Cne survivor, an officer, 
said that he saw three soldiers who 
had lost their hold on the raft swim 
toward the submarine. They reached 
it safely and were clinging to it in 
hopes of being taken aboard. A sub- 
marine officer, decorated with sguld 
lace, kicked the men’s hands and 
forced them to let go. They drowned 
within 20 yards of the raft, their com- 
rades being powerless to assist.”’ 

The French Ministry of Marine on 
Nov. 16 issued an official report on 
the sinking in the Mediterranean of the 
Calvados, together with the French 
steamer Dahra and the Italian steam- 
er Ionio. This report said nothing 
about the Calvados being in the serv- 
ice of the French Government. It 
stated: “There is no news of the crew 
of the Calvados.”

3,600,000 NAMES 


ON THE GERMAN 
CASUALTY LISTS 


Correspondent Totals Dead, 
Wounded and Missing From 
10,000 Pages of Reports. 


Special Cable te the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
LONDON, Nov. 2.—The ten thous- 
andth page of the officially acknow!l- 
edged German casualities has reached 
here and it denotes that German losses 
in the field now certainly are not less 
than 3,600,000 killed, wounded and pris- 
oners. 
The closely-packed pages contain an 
average of 360 names each. Lists 763 
to 778, inclusive, for the first nine days 
of November, cover 239 pages. The 
toll of death and misery for these nine 
days is 86,040, or 9660 a day. 
As German military authorities nev- 
er publish officer casualities, except 
non toned, and the lists are not 
guaranteed to be complete, it seems 
within reason to estimate Germany's 
attrition in all flelds of war at 10,000 
every 2 hours. 
“Nibbling” Preeesg Teiling. 
In all the world’s history there never 
has been such a record of dead and 
maimed. It would indicate that the 
“nibbling” process on which Gen. Jof- 
fre pinned his faith from the outset of 
the war is being carried on pretty con- 
sistently, and that the decimation of the 
German armies, in all the theaters of 
war, is a problem that must. seriously 
concern the German Government, as 
the German male population with mili- 
tary possibilities is not inexhaustible. 
Thre Prussian guard is never missing 
from the death roll, whetheg infantry, 
Uhlans, field artillery, hussars or nia- 
chine gun section. 
The tremendous losses in the flower of 
the Kaiser's legions is proof of the ex- 
tent to which reliance now must be 
placed on the landsturm and landwehr 
brigades, and in substitute infantry res- 
iments, which figure so prominently. 
The believers in evitable triumph by 
attrition find in thege lists much ground 
for hope and confidence in its efficacy 
as a determining factor of the war. 
Although the German lists are pub- 
lished with more or less regularity, it 
is a mistake to imagine that they are 
frecly circulated in Germany. 
Newspapers may announce only that 
certain persons, say 2% or 30 perhaps 
well known names, in a particular com- 
munity, are among the dead, wounded 
and missing.

19).—Goritz, one of the chief objective points of the Italian offensive on 
the Isonzo for the last five months, is now threatened with the fate of

The fourth battle of Goritz and its surrounding heights, which furnish 
the entering gateway to Italy’s long hoped for invasion of Austria, contin- 
ues unabated with fierceness of fighting unsurpassed on any other front. 

As nearly as I could judge from personal observations today within

He dashes his Ital- 
ian legions again and. again against the 
Austro-Hungarian trenches, pushing his 
attacks after each of his many repulses 
as though Goritz were the Paris of 
Austria. 

\While as yet the situation remains in 
the main unchanged, the Italians in 
some cases have advanced their 
trenches literally foot by foot, until 
they are on the very edge, the out- 
skirts of the town. 

Defenders Fight Doggedly. 

Men of half a dozen different lan- 
guages and nationalities make up the 
troops whose task is to hold Goeritz. 
They are fighting with valor and dog- 
ged determination not to give way be- 
fore the Italians. They are fighting in 
frequent hand-to-hand struggles with 
fierceness unsurpassed anywhere in 
this war. 

For several hours today I watched 
the raging conflict from within Gor- 
itz, getting a view that cannot be ob- 
tained in any other theater of the war. 
Last night I came down from the Do- 
berdo Plateau to the headquarters of 
Gen. W—., commanding the corps of 
the sector which includes Goritz. 

It was raining torrents as I motored 
down from the plateau back of the 
lines into the valley. Gen. W—. received 
me and suggested points of observation 
for the following day in and around 
Goritz and assigned one of his staff 
officers to take me there. He spoke 
with great respect of the fighting qual- 
ities of the Italians and paid a tribute 
to the bravery they were showing in 
charges upon his trenches, often in the 
face of certain death. 

Berchtold Now an Aide-de-Camp. 

At dinner las* night I met -Count 
Berchtold, former Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who is serving as aide-de-camp 
and dispatch bearer to Gen. J--., with 
the rank of captain of cavalry. In 
his natty gray uniform—revolver in 
belt—well setting off his trim, elastic 
figure, this suave, courtly statesman, 
with a pecullar bearing of his own that 
reminds one of the old-school diploma- 
cy, makes a dashing cavalry officer in 
appearance. 

The former Foreign Minister (be- 
tore which he was Ambassador to Pe- 
trograd). who played such an important 
role for a time, now carries important 
dispatches to division and brigade gen- 
erals at the front intrusted to him by 
corps commanders. He seemed to be 
popular with the officers of the staff. 
At dinner Gen. W—. arose and read a 
telegram announcing that Emperor 
Francis Joseph had conferred a mili- 
tary decoration upon his former For- 
eign Minister for services in the field. 

With the incessant night cannonade 
playing an accompaniment which made 
the building tremble and the windows 
‘rattle, dinner -was served, followed by 
a violin and piano concert given by the 
artists in the messroom of staff head- 
quarters. 

Karly the next morning in a pelting 
rain 1 started for Goritz, accompanied 
hv 3. staff e(Ooer. The road was a yel- 
low streak of mud and water, through 
which batteries, artillery columns. emp- 
ty ammunition caissons, wagon trains 
went splashing; and thin files of men 
coating from the trenches, sonked to 
the skin, of wornout appearance and 
literally plastered to ths neck with yel- 
low mud until it would have been diffi- 
cult to determine the original color of 
the uniform. Apparently they hadn't 
had a dry stitch on for days. 

Two weeks of steady rains have al- 
most drowned out the men in the 
trenches of the low ground, Austro- 
Hungarians and Itallans suffering 
alike, with the difference that the Ital- | 
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low ground, both sides are said to be up 
to their hips in the water. The many 
thousands of rheumatism sufferers tes- 
tify to the days and weeks spent in 
water-soaked clothing. 

Gortiz had a population of 30,000, 
chiefly Slavonians, of whom about 16,000 
are still here. For several months these 
have had a spectacle day and night, 
for which many Amreicans would gladly 
pay $100 to witness for one hour. 

Unlike Arras and Ypres, the conflict 
along the river, in the valley and on 
the mountain slopes here can be ob- 
served closely from numerous vantage 
points with comparative safety. In the 
town and from a height of 5000 feet 
I watched the conflict, but the Italians 
evidently believing that artillery ob- 
servers had been stationed there, placed 
several shells so well, that later I 
watched from a safer, but equally good 
viewpoint. 

The rain had ceased, it was now part- 
Iy clear. The Italian artillery was ccn- 
centrating on the Austro-Hungarian 
trenches on the northwest slope and top 
ridge on San Michele, evidently pre- 
paring for another charge. At the same 
time the Austro-Hungarian guns were 
centering upon Italian trenches out a 
few hundred feet farther down to dis- 
courage such an attempt. Visible even 
in detail to the naked eye, powerful 
glasses brought the whole scene up 
very close. 

‘The Mountain of Corpses.” 

A knob called the Mountain of 
Corpses, because of the heaps of dead 
there, was smoking like Vesuvius, while 
shrapnel and huge darker clouds of the 
30 and 2-centmeter Italian sheils 
wreathed the slope of the ridge in white 
and black. 

‘“‘My God, what hell is there now. How 
can human beings survive that? What 
heroes there are over there.’’ 

A staff officer made these exclama- 
tions between gritted teeth and in bare- 
ly suppressed excitement. To the Jeft 
of us Austrian teavy howitzer batter- 
ries were firing salvo after salvo, but 
the Italians were firing more than five 
times to every one for their enemies. 
The Italians appear to have an inex- 
haustible supply of shells and shrapnel. 

Gen. Cadorna is sacrificing thousands 


to gain possession of San Michele, and 


the Austrians and Hungarians are 
hanging to it with toes and teeth. 


To the soutnhwestward end of the 
town the Italians have advanced their 
trenches to within 200 yards of the out- 
skirts of Goritz. The thick chestnut 
forests of the Podgaro slopes, less than 
a mile from me, have been razed by the 
shell fire until there is little left of the 
trees. Gen. Cadrona’s trenches are 
still on the opposite side of the heieant, 
where the Italians ure making a fight 
only second to that on San Michele for 
the possession of the top of Podgora, 
which fs the key to Goritz itself. 

Podgora is held by the Dalmatians, 
arch enemies of the Italians, and cool, 
phlegmatic, steady Slavs, very much 
like the Russians. Against these men 
the shock of the Italian charges have 
recoiled again and again. 

Joining them in this, which with San 
Michele are the most nerve-racking 
and vital points on the Isonzo line, 
calling for incredible endurance and 
fighting qualities, is the famous 
Deutsehmelster Regiment, one of the 
most famous fighting units of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian forces. 

Betrayed by a Deserter. 

The Austro-Hungarian trenches at 
San Florian are separated from these 
by perhaps 300 yards. It is compara- 
tively quiet here this morning. It was 
at Florian that the .Itallan brigade 
headquarters in a schoorhouse and the 
ammunition depot immediately back of 
the headquarters were betrayed by a 
deserter an4 were caught with a salvo 
from Austro-Hungarian batteries.

Over the houses the “ping. zing’’ of 
bullets is often heard, especially now 
that the trenches are so close. Chil- 
dren are playing in the streets. Peo- 
ple go about the little business that is 
left them. The schools and a consider- 
able number of the cafes are closed. 
A few shells have destroyed several) 
buildings, but done no extensive dam- 
age. 

Old Castle Stands Undamaged. 

Some churches are said to have been 
fired on and their steeples shot away, 
but I also saw several] churches ap- 
parently unharmed. To the southwest- 
erly end of the town, at the foot of 
Podgora, where the -Italian trenches 
come so close, the town is badly shot to 
pieces. I was told that about 5% houses 
and buildings had been destroyed or 
burned by Italian shell fire. Even 
around the heights of the town an old 
castle on one of the highest points, 
where the Italians felt with their artil- 
lery for observation posts, stands un- 
damaged, as do the houses around it 
People are living in them. I entered 
several and found children sitting al- 
most «n the stoves, trving to keep 
warm. 

The section of the town subject to 
an enfilading fire from the Italians has 
been closed. I am informed that 58 
civillans were killed there and 60 wound- 
ed by Italian shells, but so far not a 
single soldier. 

There is high feeling in Goritz 
throughout Austria-Hungary over the 
firing into Goritz. but I must say from 
personal observation that, in view of the 
fact the Italians could soon destroy the 
town, if they so desired, I did not get 
the impression that Gen. Cadorna s0 
far is following any deliberate plan to 
raze the town with his artillery. Other- 
wise, the 16,000 persons still here could 
not have remained so long, although if 
is true that some of them live in cellars. 

There appears to be no great fear 
among the people. When the shells 
fall, I am told, children scramble for 
fragments to keep as souvenirs. A 
Major of artillery, who joined us, de- 
clared: ‘“‘We Austrians have no guns in 
Goritz itself.”

The most strikingly symbolic concep- 
tion of what war is that I have ever seen 
are found in a series of 35 startling draw- 
ings, embodying the ideas, thoughts and 
experiences on many battlefields which 
are in possession of Major-General Dr 
Gustav Weil, chief surgeon of this corps. 
The central idea is Death's scathing, 
satirical, fronical utterances; the folly of 
peoples and nations going to war. 

The drawings were made by _ well- 
known artists, under the direction of 
the Major-General. They show the peo- 
vles of the world as the puppets of 
Death: that there is but one victory in 
war and that is Death's.

WON'T BE FORGED 
DUT BY ANYBODY 


To Enter Race for Governor 
When Public Service Work | 
Is Cleaned Up. 


By a Staff Correspondent ot the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 2.—The 
strained relations between Chairman 
John M. Atkinson of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission and Gov. Major, who 
appointed him, following the authoriza- 
tion by the commission of an increase 
in railroad rates, and the Governor's 


severe criticiam of the order, became 
more acute today, when Chairman At- 
kinson returned to the capital in a de- 
fiant frame of mind and announced that 
he was not going to resign in the near 
future and would not be forced into 
such action by anybody. 

Following the Governor’s criticism of 
the rate increase, it was persistently 
rumored here that he would demand 
that Chairman Atkinson resign from 
the commission or get out of the race 
for Governor. 

Politicians who gave credence to the 


Atkinson’s resignation would be follow- 
ing only the Governor’s often-expressed 
policy that members and employees of 
the commission should be free from all 
political entanglements. It also was re- 
called that when the Legislature was 
last in session the Governor said that 
no man could be a member of the com- 
mission and a candidate for office at the 
same time. 


Gov. Major denied today a rumor that 
he wceuld demand the resignation of all 
or any of the commission because they 
voted in favor of the rate increase, but 
he did not deny that he would issue an 
ultimatum requesting the resignation of 
a member who is an avowed candidate 
for office. Chairman Atkinson an- 
nounced last January that he would be 


a candidate for the Democratic nomina- 


tion for Governor, without regard to any 
other Interests or candidates. 

When asked today if he expected to 
resign from the commission, Chairman 
Atkinson sald: 

“I will not cross that bridge until | 
get to it. I have lots of work to dv 
on the commission and I want to com- 
plete it before I open my campaign. 
When I get all the cases written that 
have been assigned to me and the work 
thoroughly cleaned up I will make a 
speech officially announcing my candi- 
dacy and I wil] then discuss the ques- 
tion of my resignation, not only as it 
applies to my office, but also to those 
of other candidates who are holding of- 


| fice. Until that time I will not discuss 
‘the matter, nor will I be forced into 


such action by opposing candidates or 
by anybody else.”’ 

Chairman Atkinson sald he would not 
make any public defense of the rate 
increase order and that the records in 
the case must speak for themselves. 

“I have no public defense to make 
of the commission’s order in the rate 
hearing,” he said. ‘“‘None is needed. 
The records and the evidence is there 
and speaks for itself. The commission, 
with all of its experts, made an ex- 
haustive inquiry into the merits of the 
case and their decision was based on 
the facts as they found them.”

Former Republican Governor in 
Letter to Kansas City Club 
Makes Public Intentions. 


STANDS ON 1912 PLATFORM 


Says He Will Not Begin Cam- 
paign Now as Voters Are En- 
titled to a Rest. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nev. 20.—Her- 
bert S. Hadley, former Republican Gov- 
ernor and Attorney General of Missour], 


today made formal announcement of 
his candidacy for the United States 
Senate in 1916. The announcement came 
in a letter to I. B. Kimbrell, president, 
and other officers of the local ‘‘Hadley 
for Senate’ Club. who had asked him 
to make public his intentions. 

“I do not expect to begin a cam- 
paign now,’ Hadley says, ““‘but at the 
proper time I will go before the peo- 
ple and tell them where I stand on all 
public questions.’’ His letter follows: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of the 
19th instant, advising me of the forma- 
tion of a club to promote my candidacy 
for United States Senator, and asking 
for an expression from me as to my 
willingness to become a candidate. 

“Since my return home, I have been 
trying to find out whether a majority 
ef the Republicans of the State want 
me to run for United States Senator. 
The information I have received satis- 
flies me that they do. I have never 
made a secret of the fact that I would 
Ike to represent the people of Missouri 
fm the United States Senate, and I be- 
Iieve I can do so to their benefit and 
satisfaction. But IT have never sought 
to impose my candidacy on the party 
for any office, and I would not now 
Decome a candidate for Senator if I 
thought I could more effectively con- 
tribute to the hope of party success in 
some other way, or if I did not believe 
that my public service as attorney-gen- 
eral and governor is to be regarded as 
@ party asset. The fact that the. three 
Democratic State Conventions which 
have met since I became governor 
found nothing in my record to criticise 
justifies me in this conclusion. 

' Conception of Public Service. 

“While national issues will be the 
questions of controlling importance in 
the coming campaign, I refer to this 
record in these offices as an indication 
ef my conception of the obligations of 
public service. 

“T believe in the principles and poll; 
cies of the Republican party, as con- 
tained in its platform of 1912, and 
particularly in those planks declaring 
that— 

“Phe Republican party -is prepared 
to go forward with the solution of those 
new questions which social, economic 
and political development have brought 
into the forefront of the nation’s inter- 
est. It will strive, not only in the na- 
tion, but in the several states, to en- 
act the necessary legislation to safe- 
guard the public health; Hmit effect- 
ively the labor of women and children; 
protect the wage-earners engaged in 
Gangerous occupations; to enact com- 
prehensive and generous workmen’s 
compensation laws in place of the pres- 
ent wasteful and unjust system of em- 
ployers’ lIfability, and in all possible 
ways to satisfy the just demands of 
the people for the study and solution of 
the complex and constantly changing 
problems of social welfare.’ 

“While the passage of a true pro- 
tective tariff law, which I unqualified- 
fy favor, and the restoration of pros- 
perity will, in my opinion, be the issue 
ef controlling importance in the cam- 
paign of 1916, upon the Republican 
party must continue to rest the respon- 
aibility of carrying forward: the work 
ef social and industrial justice, as de-: 
clared for in its platform of 1912. 
Cannot Be Left to Private Concern. 

“So long as three-fourths of the 
fAmerican werkman have a wage scale 
of not over $750 a year; so long as 
@.000 are killed and 750,000 suffer in- 
Guries that incapaciate them for a pe- 
riod of one month in the carrying on of 
our industrial system every year: se 
feng as from 15 to 20 per cent of the 
children of our large cities suffer in 
aheir physical and mental development 
Dy reason of the lack of proper and suf- 
ficient food, the promotion of the well- 
Deing and the protection of the rights 
of those who labor cannot be left alone 
te private initiative and concern. 

“I have heretofore had some ques- 
tien as to whether I should become a 
@andidate for the office on account of 
the condition ef my health, but from 
the improvement I have enjoyed in the 
last four months, I feel confident that 
I will be equal to the burdens of the 
campaign. I do not propose to en- 
gare in a contest of physical 
or financial endurance to secure this 
nomination, but I will expect, at the 
proper time to go before the people and 
tell them where I stand on all public 
questions. 

“IT do not expect to begin a cam- 
paign now. The people have some 
rights to a reasonable opportunity to 
rest up between campaigns, and I have 
not been disposed to believe that the 
Republican voters of Missouri can be 
stampeded or otherwise influenced into 
a decision as to candidates a year or 
nine months in advance of the primary. 
But in view of the efforts that have 
heen made and are belng made to se- 
eure such a premature decision, I am 
glad to know of the formation of this 
club in. my interest, and appreciate 
this further expression of confidence 
from the Republicans of Kansas City 
who, in the four campaigns in which 
ZT have been a candidate for office, 
fave given me such loyal and gratify- 
tng support at the polls.”’

which $5,000,000 is first preferred, $16,- 
000,000 is second preferred and $29,000,000 
ig common stock. , 

In the reorganization all these stock- 
holders will receive common stock, the 
only difference being the amount, which 
is based on the difference in value of the 
Classes of old stock. 

The holder of each share of first pre- 
ferred stock will, under the reorganiza- 
tion, receive $125 in common stock of the 
new company. The holder of one share 
of second preferred stock will receive 
$105 in common stock of the new com- 
pany, and the holder of one share of the 
old common stock will receive $85 in 
new common stock. 

There is an important contingency on 
which the right of participation of stock- 
holders is based. That is that each shall 
pay in cash $5 for each share of Frisco 
stock he holds. In consideration of this 


he will get the stock according to the 
allotment already outlined and the right 
to purchase $50 of the prior lien mort- 
gage bonds of the new company for each 
share of stock he has, on the payment 
of an additional $45. If he does not 
pay the additional $45 he will lose all his 
rights under the reorganization, and he 
will not even have stock in the new 
company to take the place of his old 
stock.

The stock in the new company received 
by the stockholder in the old does not 
Zive him any voice in the management 
of the new company. He recelves mere- 
ly a “trust certificate’ for his stock, the 
voting power being lodged in a voting 
trust of five members, who are named 
in the plan. 


From this it will be seen that if 
all the stockholders of the old Frisco 
elect to go into the reorganization 
they will put up in cash $50 for each 
of the 500,000 shares of stock of the 
old company, or 625,000,000, the full 
amount of cash it is estimated the 
new company will need. 

The capitalization of the new com- 
pany next will be considered: It has 
been publicly announced by the pro- 
moters of the new company, and it 
is #0 stated in the plan filed with 
the commission, that the capitaliza- 
tion of the Frisco is decreased in the 
reorganization. 

The statistics presented in the plan 
show that instead of this being a 
fact, the capitalization is increased. 

The plan shows that the capitaliza- 
tion, including bonded indebtedness 
of the old eompany, exclusive of the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis 
Railroad is $302,076,386, and that the 
capitalization of the new company is 
$272,397,518. On its face this would 
appear to show that there had been 
a reduction of $29,678,868 in the cap- 
italization. 


This, however, does not take into 
consideration the fact that in the 
reorganization the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois ang the New Orleans, Texas 
& Mexico railroads are left out. In 
computing the capitalization of the 
old Frisco, the reorganizers figured 
in securities for these two roads of 
$61,726,250, while they figured the 
capitalization of the new road without 
considering these two roads. 

Deducting that amount, it 
seen that the capitalization of the 
Frisco which should go into the re- 
organization is only $240,357,136. 

In this cennection also the reor- 
ganizers figured as capital of the old

properly counted as capital. Deduct- 
ing that 83,000,000, it will be seen 
that the capital of the old Frisco ts 
only $237,357,136, or $35,040,282 less 
than it is proposed to capitalize the 
new company for. 

In this connection the statement 
is made in the plan that the fixed 
charges will be reduced under the 
reorganization. It is stated that for 
the old Frisco the fixed charges are 
$14,886,324.68, and that under the re- 
organization they will be only §9,- 


158,189.68. 

The fixed charges of the New Or- 
leans, Texas & Mexico and the Chi- 
eago & Eastern Illinois, chargeable 
to the Frisco, are $2,725,330. As long 
as these roads are not in the new 
company, it is proper in making a 
a comparison to deduct that amount 
from the fixed charges, which leaves 
$12,160,994.68 as the fixed charges 
of that part of the Frisco which gv0¢s 
into the reorganization, 

The amount of %9,158,189.68 fig- 
ured as the Tfxed charges of the new 
road leaves out “contingent” fixed 
eharges amounting to $4,365,929.08. 
This represents the interest on the 
cumulative adjustment mortgage and 
the noncumulative convertible § in- 
come mortgage bonds. As these in- 
terest charges must be met before 
the stockholders receive anything, 
they must be figured as fixed 
charges. That would increase the to- 
tal of fixed charges to  $13,524,- 
118.76, or $1,363,124.08 more than the 
interest charges of the old road. 

Consideration of the entire capi- 
talization of the new company now 
will be taken up. Authorization is 
asked for the issuance of $250,000,- 
000 of prior lien mortgage gold 
bonds, which would take precedence 
over all other liabilities. Of this 
amount $93,398,500 would be issued 
in partial exchange for existing se- 
curities, $25,000,000 for purchase by 
the purchase syndicate and sold to 
stockholders, and $6,811,500 for cor- 
porate purposes of the new company. 
The remainder would be reserved for 
future needs of the company. 

Proposed New Bond Issues, 

It also is proposed to’ issue $75,000,000 
of cumulative adjustment mortgage gold 
bonds, of which $40,547,818 would be im- 
mediately issued in partial exchange for 
existing securities and $34,452,182 re- 
served for issue for equipment and bet- 
terments in the future. 

It also is proposed to issue $75,000,000 
of income mortgage gold, bonds, of 
which $38,661,200 is to be immediately is- 
sued in partial exchange for existing 
securities, and $36,338,000 reserved for fu- 
ture issue for betterments, 

It also is proposed to issue $200,000,000 
of preferred stock and $250,000,000 of com- 
mon stock. Only $7,000,000 of preferred 
stock is to be issued immediately and 
that is for the adjustment of outstand- 
ing indebtedness; $75,000,000 {is reserved 
for issue for conversidén of income mort- 
gage bonds and the remainder, $118,- 
000,000, is reserved for future issue for 
corporate purposes. 

Of the common stock $47,700,000 goes to 
the purchase syndicate to go from it to 
present stockholders who go into the 
reorganization; $5,300,000 is to be issued 
for adjustment of outstanding indebted- 
ness, and the remainder, $197,000,000, Is 
reserved for future issue for corporate 
purposes. There is nothing in the plan 
which defines “corporate purposes’’ for 
which many millions of dollars of stocks 
and bonds are reserved. 

An approval by the Public Service 
Commission of the plan as presented 
would authorize the issuance of about 
$650,000,000 of securities the purpose of 
which the commission is given no in- 
formation. 


$850,000,000 in Stocks and Bonds. 

It thus will be seen that the total 
amount of bonds and stocks which it 
is sought to issue is $850,000,000. 

The position of the New York 
bankers who are submitting the plan 
now will be considered. J. W. Selig- 
man & Co., and @peyer & Co. not only 
are reorganization managers, but al- 
SO are permitted to be members of 
the purchase syndicate and the loan 
syndicate. The plan also gives them 
power over the issuance of all securi- 
ties in the future. ° 

As members of the purchase syn- 
dicate they guarantee the $25,000,000 
it is estimated the new company will 
require. The loan syndicate guaran- 
tees to advance such money as ig 
needed in the event of a deficiency. 
The money, however, as has been 
shown, will come from the stockhold- 
ers when the bankers call for it, to 
such an extent as the stockholders 
may go into the reorganization. 

Under the plan, the purchase syndi- 
cate will advance to the new com- 
pany $25,000,000 for which it will re- 
ceive 4 per cent commission, or $1,- 
000,000. The loan syndicate will ad- 
vance such money as is needed to the 
purchase syndicate. As they largely 
are composed of the same bankers 
the advance is little more than some 
bookkeeping work. Interest will be 
paid for the money advanced by the 
loan syndicate, 


The plan specifically provides that 
the compensations and commissions 
to be paid to the reorganization man- 
agers and the respective syndicates 
are to be paid as expenses of the re- 
organization. .Thus Seligman & (Co. 
and Speyer & Co. will receive com- 
missiOns as reorganization managers, 
as members of the purchase syndicate 
and as members of the loan syndi- 
cate, although at all times they are 
one direct fiuancial operation. The 
money will come out of the $25,000,-. 
000 to be paid fn by the stockholders. 

In addition to these expenses and 
commission the bankers will have 
an opportunity to realize handsome 
profitg under that portion of the plan 
which permits them to refuse to de- 
liver prior lien mortgage bohds sub- 
scribed for by stockholdera and in 
lieu of delivery to settle In money 
with the stockholders for 85 per cent 
of the amount of the bonds sub- 
scribed for. 

As there is no time fixed for de- 
livery of the bonds, and ag the de- 
livery time is left at the discretion 
of the reorganisation managers, they 
will be in a position to hold the 
bends at the whim of the market. 
Any time the market is above 85 for 
the bonds, they can sell them, and 
settle with the stockholders for 8&5, 
giving the reorganization manager 
the profit between SS and the price 
at which they sell the bonds. On 
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325,000,000 of bonda they would have 
a profit, if the bonds sold at par, of 
83.750,000. This, of course, does not 
take itmto consideration the stock- 
holders who might elect to prepay 
their bond purchases. 

There is nothing In the plan to In- 
dicate the amount of outstanding 
unsecured indebtednes#® but the plan 
provides for $5,300,000 of common 
stock and $7,000,000 of preferred 
stock for this purpose. 

No Specific Limit to Expenses, 

No specific limit is set on the reor- 
ganization expenses, but an amount of 
$C,833,631 is provided for “improvements 
and betterments, additions, acquisitions 
including equipment, court costs and 
other legal expenses, ineluding compen- 
sation and disbursements of trustees of 
existing mortgages; reorganization man- 
agers’ compensation, syndicate commis- 
sions, engraving of new securities, ac- 
ccuntant and other expert fees and ex- 
penses, charges for listing securities on 
various stock exchanges, compensation 
and disbursements of committees and 
others representing existing securities 
including depositaries; organization, 
franchise and other taxes, including 
siamps, and other organization and mis 
cellaneous expenses; contingencies, etc.. 
balance to new company as working 
capital.”’ 

The failure of the plan in any place 
te state a definition of “corporate pur- 
poses”’ of a large amount of other mon- 
ey, bonds’and stocks, however, has led 
to a criticism from some sources that 
the $6,833,631 will be largely: added to in 
paying the expenses of the reorganiza- 
tion. Of the prior lien mortgage bonds 
$6,811,500 is to be issued for ‘‘corfiprat> 
purposes.”’ 

Voting Power Placed in qa Trust. 

The total amount of stock to be im- 
mediately issued is $53,000,000. Such por- 
tion of this stock as is not used to 
settle outstanding indebtedness is to be 
devoted to ‘‘corporate purposes.’ None 
of the stock is to have voting power 
for at least five years, all voting power 
is to be lodged in a voting trust to o¢ 
composed of Frederic W. Allen, George 
W. Davison, Seward Prosser, Charles 
H. Sabin, James Speyer, Frederick 
Strauss and Festus J. Wade. Of these 
Strauss and Speyer are the direct repre-

- ntatives of the banking interests pro- 


moting the reorganization. 

it is within the power of the reorgan- 
ization managers to convert income 
mortgage bonds into preferred stock 
The bonds have no voting power, but 
the stock will have such power after 
five years. It is contended by some that 
it is possible for the reorganization man- 
agers, by buying the bonds, which will 
be under their control, at a nominal! 
price, to convert them into stock at par, 
and, from the fact that much of the 
other stock will be widely scattered, re- 
tain absolute control of the property.

GLARING HEADLIGHTS 
EASILY REGULATED 


Much criticism has appeared in the 
newspapers regarding the numerous 
automoile accidents, many of them 
attributed to the new bright head- 
light city ordinance. Many of these 
accidents, happening at night, are 
actually caused by motorists running 
their cars with dim headlights or 
with side lights only. The ordinance 
is not against bright headlights, but 
against glaring lights. The _ differ- 
ence between the two words “bright” 
and “glaring” is very great. 

According to Wiemeyer the aver- 
electrical expert, any motorist who 
will devote ten minutes of his time 
to his lights in their adjustment will 
be able to eliminate the glare and 
will have lights sufficiently bright 
to make driving safe. 

According to Wiemeyer the aver- 
age motorist is not sufficiently well 
versed in electric lighting to know 
that he can get more light from a 
porabolic reflector by adjustment of 
the light bulb in or out from the re- 
flector and making the rays of the 
lamp converge to a spot not exceed- 
ing 18 inches in diameter at a dis- 
tance of 100 feet. 

By adjusting the lamps in this 
manner and by throwing the rays 
so that they will not be higher than 
3 feet at a distance of 75 feet from 
the car, the lamps will be found to 
comply strictly with the law and 
will give ample light for county 
driving, a light that will not blind 
the’ driver of an approaching car. 
Headlights can be adjusted by mov- 
ing the bulb in our out. If the lamp 
is not equipped with an adjustment 
on the bulb the reflector can be 
easily removed and a screw adjust- 
ment will be found on the back, at- 
tached to the lamp socket. 


PRICE OF OLDSMOBILE 
EIGHT IS REDUCED 


At a time when such a move was to- 
tally unexpected, the Old Motor Works 
has announced to the De Luxe Automo- 
bile Co. a reduction of $100 in the price 
of its new eight-cylinder car. The new 
price of $1195 went into effect while the 
first cars were en route from the fac- 
tory to the more distant points, and be- 
fore the shipments had reached their 
destination.

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CONDITIONS BAD 
NN GERMAN PRISON 
CAMP. SAYS GERARD 


Report of Ambassador’s Visit to 
Wittenbutg, Prussia, Pub- 
lished in London. 


LONDON NOV. 21.— The British 
Press bureau has published the re- 
ports of James W. Gerard. the Amer- 


ican Ambassador to Germany and 
members of the Embassy staff in 
Berlin, relative to the condition of 
British prisoners of war in the camp 
at Wittenburg, Prussia. 

Lithgow Osborne reported that his 
Whole impression of the. camp au- 
thorities was utterly unlike that 
which he had recieved in every other 
camp he had visited. Instead of re- 
“arding their charges as honorable 
prisoners of war, he stated they ap- 
parently regarded them as crimina'!s 
whom a regime of fear alone sufficed 
to keep in obedience. 

“All evidence of kindly human feel- 
ing between the autiorities and the 
prisoners was lacking,” said Osborne, 
“and in no other camp have I found 
signs of fear on the part of prisoners 
that what they might say to me 
would result in suffering for them 
afterwards.”’ 

Ambassador Gerard Visits Camp. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs; having in- 
formed Ambassador Gerard that he had 
read with great concern this report on 
conditions at Wittenberg, Ambassador 
Gerard himself forwarded a report on 
Nov. 8 of a personal visit to the camp. 
The following extracts are taken from 
Ambassador Gerard's report: 

“I regret to state that after a care- 
fu) examination of the camp and long 
cunversations with the prisoners my im- 
pression is even more unfavorable than 
I had been led to expect. 

“Upon my arrival at the camp I was 
not received by the general who acts as 
commandant, but by a major. 

“There are over 4000 prisoners in the 
camp, of whom 278 are British. Among 
these I found only 16 overcoats. The 
ren, on the whole, are insufficiently 
clothed.

sh Medical Officer Struck. 
@e@ man told me that one of the 


British medical officers in the camp 
recently was struck by a German non- 
commissioned officer, and this fact 
proved to be true. 

*“‘Many prisoners complain that dogs 
were brought in by German soldiers 
at night and that in certain camps 
prisoners had their clothes torn by these 
dogs. I asked the authorities whether 
they considered dogs necessary for the 
preservation of order, saying that at no 
cither camp had I seen dogs used for 
this purpose and they informed me 
that they considered it absolutely. neces- 
eary and that @6gs-Wwere needed to pro- 
tect the German soldiers on duty. I 
was shown half a dozen of these dogs, 
which ,were of the usual police type. 

“Two prisoners informed me that the 
conditions in the camp had unquestion- 
ably improved greatly from the last few 
months; that last year when an epidemic 
of spotted typhus existed the camp con- 
ditions had been indescribably bad, 
they said that they then implored the 
German authorities to put the British 
soldiers tn barracks by themselves, 1s 
this was the only way to prevent an 
outbreak of the epidemic, which had 
been brought to the camp by the Rus- 
rians. This request was refused.” 

“The refusal was based on the 
ground that the British should learn <*o 
know their allies better. Largely be- 
cause of this 50 military prisoners and 
nine civilians died of the disease. 

Impression Distinctly Unfavorable. 
““My impression of the camp as 2 
whole was distinctly unfavorable. 
The entire atmosphere was depressing 
prinicipally due to the fact that nothing 
appears to have been done toward bring- 
ing about any organization among the 
prisoners themselves which would mut- 
ually benefit them and the authorities. 
The attitude toward the British pris- 
oners seems to be based on suspicion. 

‘They have no opportunities for play- 
ing games or for exercise except walk- 
ing. I am sending « check for 2000 
marks to Capt. Vidal to be spent for 
immediate relief.’’

The executive officers of the Mis- 
souri railroads will meet in St. Louis 
Tuesday to decide whether they will 
accept or reject the order of the Mis- 
sourl Public Service Commission grant- 
ing them some advances in freight and 
passenger rates. 

The railroad officials are dissatisfied 
with the Commission’s order requiring 
them to sell 500 and 1000 mile mileage 
books at two cents a mile. The 600- 
nile books, while good only on the 
lines of the railroad issuing them, may 
be transferred from one person to an- 
other and must be accepted for the 
fransportation of the pearer over the 
iines of the road. 

The 1000-mile books are interchange- 
able, and must be honored by all rail- 
roads which were parties to the appli- 
cation for the increase in rates. These 
books also must be accepted for trans- 
portation of the bearer. 

Fear Return of Scalipers. 

Railroad officials assert that the 500 
and 1000 mile books, at the two-cent 
vate, would restore universal two-cent 
passenger fares, which the Commission 
itself declared in i.3 declsion were’ not 
remunerative, They assert further that 
making the books good for transporta- 
tion of “‘bearer’’ would restore all the 
evils of ticket scalping, which the 
railroads fought with great persistency 
for many years before driving the 
scalpers out of business. 

Railroad officials who have examined 
the decision say that the roads will not 
get much relief by the two-and-one- 
half-cent ticket rate as long as they 
are required to sell the mileage books 
at the two-cent rate. Passengers trav- 
éling any considerable distance, they 
contend, would buy the books, and sell 
them to scalpers when they arrived at 
their destination. 

John M. Atkinson, chairman of the 
Public Service Commission told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at Jefferson City 
yesterday that there was no law 
against ticket scalping in this State. 
He said he did not know whether it 
would be possible for the scalping busi- 
ness to thrive under the new ruling. 
The case had been left open by the 
commission, he said, and if any de- 
fects should be discovered they could be 
reconsidered and adjusted. 

Reports on Effect of Ruling. 

At Tuesday's meeting the railroad 
officials will receive reports showing 
what effect the order of the commis- 
sion will have on the freight rates. 

Some of the railroad officials are said 
to favor an appeal to the courts from 
the decision, while others are said to 
favor an_application for a rehearing. 

In addition to having to transport 
passengers at 2 cents a mile, on the 
book system, the railroad officials say 
that the 1000-mile interchangeable book 
would result in great increase in ex- 
penses on account of the vast amount of 
bookkeeping that it would entail upon 
the roads. For instance, a book is- 
sued by the Missouri Pacific, might be 
offered for transportation on the Frisco 
for a short distance, and the Frisco 
would have to keep a record of the 
mileage in order to claim its share of 
the purchase price.

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SMALLEST BIRDS 
PROVEN BEST IN 
Fe PRODUCTION 


Revising of Standards to Satisfy 
Utility Breeder and Fancies 
an Increasing Need. 


A question that is receiving consider- 
able thought and discussion among poul- 
trymen is that of standard weights oe 
the various breeds and varieties. There 
is a belief in some quarters that some 
of the weights are too high, so far as 
laying ability is concerned. A poultr.’> 
man of national prominence has stated 
that 90 per cent of the proven best lay- 
ers, as shown by trapnesting, are the 
smallest birds. Records kept at State 
experiment stations, as well as the large 
egg-laying contests, seem to bear out 
this statement. Every winner of first 
place at the contests held at Mountaia 
Grove the last few years has been un- 
der weight for her variety or breed. 
Most of the other birds that made ex- 
ceptionally good records also were un- 
der standard weight, some of them be- 
ing as much as two pounds off. 

To further strengthen this contention, 
the birds which have made the poorest 
egg records at the contests have been 
up to standard weight, or considerably 
above it. This condition has been found 
to hold true in the case of all breeds 
and varieties. There is 1.othing really 
surprising about this, however, as every 


poultry raiser knows it is not the bird 
that is heavy and plump that will lay 
the most egg.-. 

There are two types in poultry, just 
as there are two types in cows. The 
dairy type of cow turns the maximum 
amount of feed consumed into milk. 
The beef type turns her feed largely 
into meat. The same conditions are 
true as regards chickens. One bird w'll 
manufacture eggs out of what: she eats, 
while another puts on added weight. 
As a result, the heavy layer is nota 
200d bird to look at, just as the dairy 
cow that makes a big milk end butter 
fat record is not an attractive animal. 

Poultry raisers not familiar with mene 
facts frequently make serious mistakes. 
They like the looks of the plump hens 
and so choose that kind in making up 
their laying flock. Thus they get the 
‘‘heef” birds instead of the laying kinds 
and in the fall and winter they wonder 
why they are not getting more eggs. 
No fow! should be k as a laver that 
is not healthy a aaaiieaen but the 
fact that she may seem somewhat sma.! 
and perhaps a pound oF two under 
weight, is not a good reason for dis- 
carding a bird as a layer. 

Atl of which brings us back to the 
old problem of getting the utility breed- 
er and the fancy breeder close together 
It is unfortunate that the birds that lay 
the most eggs cannot also be the most 
attractive, but this would not be in ac- 
cord with nature’s laws. Visitors attend 
poultry shows to see plump birds with 
fine feathers. The fact of whether they 
are good yers are not is never con- 
sidered. Neither does the judge pay 
attention to their laying abilities in 
making the awards. A pen of birds ut 
a poultry show, such as have won the 
contests at Mountain Grove in recent 
vears, would bring some very uncompll- 
mentary remarks from the visitors, if 
their performance as layers were nt 
known. 

There {ts an increasingly felt need f 
revising standards so that both the util- 
ity breeder and the fancier will be sat- 
isfied, and that probably will mean two 
distinct standards.

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Poultry House Well Adapted 
to Use in ae or Suburbs 


The type of poultry house shown here- 
with will appeal at once to the average 
emall poultry raiser in city or suburbs 
It may be built at a minimum of ex- 


rense in labor and materials, is roomy 
for its size and cost, comfortable, con- 
venient and scnitary, if the interior 
equipment is of the right sort. Perhaps 
one change might be made in the hous: 
as shown that would add to the com- 
fort of the flock. If the opening in the 
front to the left of the door were ex- 
tended the full length of the front from 
the door to the corner, more sunlighe 
would be available on mild winter days 

The houses are about 7xl2 feet in 
sround dimensions, four feet high in tlie 
rear and six feet in front. A _ small 
ouilding of this type would comfortably 
house from 12 to 20 hens, depending on 
the breed and size. Materials for :t 
could be bought for $10 or $12 and any 
man handy with a carperter’s tools 
should be able to put it up. Drop sid- 
ing would be preferable to the siding 
shown, as it would make a tighter wall. 
Shingles o° prepared roofing may be 
used to cover the house. The frame- 
work is 2x4s anc 2x2s. Roofing paper 
may be ised on the walls to cover pos- 
sible cracks and make the house warm- 
er. Poultry netting should be tacked 
over the front opening and side win- 


dow on the inside. Windows hinged at 
the top will be found very handy, but 
a curtain rolled up at the top and 
dropped on cold nights will make a very 
good substitute, aad will provide better 
ventilation than windows. All inside 
equipment should be readily movable. 

To give the maximum amount of floor 
space inside for scratching purposes, 
have the roosts high enough along the 
north wall so that the fowls may utilize 
the space underneath. A tight dropping 
board should be provided, of course. 
This should be made of matched floor- 
ing if possible, and may be laid on 
brackets fixed on the wall at each end. 
It can then be taken out when clean- 
in‘; the house and replaced very con- 
veniently. Two very low ‘‘saw-horses,”’ 
notched at the top rail and set on the 
dropping board will hold the roosts 
Nest boxes may be hung up to the side 
walls. 

The main object in building a poultry 
house should be to have it tight at least 
on north and west sides, dry _ inside, 
well ventilated, but no chance for 
drafts, and large enough so the birds 
will not be crowded. If a larger house 
is wanted than these shown, simply 
lengthen it, following the same general 
plans. If lengthened considerably, 
width and height should also be _ in-

About every pubdlication dealing with 
poultry matters publishes the Govern- 
ment, or White House, whitewash 
recipe frequently, so it will do no harm 
to reproduce it again here. To make 
the whitewash which has been used 
for more than 10 years in the White 
House at Washington and on the light- 
houses maintained by the Government 
along the coasts, take a half-bushel of 
unslaked lime and slake it with boiling 
water. Cover during the process to 
keep in the steam. Strain the liquid 
through a fine sieve or strainer and 
add to it a peck of salt, which pre- 
viously has been dissolved in warm 
water’ three pounds of ground rice 
boiled to a thin paste and stirred in 
while hot, one-half pound Spanish whit- 
ing, and one pound of glue previously 
dissolved by soaking in water and 
then hanging over hot water. This is 
best accomplished by putting In a small 
pail and hanging in a larger one filled 
Add five gallons f hot 
mixture, stir well, and let 
stand a few days covered. It should be 
applied hot, for which purpose it can 
be kept In a portable furnace. [ think 
this has sufficient disinfecting qualities

I suggest that first you try kero- 
sene. Put a little in the drinking 
water. It will float on the top. The 
birds will not Hke it, but will drink 
the water with kerosene in it if they 
have to. Then I should rub some 
kerosene on the outside of the head 
and face and also on the inside of the 
mouth, also in the nostrils. If this 
doesn't tmprove the situation in two 
or three days I should try something 
more strenuous. There are some 
proprietary remedies that are good. 
It is rather embarrassing to suggest 
any of them because if the paper 
suggests one the maker of another 
kind may thing that it ought to have 
mentioned their remedy too There

Carneayx are large pigeons as com- 
pared with some others. They are used 
quite extensively as squabs. Homers 
are also used for that purpose. Carneaux 
are somewhat larger. They are similar 
in shape to the homers. A Carneaux 
should he trim in shape, with wings 
up pretty well. If it is a Red Carneau 
it should be red: if yellow it should be 
yellow. In addition there are the Mot- 
tled Carneaux that have a red and 
white splash and also Mottled Carneanux 
which have yellow and white splash. 
There are also White Carneaux, but 
these are rare. A Carneau should weigh 
close to 24 ounces. The eye core should 
be fine in texture. The wattles on the 
nose should be smooth. The eve should 
be bright. As to the swelling on the 
leg of the Homer, I am unable to form 
an opinion without seeing it as to the 
nature or cause of the trouble. I imag- 
ine it has resulted from an injury. With- 
out seeing it I should be inclined to say 
it might be a little risky to cut it off. 
Try applying something to it like iodine 
or perhaps something semewhat more 
caustic than iodine.

A tract of 22 acres on tle Creve Coeu> 
car the N. O. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co., was purchased yes- 
terday by Car] F. Mink, an expert ac- 
countant. The tract adjoins Shaftsbury 
Heights on the north and lies immedi- 
ately north of University City. The 
price paid was not disclosed. Unim- 
proved ground in this locality, accord- 
ing to realty authorities, is worth from 


21500. to $2000 an acre. 
Although purchased ostensibly for sub- 


division, the land in reality, it is under- 
stood, is to become the site “of an edu- 
cational institution of a high order. De- 
tuils of the project, the sponsors of 
which, it is said, are prominent in busi- 
ness and educational spheres, are as yet 
not available. 

The site acquired by Mink is in one of 
the most desirable and rapidly develop- 
ing parts of St. Louis County. The N. 
O. Nelson Manufacturing Co., the vendor 
in the transaction, acquired the tract 
several years ago as a site for a fac- 
tery, but changed its plans in view of 
the residential growth of the locality. 

An attractive feature of the Mink pur- 
chase is its close proximity to the Creve 
“oeur electric traction line, a suburban 
extension of the Delmar-Olive line, serv- 
ing North University City addition, Vi- 
nita Park, Vinita terrace and other 
established home communities in St. 
Louis County. 

Several months ago the Hemmelmann- 
Spackler Real Estate Co., acting for a 
syndicate, acquired a tract of 138 acres 
lying along the north side of Delmar 
boulevard and just east of Hanley road, 
in University City. This acreage is now 
being converted into residential sites at 
a cost approximating $300,000. 

Delmar Line Extension Probable. 
»These subdivision interests will soon 
disclose plans, according to reliable 
sources, for the extension of the Delmar 
line west from its present terminus at 
Delmar Garden to the aforementioned 
138-acre tract and thence north to the 
Creve Coeur line, the eastern boundary 
of Shaftsbury Heights and of the Mink 
purchase. 

The Balson Realty and Bullding Co., 
the subdividers of Shaftsbury Heights, 
is building up this addition with at- 
tractive homes for the middle classes. 

The educational advantages of Uni- 
versity City, in addition to a grammar 
and a high school, now include Lenox 
Hall and Washington University. 

As a municipality University City em- 
oraces University Heights, Ames place, 
West Portland place, Maryland terrace, 
Porsythe place and fhe west half of 
Parkview. All of these subdivisions are 
being rapidly populated and the project- 
ed. additional educational advantages 
discount the growth of this locality.

LABOR FEDERATION SPLIT OVER 
CARPENTERS NARROWLY AVERTED 
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San Francisco Convention Has Hented 

Debate on Q:«estion of Suspending 

One of International Unions. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20.—The prob- 
lem of healing a breach in the ranks 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
caused by the presentation of a reso- 
lution calling for the suspension of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, was before the concluding ses- 
sion of the federation’s thirty-fifth an- 
nual convention today. The carpenters’ 
trotherhood is the second largest inter- 
national union in America. Had the 
resolution ‘been adopted it would have 
cost the federation 200,000 members an‘ 
threatened its disruption, officers said. 

After a heated debate, a substitute res- 
oiution. offered by George L. Berry, 
president of the Printing Pressmen’s 
Union, was adopted. The trouble over 
the carpenters results from the failure 
ot their organization to refrain from al- 
leged encroachment upon jurisdiction 
awarded the machinists, in repairing.

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FOR COUNTY ROADS 
WOULD BE DIVIDED 


Plan Contemplates Distribution 
by School Districts on Basis 
of Assessment. 


Se BE ISSUED AS NEEDED 


Bonds Would Bear Interest From 
Time Work Was Completed, 
Statement Says. 


The Permanent Road and Bridge As- 
sociation of St. County, which 
is conducting a campaign for a $3,000,000 
bond issue for the construction of roads 
and new bridges, yesterday issued a 


statement of facts and figures concern- 
ing the road and bridge situation. 

This statement will be used by the 
110 Democratic and Republican precinct 
committeemen of the county who have 
volunteered to circulate petitions ask- 
ing the county court to submit the bond 
issue to the voters. 

The statement says the money raised 
by the bond issue will be distribuated 
by school districts, in proportion to the 
amount of assessed valuation, thus as- 
suring an equitable distribution of the 
money and the improvement of the 
roads in every section of the county. 

The bonds are to be issued only when 
contracts for work are let. For in- 
stance, if only $600,000 of contracts are 
let in one year, only bonds for that 
amount will be sold. The rate of in- 
terest will be 4% per cent. As 5Bt. 
Louis County has no bonded debt, and 
has an assessed valuation of $68,000,000, 
it is expected the bonds will find a 
ready market, and that “many of them 
will be sold in the county. The bonds 
are not subject to taxation. 

It is pointed out that the taxable 
wealth, of the county has increased 
$2,000,000 a year during the last ten 
years, and that as the increase will be 
larger from year to year, the assess- 
ment to meet the interest charges and 
the sinking fund will be decreased from 
year to year. 

The County Court will co-operate with 
the Highway Engineer to determine 
what roads shall be improved in the va- 
rious districts. Suggestions from civic 
organizations and neighborhood associa- 
tions will be gladly received. 

“If the bonds are not issued,’ the 
statement says, ‘‘there will be mate- 
rial increase in the assessed valuation of 
county property. St. Louis County now 
pays $124,157.51 annually into the treasury 
of the State of Missouri. If the assessed 
valuation is increased, which will be 
necessary in the event the bond issue is 
defeated, in order to build and maintain 
roads and bridges, the taxpayer will be 
compelled to pay into the State Treas- 
ury a tax of 18 cents on every $10 of 
increased valuation. 

Cost of Maintenance. 

‘“‘More than 1000 miles of roads in St. 
Louis County require constant attention. 
The approximate cost of maintenance, 
taken from the records at the court- 
house, follows: 

Ist mile from city Imits 
4th mile from city limits...... Geecee 
8th mile from city limits.... 
12th mile from city limits 
16th raile from city limits..... TTT TT 
20th rrile from city Imits 
Cost of maintenance in 1913 $175,000 v0 
Cost uf maintenance in 1914 201,892 13 

“The lateral or side roads will bene- 
fit as much as the main thoroughfares, 
since the greater part of the immense 
sum now expended for repairs will be 
available to rock or otherwise improve 
every mile of roadway in the county. 
The advantage of hauling loads with 
greater ease will not be overlooked by 
farmers and gardeners, while danger 
from accident because of increasing au- 
tomobile traffic will be lessened. 

‘Land values will advance without a 
corresponding increase in property as- 
sessments,. If assessed valuation are in- 
creased there will be a corresponding 
advance in school, State and county and 
all other taxes, and the property owner 
will be paying out more money than 
would be required to support the bond 
issue and the roads will remain in a 
patched condition. Every . intelligent 
voter who takes time to make a person- 
al investigation will admit that he will 
pay less taxes if@he bond issue carries 
than he will if it is defeated. 

‘The loss from flood damage during 
August to bridges and roads in St. Louis 
County is estimated at more than §$200,- 
000. Add this sum to the $373,133.22 spent 
for various road purposes in 1914, and 
the aggregate will exceed half a million 
dollars. It will require a 40 per cent 
increase in the assessed valuation of 
county -property to meet this demand. 
Property now assessed at $4000, actually 
worth $8000, would be raised to $5600. 
The average tax rate in St. Louis Coun.- 
ty is $1.26 on the $100 valuation. The 
difference between a 40 per cent increase 
in the assessed valuation and a 25-cent 
bond tax in this instance would resul* 
in a saving of $10.16 to the taxpayer. Wa 
assume a 2-cent rate in this exarnple. 
as this is the estimated average rate 
for the 20-year period. 

Road Tax Insufficient. 

‘“‘Road and bridge fund receipts from 
all sources for the fiscal year endinz 
March 15, 1915, amounted to $206,631.77. 
Of this amount only $84,815.87 was de- 
rived by direct taxation. The balance, 
$120,715.90, was received from licenss 
taxes, interest on daily balances from 
county money on deposit and voluntary 
contributions for oll and the building of 
rew roads. The $84,815.87 is apportioned 
on a basis of 36 per cent of the 35-cent 
county tax rate. In addition to tho 
above, the special road tax levy of 27 
cents, amounting to $164,829.06, of which 
$27,613.73 reverted to the Incorporated 
cities in material, was insufficient to 
cover the total) expenditures for road 
purposes. 

“One of the greatest economic prob- 
lems of the age is good roads. General 
acitation on the subject extends from 
coast to coast, and by the adoption of 
the proposed $3,000,000 bond issue, St. 
Lovis County will attract § attention

throughout the nation. Capital will be 


attracted and property owners in the 
county will reap the benefit. No one 
can lose by advocating good roads. The 
cost will be distributed over a period 
cf 2 years, while the benefits will come 
row in improved transportation facili. 
ties and increased land values. 

“Every voter in the county should 
take pride in the effort. Make yourself 
a committee of one and lend a helping 
hand. A vote for the bond issue is u 
vote for lower taxes.”

Recommendations for Interna- 
tional Court and Council of 
Conciliation Submitted. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Six impor- 
tant recommendations having to do with 
the economic results of the war and 
American business are embodied in a 
referendum which was sent out las. 
night by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States to local and national 
commercial organizations in every state 
in the Union and the American chambers 
cf commerce in Berlin, Paris, Milan and 
Constantinople. An organization which 
will have its initial vote—the first or- 
ganization in South America to join the 
National Chamber—is the American 
Chamber of Commerce for Brazil, whicn 
has its headquarters at Rio de Janeiro. 

As explained by Elltot H. Goodwin, 
eecretary of the National Chamber, tn 
the referendum, as in all others, the 
chief purpose is to ascertain the opinion 
of the various trade bodies throughout 
the country, and solely to obtain ap- 
rroval of the recommendations of the 
special committee voiced in the report. 
This committee is headed by Edward A. 
Filene of Boston, and among its mem- 
bers is Edward Hedden, president ~f 
the Business Men’s League of St. Lou!s. 
Charles Nagel of St. Louis helped ‘o 
prepare the committee’s document. The 
rccommendations are: 

1. That action be taken on the initia- 
tive of the United States to bring about 
conferences among neutral countries for 
the purpose of defining and enunciating 
rules which will at all times give due 
protection to iMfe and property upon ths 
high seas. 

International Court Proposed. 

2. That, for the decision of questiona 
which arise between nations and which 
can be determined upon the application 
of established rules or upon ascertain- 
ment of facts, the United States should 
toke the initiative in joining with other 
nations in establishing an international 
court. 

3. That, for consideration of questions 
which arise between uations and which 
co not depend upon established rules or 
upon facts which can be determined by 
au international court, the United States 
should take the initiative in joining with 
other nations in establishing a council 
of conciliation. 

4. That the United States should 
take the initiative in joining with 
other nations in agreeing to bring 
concerted economic pressure to bear 
upon any nation or nations which re- 
sort to military measures without 
first submitting their differences to 
an International Court or a Council 
of Conciliation, and awaiting the de- 
cision of the court or the recommen- 
dation of the Council, as circum- 
stances make the more appropriate. 

5. That the United States take the 
initiative in joining with other na- 
tions in agreeing to use concerted 
military fcrce in the event that con- 
certed economic pressure exercised 
by the signatory nations is not suf- 
ficient to compel nations which have 
proceeded to war to desist from mill- 
tary operations and submit the ques- 
tions at issue to an International 
Court or a Council of Conciliation, as 
circumstances make the more appro- 
priate. 

6. That the United States should 
take the initiative in establis** . the 
principle of frequent international 
references at expressly stated inter- 
vals for the progressive amendment 
of international law. 

Committee on Recommendations. 

In order that the questions which 
are involved might be. carefully 
analyzed, John H. Fahey of Boston, 
president of the National Chamber 
was authorized to appoint the special 
committee. Its members besides 
Chairman Filene and Hidden are: P. 
H. Gadsden, lawyer,president of pub- 
lic utility companies in Charleston, 8. 
¢.; Herbert S. Huuston, of New York, 
president of the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World: H. A. Mel- 
drum, president of the Buffalo Cham- 
ber of Commerce; George FE. Roberts, 
assistant to the president of the Na- 
tional City Bank, of New York, for- 
merly director of the Mint, and Pau] 
H. Saunders, president of the Mort- 
gaxe Securities Co. of New Crleans. 

After the referendum had been ordere.i 
a Committee was named to assist in the 
preparation of the recommendations. 
Besides Nagel, this committee comprises 
Joseph H. Defrees ‘of Cinicago, R_ 4G. 
Rhett of Charleston, S. C.: Howell 
Cheney of South Manchester, Conn., and 
John Joy Edson of Washington, D. C. 


“As business men, we cannot fail to 
foresee that, if this war is settled as ail 
previous wars have been, without pro- 
viding for the ‘duly constituted authori- 
ty,’ "’ says the report submitted by 
Chairman\Filene, which led to the rec- 
ommendations enumerated, “there will 
be added to ite enormous charges the 
still greater continuous ciiarge, due to 
rivalry in armaments and other prepara- 
tions for the ‘next settlement.’

MRS, SELLEGK GETS. 
DIVORCE, CUSTODY 
OF TWO CHILDREN 


Trial at Clayton Becomes So 
Stormy That Judge Tries 
the Case Himself. 


Mrs. Hazel L. Selleck, after a stormy 
trial in Cireult Judge Wurdeman’'s 
Court at Clayton yesterday, obtained a 
divorce from Elroy V. Selleck,-a st. 
Louls attorney, and the custody of 
their two youngest children, Faith, 
aged 6, and Effie, aged &, and $10 a 
week alimony for the support of her- 
self and the children. Selleck ebtal.r1e4 
custody of the oldest daughter, Mary 
Annie, 15 years old. 

The Sellecks. who have been before 
the public latterly in court proceedings, 
were married June 1, 1899, and sep- 
arated June 1, last. At the time of the 
Separation they were living in a gar- 
age in the rear of their former heme at 
University City. Mrs. Selleck has had 
the younger children. There was a 
court fight for possession of Mary An.- 
nie. She was awarded to her mother, 
but ran away and is now at Christian 
College, Columbia, Mo. 


Wife's Allegations, 

Mrs. Selleck alleged in her petition 
that Selleck had associated with other 
women and boasted of it. He had filed 
a cross bill, but before the trial be- 
gan, an agreement was reached for 
him to withdraw the cross bill on con- 
dition that she would not mention ° 
women in the case. 

When Mrs. Selleck was testifying, 
however, she became excited and men- 
tioned the names of two women. 8Bel- 
leck vehemently protested and toid 
Judge Wurdeman that Mrs. Selleck 
could get a divorce on 101 other grounds 
without bringing scandal into the case, 

Mrs. Selleck told of finding # love 
letters in her husband's desk, of which 
20 were impounded in the St. Louls 
Circuit Court. Photographic copies 
were introduced. Two photographs 
were introduced. One was of a woman 
in street attire. The other was of Se!- 
leck and a woman in bathing attire >on 
a beach. 

Mrs. Selleck testified that Selleck 
had shown her the photograph of the 
woman in street attire and said, ‘That 
is the woman I love.” 


Judge Tries Case. 

The proceeding finally became so dis- 
orderly, with Selleck and his wife talk- 
ing at the same time and the attorneys 
trying to keep them qulet, that Judge 
Wurdeman announced that he would try 
the case himself. He questioned Mrs. 
Selleck on each of the charges in her 
petition. Then he asked Selleck about 
the love letters. Selleck said he had re- 
celved perhaps a dozen letters from 
women, but he would not consider them 
affectionate. 

Selleck protested strongly when the 
Judge ordered that he was to see the 
younger children in Mrs. Selleck’'s pres- 
ence. He was still protesting when the 
Judge ordered court adjourned. The 
Deputy Sheriff had to threaten to put 
him out of the courtroom before he sub- 
sided. 

Afterward, in the office of her lawyer, 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Hall, 
Mrs. Selleck said she war so glad to be 
divorced from Selleck that she felt like 
kissing Hall. He told her it was not 
necessary and she contented herself with 
shaking his hand.

These 
will be, he says, a reduction of purchas- 
ing power in Europe and fMmdirect redue- 
tion thereby of purchasing power tin 
other countries; a shortage of the 
world’s available capital, a decline in 
the Kuropean standard of living and 
perhaps of wages, and increasing hostile 
protective tariffs cn the part of the 
fighting countries. 

“Should a period of 
certainty follow, an unsettling ‘settle 
ment,’ * he continues, “the United 
States will not be free to determine 
what increase, if any, she will make in 
her armaments, but may be forced inta 
an abnormally great IncTease, with cor- 
respondingly abnormal tax and other 


burdens.” 

The report concludes by saying that 
the committee believes that Americas 
citizens, realizing the world’s impersa- 
tive need of the substitution of law for 
war, if militarism is not to dominate, 
feel it to be the clear call of duty to 
take their share of the work and re 
sponsibility necessary to establish this 
substitution.

IROSLAU SICHINSKY, confessed as- 
sassin and national hero, applied to 
the United States Court to Hx his 
status under the immigration laws. 
This man gave himself up after he 
had been in the country for months, 
unmolested and secure. He went vol- 

untarily and surrendered himself, saying that he did not 
eare to live under a cloud, and wished to make sure his 
position. It was a peculiar thing to do, not a similar in- 
cident being on record, and it. puts the Government in a 
somewhat peculiar position. 

Before you come to any conclusion, before you judge 
at all, hear his story: : 

Mirosiau Sichinsky is a Ukrainian, a native of that in- 
definite expanse, mostly in Russia, partly fn Austria, 
which is popularly known as Little Russia, and its peo- 
ples variously as Little Russians, South Russians, Ruth- 
enians, but more properly as Ukrainians. Only the great 
continental war has attracted attention to this inter- 
esting people. In America almost nothing is known of 
the race. 

The people are Slavs of the southern branch, and they 
settled in their present home in the great Slav tmmigra- 
tions of the eighth and ninth -centuries. They are 
simpler, more progressive, fonder of the arts than the

It 

is this latter part, which 

fell to Austria in the parti- 

tion of Poland, which con- 
cerns Sichinsky. 

Since this man calls his 
assassination a. political 
crime, it is necessary to re 
view briefly the situation 
in the Austrian Ukraine for 
an understanding of events. 

When the Ukraine was 
finally divided between Rus- 
sia and Poland, in 1648, a 
feudal governmegt by the 
Polish aristocracy was es- 
tablished over the Galician 
Ukrainians, most of whom 
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were reduced to absolute Fe, A ee 
: Wn See 


serfdom, being denied even - 
the right to own house or 
land. Against this econdi- 
tion of affairs they struggled 
constantly. The partition 
of Poland and the rulership 
of Austria brought them no 
relief. Indeed, it was not 
till the final granting-of the 
Austrian Constitution, a lit- 
tle more than forty years 
ago, that any real relief 
shone out. 
The Austrian Constitution 
provides for universal suf- 


frage in all parts of the “*‘This I have done for our suffer- 


empire and grants all sub- 


jects certain general rights. ings, the student said quietly.” 


In all Austria this Consti- 

tution is operative, except 

in Galicia, among the Ukrainians. Here the local gov- 
ernment is entirely in the hands of the Polish nobles, 
the great landed aristocrats, who were finally reconciled 
to the Austrian crown only by an agreement of nonin- 
terference in the local government. By means of this 
agreement the nobles have continued to rule the coun- 
try with feudal severity and brutality. The Ukrainians 
are in the deepest pits of poverty and degradation. 
Every effort is made to stamp out their national feeling; 
the elections are conducted in such a way as to keep 
their representation in the Government constantly in 
the minority, though they form miuch more than half 
the population of Galicia. 

Such is some of the terrible history of this sad >eo- 
ple. The great peasants’ strike of 1902, in which 100,000 
farm laborers walked off the estates, the uprisings in 
Lemberg, the constant assassinations, are but details 
of the moment. 

This brings us down to Sichinsky. In 1908, at 19 
years of age, he was a student in the University of Lem- 
berg, a hotbed of. youthful Ukrainian agitation. His 
elder brother was prominent in Ukrainian radical pol- 
itics. He was himself a member of the revolutionary 
student organization, constantly at war with the Polish 
students of Lemberg. 

The Governor of Galicia was Count Andreas Potot- 
sky, a member of the extreme Polish aristocracy and 
descended from a family of serf oppressors. The Ukrain- 
jans went to him again and again for relief. He laughed 
at them. They appealed to the Emperor in Vienna, 
but that monarch was prevailed upon by the Poles to 


effort at hiding was needless. 2 
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Gov. Pototsky was not afraid. The people were so 
cowed he took no precautions. In a few moments he sent 
word to admit Sichinsky, mistaking him for his widely- 
known brother. The student walked into the Gover- 
nor’s library and closed the door behind him. 

From the far end of the great ornate room the Gover- 
nor advanced with a scowl, a great physical man, about 
to overwhelm his radical visitor with reproof. The stu- 
dent waited till he was half-way across the room. He 
drew his revolver and fired. He was in a daze. He 
fired again and again until his plunger-fell in empty 
chambers. The huge man before him reeled, turned and 
fell. In a moment he raised himself again and stood 
upright, holding to the top of the mantelpiece. 

The door behind the student flew open and several 
official servants ran in. The assassin, his revolver still 
clutched in his hand, half turned toward them. They 
recoiled. 

“Seize him; arrest him!” shouted the Governor. 

The servants moved forward irresolutely. The stu- 
dent turned full on the Governor. 

“This I have done for our sufferings,” he said quiet- 
ly. “I shall not resist or try to escape.” 

The servants moved forward and took hold of him. 

“ He tried again to speak to the mortally wounded Gov- 
ernor, but his captors dragged him out. His last view of 
the man he had shot disclosed him standing still by the 
mantelpiece, swaying under the weight of coming death. 

In the anteroom Sichinsky sat down and looked at his 
captors, who stood about him, offering him no violence. 
He said: 

“T have done this for you; for your injustices.” 

Two gendarmes came and led him off. 

So they took Miroslau Sichinsky to the temporary 
prison. In the morning they brought word that the 
Governor was dead, so they charged him with murder 
and sent him to his cell to await trial. 

He was quickly convicted and sentenced to death. The 
Ukrainians almost rose in revolt. They circulated pe- 
titions everywhere, menaced the authorities, supplicat- 
ed the Emperor, had their Deputies in the Imperial Par- 
Hament bring their wrongs before that body. A new 
trial was ordered. Its result was the same. 


Once more the Ukrain- 
ains busied themselves on 
the case. They brought 
samples of the pitiful 
peasant bread before the 
Emperor and Parliament. 
They threatenéd revolu 
tion. Petitions for clem 
ency came in from all 
parts of the world; even 
from the United States 
and Canada. In the end 
Franz Josef commuted 
the sentence to imprison- 
ment for 2@ years at 
hard labor. 


Sichinsky was removed 
to the prison at Stanis- 
law to expiate his crime. 
That was on Aug. 10, 1909. 


At Stanislaw most of 
the guards were Ukrain- 
fans and secretly sym- 
pathetic. Sichinsky had 
not long been incarcerat- 
ed before one of them 
approached him and said: 

“Do not despair. You 
shall escape. But we 
must make full plans 
first. It may take a 
year; two years. It will 
come. Be content.” 

’ One night in Novem- 
ber, 1911, three years and 
seven months to the day 
after the killing of Count 
Pototsky, something hap- 
pened. Sichinsky was 
asleep in his cell. He 
heard a low voice at his 


elbow. <A guard stood there. 

“Come,” he said. 

Sichinsky rose quickly and started to dress in his 
prison garb. | 

“Not that,” said the guard. He handed the prisoner 
the uniform of a guard. Sichinsky drew it on. 

“Follow me; walk by my side,” commanded the guard. 

They went down the long corridor. The guard saluted 
the turnkey and the door was opened leading into the 
prison court. They crossed it and a second door was 
unlocked before them. 

They stood under the stars in the blue Galician night. 
In one direction lay the lights of Stanislaw; in another 
the highway and the quiet countryside, with the white 
and purple mountains brooding far away. They took 
to the road, and walked till dawn. Then they disap- 
peared into a peasant village and were swallowed up. 

In the morning came the alarm of Sichinsky’s escape. 
Watch’ was kept onm.the frontiers; a search was made 
in Stanislaw and in Lemberg. No sign of Sichinsky. He 
must have got across the border somehow. Fe 

With a false passport he traveled safely through Ga- 
licia and Hungary into Germany and thence to Norway, 
where he lived for some time, studying and writing. 
Later he went to Sweden and tried journalism. Then 
the war broke out. 

Traveling under the name of his brother-in-law, and 
accredited to Swedish newspapers, he set out for Vienna, 
where he presented himself to the Government, disclosed 
his identity and offered himself as a volunteer fn the 
companies of Ukrainian radicals then forming for the 
defense of their country against Russia. 

The Government took the matter under considera- 
tion. There was no inclination to rearrest this man. But 
to recognize him and take him into the army would raise 
a politic question. The Poles would be outraged. Sich- 
insky was given his passports by the General Staff and 
told he would best serve his country by returning to 
Scandinavia. He returned there, and remained for a 
time. Then he crossed to America.

GRIM ALL-NIGHT BRUSH WITH MEXICAN BANDITS 


Surrounded and surprised by Mexican 
guerillas, an American Noncom and — 
his patrol of privates coolly fought 
until re-enforcements came, although 
their leader was killed and the 
majority of his men were wounded 


HE country has been so absorbed with the war in 
Europe’ that relatively little attention is given 
to a situation on the Rio Grande which, in nor- 
mal times, would cause the greatest anxiety to 

the whole nation. Northern Mezico is unrestrained and 
lawless, full of banditti who make frequent forays across 
into Texas to steal whatever they may. 

The ‘United States Government has scattered 5000 
soldiers along the border and their duty to preserve 
order is a hard one because of the vast sweep of terri 
tory and the chaparral or brush which affords abundant 
hiding places for the foragers. 

The following account of a skirmish between Ameri- 
can soldiers and Mexican guerillas is written by a Post- 
Dispatch staff correspondent .who has been sent to the 
border to study the situation. Although of no great 
military value, this desperate little struggle bears new 
testimony to the gallantry .and coolness of the American 
private soldier and noncom when under fire and left 
to their own resources:

_ Sergeant Shaffer,. in honor of the gal- 
lant “noncom” who held the field 
to the end, who directed the fight 
with -skill and -great bravery and 
who lay dead with a bullet through 
his heart when his officers arrived 
with supports. 

Ojo del Agua is a little Mexican 
town which straggles along the old 
Military road for a quarter of a 
mile. The road was built by the 
army in the Mexican War. The 
houses are mosti> flimsy Mexican 
structures of sticks and mud, and 
the antiquity of the village passes 
the memory of man. A resaca, or 
slough, from the Rio Grande swings 
in close to the Military road here, 
and the chaparral is thick as the 
hair on a dog’s back, but cut up 
by smugglers’ trails, for smuggling 
has been the chief employment of 
the people for 50 years. 

Capt. McCoy knew this spot to 
be a gathering place for bandits 
and smugglers, and had placed a 
detachment of soldiers there. On 
the night of Oct. 20 this detach- 
ment consisted of nine men from 
Troop G of the Third Cavalry and 
seven signal corps men of D Com- 
pany. Sergt. 
was in command. 

Sergt. Shaffer is usually spoken 
of as a “he-man.” He was in his 
third enlistment and excelled in all the soldierly accom- 
plishments. An expert horseman, he was much in de- 
mand at horse shows and contests in horsemanship. 
He had made his mount the best jumper in the regi- 
ment, and was indefatigable in training the remounts.

It was daylight before the effect of 
his first shot was known, but it had killed instantly, 
and almost erased the face of a full-blood Japanese,

whipping recruits into shape. He 
had courage of a high order, with 
a daredevil turn which gave a 
dash to all he did in action. He 
had already been recommended for 
the medal #or gallantry. 

In the fight at Progresso cruss- 
ing, which was a daylight fight 
across the Rio Grande, the Ameri- 
cans lay behind a bank and fired 
across the river at Mexicans hidden 
in the thick brush. A terrific sun 
beat down. on them, and after a 
few hours the canteens were empty 
and the men began to complain of 
thirst. Shaffer calmly gathered all 
the canteens within range, and 
when Capt. McCoy saw him, was 
filling them at the river edge, in 
the full fire of the Mexicans. Only 
direct and somewhat violent com- 
mands to “come back here on the 
run” brought him again to cover. 

At Ojo some business man had 
built two frame houses, each about 
15 feet wide, one 25 feet long and 
one 35, fronting on the Military 
road and with the back to the 
lagoon. A long porch in- front con- 
nects the two buildings. Judging 
from similar structures along Milf 
tary road, the builder probably: in- 
tended to have a saloon in one and 
4 poolroom in the other, these being [ 
among the psincipal enterprises of 
the region. The buildings stand on 
stilts three or four feet off the 
ground. It was in. these buildings © 
that the detachment made head 
quarters. The signal corps men 

erected their wireless over the 
building ‘farthest west, and - their 


own race, were fighting with the 
bandits. 

By the time Lindsay had reached 
his rifle, his cqmrades were ranged 
in a half-moon on the ground under 
the east building, Sergt. Shaffer 
coolly and skillfully directing them, 
while he took position and began 
firing. About this time, flames 
were seen to the east, apparently 
a mile away. This was Dillard’s 
ranchhouse, which had been fired 
by the bandits to divert attention 

, from the attack. 

The attack.was led by Aniceto 
Pizano in person. He had 60 men, 
well armed,*and they had crossed 
soon after dark and had gone toa 
house less than a mile from the 
Ojo camp. This, and many other 
things were learned later from 
prisoners, spies and the excellent 


secret service the army is putting . 


into effect. 

When the flames of the ranch- 
house lit up the sky and the firing 
was heard, two reports were tele- 
phoned to Capt.. McCoy that firing 
was going on near the river. He 
immediately directed his radio 

‘ operator to raise Ojo del Auga, 
and Ojo, giving the propér signal, 
reported O K. This notwithsand- 
ing the fact that the wireless had 
been shot away by’ the bandits’ first 
volley. 

This has not been satisfactorily 
explained, but it is known that on 
che Mexican side of the river is a 
wireless outfit, just now mounted 
on a freight car, which is operated 
by a renegade American. It is

This O K did not altogether deceive Capt. McCoy, 
but added to his doubts. He «new that Capt. Scott of 
the Sixth Cavalry, with a dozen raw recruits, was near 


the .eopportunity to shoot up this bunch of new and 
untrained men. He knew, in reason, becatise he was 
well: acquainted with the reliability of the information 
the Mexicans obtained, that the bandit chief knew of 
the disposal of the patrols and outposts and the quality 
of the men who composed them. So Capt. McCoy filled 
five automobiles with soldiers and started for what 
he believed would be Scott’s place, as that would take 
him to Ojo also. By telephone he ordered all detach- 
ments in range to the firing with all speed. 

Capt. Scott, however, had heard the firing. He had 
one seasoned man, a trumpeter, and him he placed in 
front as a “point” and taking his rookies in hand, start- 
ea down the road on the run. It must have been a 
trying time for the new men, who hardly knew one end 
of the rifle from the other. They are sent direct from 
the recruiting station, without an hour’s training. Here 

they were, plunging down a road 
in the bright moonlight, straight 
into some unknown place where 
70 rifles were firing as rapidly as 
they could, and making a pande- 
monium of the silent night. On 
either side of them were black 
walls of thick, high brush, popu- 
lated, as far as they knew, with 
an enemy whose ferority and 
cruelty they were well ad 7ised of. 
Up the other end of the Military 
road was coming Lieut. Bane of 
the Sixth Cavalry, with his sea- 
soned troopers on the run. 
As a part of his preparation for 
the attack, Pizano had cut the heavy telephone wire a 
short time before he began the rush. He had taken the 
wire and stretched it across the road in two strands, one 
high enough to catch the horse and one to catch the rider. 
Lieut. Bane’s “point,” at full gallop, hit this wire, and 
horses and men were scattered over the place. The troop 
stopped, cut the wires, horses and men were put back to- 
gether and again the detachment went forward on the 
run to the infernal clatter of rifles before them. _ 

Two other roads strike the Military road at Ojo del 
Agua, forming a letter K, with the back of the letter 
against the resaca. Down eact of these came detach- 
ments, one led by Dr. Hall and the other by a Corporal 
of G troop. From Mission, 10 miles away, came Capt. 
McCoy with the men he had loaded in automobi:es, and 
the larger number whc were mounted and riding with 
all speed. 

In all 150 men were «converging on Ojo del Agua, 
where Sergt. Shaffer was holding a stricken field. At 
the first shot every man sprang instinctively to his 
task. The signal corps men rar to the wireless, only to 
find that it had been destroyed by the first voliey. 
Feverishly but fruitlessly they tried to raise a spark, 
but the connections. were gone and the instrument was 
dead, The telephone was silent, the wires having been . 
cut, and there was nothing to do but join Shaffer and 
his troopers, sit tight, fight hard and wait for relief.  . 

Sergt. Shaffer was engaged -in the performanée of 
the duties of an old noncommissioned officer in com- 
mand ‘of troops in action. In a fatherly way he cau- 
tioned them to keep low. He told them to try to see . 
something before they shot, and he ordered them to 
conserve their ammunition as much as possible. He 
cheered them by assurance that “the old man’. would : 
be along now in a few minutes with a whole 4reop. 

The Sergeant could not quite understand the enemy. 
Instead of a bunch of bandits, he found himself op- 
posed by a well-handled military organization. They ad- 
vanced in a skirmish line that covered bis-whole front, 
and the firing dicd down for a few msomente. 

Then a bugle sounded the charge. , 

“Now, fellows, sit ticht. We'll get them up where we . 
can hit them now,” Shaffer assured his men. 

The Mexicans charged, but instead of the 60 men 
with which Pizano hoped to overwhelm the American 
detachment, not more than twenty joined in the rush:

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Submarine attacks on England’s fleet paralyzed by aeroplanes which spy 
submersibles out, by destroyers which sweep the sea with huge 
nets and by trawlers that “gum the eye” of the periscope by 
spreading oil on the waters—Destroyed as they lurk on. the 
ocean bottom by bombs exploding near them in the water, which 


transmits the concussion and caves in their sides : 


NE of the biggest thrills of the war came near the beginning, when a single-handed German sub- 


marine in a few minutes destroyed three 
Cressy and Hogue—and escaped without a scratch.

plete standstill.

Merchant ships were sunk and now and then a transport; but something had gone awry with 


The British fleet floated intact in the northern mists, and formed an iron 
ring which held German commerce prisoner in the Baltic. 


It began to be suspected that the British Admiralty 


had in some way contrived a defense against the “irresistible” submarine, and that the ironclad was still 


lord of the waves. 


* 
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What this defense was no one knew in this country and few in England, for it was withheld as a state secret. 


But now that the means of foiling the under-sea craft has proved successful in a complete sense of the word; * 
the curtain is beginning to lift, and some inklings of the methods employed are growing apparent. 


As to 


this success, it may. be remarked that a dinner was given in London recently in celebration of the sinking 
and capture of the fiftieth German submarine—which is five more than the Kaiser had ready for action at the 


beginning of the war. 


It appears that the British have five chief means of dealing with submersibles, and that these in conjunc- 


tion have been able to paralyze submarine warfare against battleships. They’ involve the use of 


nets, “chasers,” in the form 
of fast and armed motor- 
boats; torpedo boats and 
fake trawlers. 

The most authoritative 
account of the way in which 
aeroplanes are employed 
against submarines comes 
from Henry Woodhouse, a 
governor of the Aero Club 
of America, who declares he 
obtained his information 
from an unquestionably 
authentic source. 


“Probably the most inter- 
esting thing about the coh- 
flict between the dreaded 
German U-boats and the 
aeroplanes,” he says, “is 
that the America, which 
was built here before the 
war, and in which Flight 
Commander Porte intended 
to fly across the ocean, has 
destroyed no fewer than 
three submarines’ single- 
handed. One of these was 
blown up with bombs, and 
the other two were forced 
to come up, the America 
having broken off their 


aeroplanes, 
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periscopes. Then the de- 
stroyers got them. 

“The method of anti-sub- 
marine warfare is as simple 
as it is efficient. The aeroplanes go out, usually in 
pairs, followed by 40-knot destroyers, which follow after 
them and watth for their signals. The observer accom- 
panying the aviator can see from fifteen to twenty miles 
in every direction) according to the height at which they 
fly. The destroyers can see the aeroplane at about the 
same distance, and their officers, with their powerful 
glasses, can tell every movement made by their scout. 

“If a submarine is sighted traveling on the surface, 
or if even its periscope is seen, the aeroplane drops a 
smoke bomb to call its destroyers. If the submarine 
submerges or remains submerged, the aero man keeps 
flying around, noting its direction. At 40 knots an 
hour, the destroyers are soon on the spot, and they will 
follow the submarine and wait for it to come up and 
then blow it to pieces, or they may run ahead of it and 
lower their steel nets and catch it. If it i¢ feared that 
the quarry is ‘going to submerge to a great depth, the 
nets are dropped as the destroyers tome to the spot, 


and they often pick it up before it can get too deep for 
the nets. 


“Aeroplanes of the American and Canada class, carry- 
ing heavy armament and a large nuniber of bombs, are 
much feared by the U-boats. In the early days of the 
war they were not afraid to come to the surface and 
fight the aeroplanes, but they don’t dare do this any 
longer. The submarine is so fragile that a bomb shell 
exploding near it will smash its sides in and sink it. 
Of course, all aeroplanes are flying boats or hydro-aero- 
planes, and have no fear of the water. There have been 
a number of cases where the aviator has swooped down 
on the submarine and smashed its periscope. Then it 
is blind and must come to the surface, where it is easy 
prey for either the aeroplane or any destroyer or 
trawler, all of which have guns. If the aeroplane de- 
stroys the submarine single-handed, none of its crew 
can be saved. 

“One of the most recent developments of this/warfare 
has been the destruction of submarines on the bottom. 
It is their custom to lie on the shallow bottoms when 
they want to wait for their victims or to avoid de- 
stroyers. They will sink until they are down below the 
nets and then wait until the danger passes. Early in 
the war, and even before the war, it was found that an 
aeroplane could detect a submarine even when sub- 
merged nearly 100 feet. 

“Acting on this knowledge, the Royal Naval Aviation 
Corps has a plan that is sure death to the enemy. The 
observer ‘spots’ the submarine lying in wait, and then 
signals for ite destroyers. Of course, the men of the 
submarine have no idea of what is going on above them 
and can only wait to meet their death. 

“The aeroplane will circle about the spot until the 
destroyers arrive and then will indicate as nearly as 
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First the English bagged the mother ship and then they captured six 


off out of harm’s way. The 
bombs are heavy and drop 
straight to the bottom when 
the destroyers pull the 
string that detaches them 
from their floats. On strik- 
ing the bottom, they explode 
by contact, and as soon as 
oil comes to the surface, an 
infallible sign that the sub- 
marine is destroyed, the de- 
stroyers go on, looking for 
another victim. 

“It is not necessary for a 
bomb to strike the subma- 
rine, although this has hap- 
pened several times when 
the vessel was submerged 
at a shallow depth. The 
impact of the explosion of 
the several thousand pounds 
of ‘T. N. T.’ contained in 
the bombs is communicated 
to the submarine by the 
water, which is denser than 
at the surface, and caves its 
sides in. 
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Siqnalled by an aeroplane that a submarine is submerged nearby, torpedo boats with a long net swecp 
the under-sea and often succeced in entangling the quarry. 


possible exactly where the enemy lies. Then the de- 
stroyers place a number of floating bombs on the water, 
each of which consists of what looks more like half a 
torpedo than anything else, and is kept at the surface 
by the broad, flat float. 

“After the bombs are placed, and they are powerful 
enough to blow up a dreadnought, the destroyers steam 
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Vines of every deacription are anchored in the 
routes a submarine is likely to take. 


“Probably the pursuit of 
these submarines is the 
most exciting sport that has 
yet been experienced by an 
aviator, and the efficiency of 
the Royal Naval AViation Corps has played a great part 


— 


_in eliminating.the submarine peril.” 


Netting the submarine is also a,dandy sport—for the 
“ritisher. There ‘are seygral different ways of accom- 
plishing the. feat. 

The usual netting is made of stout galvanized wire, 
mostly bought in the United States, with a 15-foot mesh. 
This is cut in lengths of 170 feet with a depth of 27 
feet. On top of this great net are lashed blocks of wood 
for buoys. The oil-burning destroyers now take the 
netting and hang it between them, as deep down in the 
water as it will reach, and are ready to go submarine- 
hunting. 

The range of a submarine’s periscope is little over a 
mile in any sort of sea. A periscope can be seen as far 
as it itself can see, if there are watchful eyes. The 
destroyers spy a periscope. They chart the submarine’s 
direction and speed (out of sight-range) to a point dil- 
rectly ahead. Now the lashings are cut away and the 
net left in the German’s path, while the destroyers 
sneak out of eye-shot. More often than one would ex- 
pect, it is declared, the submarine gets tangled in the 
net. Her. delicate machinery is disarranged and he 
balance upset. She ‘turns turtle, and half a minute 
later some 28 or 30 souls are coffined in steel for all 
eternity at the bottom of the sea. Eight or ten sub- 
marines, so British Admiralty reports admit, have es 


caped accidentally by changing their courses after the 
nets hdve been let go. 


Other nets are hung from hollow glass balls—glass, 
so that the periscope cannot pick them out against the 
surface of the sea. These nets have regular tenders in 
the shape of torpedo boats which go their rounds just 
as a fisherman inspects his nets. Other luckless Germans 
are enmeshed in this manner and are quietly sent to 
follow the Lusitania and the Arabic and all the rest. 


These nets cover the English Channel and are float- 
ing in many places on the North Sea where there is 
any likelihood of a submarine being busy. When 4 
glass ball disappears there is a torpedo boat on the job 
in a jiffy, waiting for the victim to come to the sur- 
face—if ever she can. The rest is easy. ; 

But the king of English outdoor sports just now is 
“chasing” submarines, and the crews of the “chasers” 
are getting to be experts at the game. 

A “chaser” is a 35-mile-an-hour motor boat, 60 feet 
long and 10 feet beam, fitted with one dandy rapid-fire 
gun. Light as a bubble, she floats on the water with 
barely a dent in the surface, and laughs at any torpedo 
a submarine might fire. In fact, she can move as fast 
uS a torpedo. ‘ 

Every submarine makes what the experts call a ‘sur- 
face wave.” Even at 60 feet she leaves a distinct path, 
and 60 feet is pretty deep for any submarine to venture.

Beside this track, there are also bubbles of air and 
globules of oil escaping to the surface, plain indications 
to the observant eye that a submarine is hovering below. 

When the “chaser” catches the “surface wave,” this 
spells the end for the submarine unless a storm comes 
up or a fog falls. For it is merely the business of the 
speedier motor boat to keep above the wave} the time 
must come when the submarine will bob up to get her 
bearings or see what she can see. Then it is all over 
in 10 seconds. 

Two thousand of these little submarine-teasers now 
swarm the navigable waters around the British Isles, 
and they are getting heavy “bags” of game.

warded to the mother-country on freighters, safely 
lashed to the decks. 

Then comes the fake trawler, which includes the fake 
freighter, perhaps the most interesting method of all, 
for it involves something more than mere watchfulness 
plus a net. This takes initiative and ingenuity. 

In the North Sea a British patrol boat came across a 
trawler on which the officers who went aboard discovered 
a most interestingly large amount of stores—-enough to 
keep that one particular ship at sea for a year. She 
was flying the Norwegian flag and protested perfect 
neutrality—in fact, there was a little leaning towards 
the cause of the allies, if the captain was to be be- 
deved. 

The Britisher wasn’t to be bluffed. Minute search 
revealed the fact that the trawler was in reality a 
“mother-ship” for a flotilla of German submarines, just 
then off on the errand of scuttling whatever passenger 
ships and freighters they could fing flying the British 
ensign. 


The crew of the supposed trawler were sent to En- 


gland in irons and a crew of French and English sailors 
took their places. For three days the trawler hovered 
around the bay. On the third morning a periscope 


popped up out of the blue and, obserVing that the hori-. 


zoh Was clear of enemy ships, made for the trawler. 
When the submarine got as near as the English captain 
of the trawler desired he merely “turned on the hose,” 
which is a polite way of putting it when you want to 
Say you are letting go with your rapid-fire gun. This 
vessel surrendered instanter. Next morning a second 
was captured in a similar manner and the third was 
bagged at eventide. Torpedo boats towed them away 
with their crews. Before the week was up the three 
others were captured without a shot being fired. All 
six are now fighting for John Bull with equal impar- 
tiality, thanks to a change of crews. 

The neutral freighter is merely a ramification of the 
fake trawler, and may be illustrated by the Nicosian- 
Baralong case. The Nicosian, bearing freight and pas- 
sengers, was held up by a submarine at sea. The ship’s 
company took to the boats and the submarine, going 
in close, was having the time of her life in shooting at 
the luckless ship with her guns. 


Out of the mist appeared a ship flying the American 
flag, her sides also painted with the same emblem big 
enough to be seen miles away. The unfortunates in the 
boats were cheered by the sight, and the submarine 
didn’t bother about the stranger, but kept plugging 
away. Nine shots had been fired when the flag-painted 
boards on the second ship’s sides fell off and up at the 
masthead fluttered the British Admiralty flag. The 
stranger was the British patrol ship Baralong. 

At the same time she opened fire at the submarine 
with small arms. At the first volley the gunner on the 
submarine threw up his arms and rolled overboard. The 
rest of the crew made for the conning tower and got 
safely-inside her steel hull, safe from the flying bullets. 
Then heavy guns chipped in and riddled the submarine, 
which began to sink slowly. Like rats 
in a trap the Germans scuttled out 
again to face the bullets rather than 
go down with their vessel. They ran 
for the stern and shed their clothes to 
swim for it, but a few more bullets 
ended the day for all but six of them, 
who managed to swim to the Nicosian, 
which had not been severely damaged. 

“Gumming the eye” of a submarine 
is another sport. "A tanker merely 
steams around in circles at a spot on 
the sea where submarines are likely 
to come, and the oil gets on the glass 
of the periscope and shuts out the 
view. Then the boat must open up 
and let a man out on deck to clean 
the periscope. If a “chaser” happens 
to be around the submarine doesn’t 
get a chance to submerge—of its own 
accord. 


The microphone also has its uses. 
William Dubilier of New York, saw its 
workings in Boulogne Harbor last 
month.

“Three submarines were caught in the nets one night 
in the River Forth, near Glasgow. When they were 
brought to the surface only one man among the officers 
and crews was found who had not cut his own throat 
to escape capture, and he had killed himself with 
poison,” 

France has brought the newest contribution to a solu- 
tion of the submarine problem in the form of a projectile 
which, it is declared, will dive for its prey and may be 
fired as a bomb from an aeroplane or as a shell from a 
big rifle. The British Admiralty at once began equip- 
ping its submarine hunters with the new weapon. 


It is made possible by what is known as the Conan 
fuse, invented by Walter Conan of Dublin and perfected 
by French experts. Conan found that a drop of water 
could be made to flow through a small tube in which a 
wire had been inserted and that the water could be 
made to cause a chemical explosion, sufficient to set off 
the charge of the bomb. All that is necessary is to gauge 
the opening by mechanical means so that when the bomb 
has sunk to a desired distance hydrostatic pressure will 
open the tube and admit the required amount of water. 

It is because of the incompressibility of the water, 
which communicates a concussion to neighboring objects 
with undiminished force, that the apparatus is so dan- 
gerous to submarines. Exploding within 100 feet of a 
submarine, of course, it creates, even without actually 


striking the craft, a wave so mighty as to overturn and 
thus sink it.

No sooner does a Homeburg man begin 
to broaden out and get successful and to hoist the town 
u' ward as he climbs himself than we begin to grieve 
We know what is coming. 

Presently he will go down to the Democrat office and 
insert a notice, advertising for sale a seven-room house 
with gas and water, good cistern, orchard with bearing 
trees, good barn and milch cow, cement walks and 
water-tight cellar. And he will sell that place at a 
sacrifice, which he can well afford, and go off to the 
city, where he wil] learn to wear a fur-lined coat, kick 
about the financial legislation and visit us on Christ- 
mas day once per decade.

But if I wanted to light 
them up until they took the shadows out of the corners 
as they went out, I would give them a letter from a 
son, way off somewhere, making good

come back. 

If it’s hard on the mothers, it’s even harder on the 
Homeburg girls. They say there are 100,000 old maids 
in Massachusetts. I'll bet that’s just about the number 
of Massachusetts young men who have gone West or 
somewhere, and haven't remembered the things they 
said at parting as well as the girls did. We've got plenty 
of girls in Homeburg who are getting intimately ac- 
quainted with the thirties—fine girls, still pretty, bright 
and keeping up with the world. Young men come into 
town and do their best to get on a “thou-beside-me”’ 
footing, but somehow the girls don't seem to marry. 

At the root of almost every case there's an old Hoifte- 
burg boy.

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S the close of the foolball season draws 
near and all the devotees of the great 
college pastime are comparing recol- 
lections, there is no sport more popular 
than that of trying to pick out “all” 
teams. Within a few days there will 
be “all-American” teams, “all-Eastern” 

and “all-Western” teams, “all-Conference,” ‘‘all-state”’ 
and “all-city” teams. 

It is an innocent amusement, affording wide latitude 
for much debate and great conflicts of opinion. No 
matter what combination may be made, there will be 
some old-timer to rise up and say, “Speaking of ends, 
there never was one around in this neck o’ the woods 
to compare with So-and-so, and there never was an- 
other tackle could hold a candle to Such-and-Such.” 

The old-timer may be right—possibly is right. The 
difficulty in comparing players of former days with 
those of now is that the game itself has changed. Col- 
lege football of. November, 1915, is in so many essen- 
tiale different from college football of 1900, for instance, 
that it is almost a new sport. 

In the gladsome time of the hard-and-low boys, when 
only five yards was to be gained in three downs, the 
team that copped the bunting was the one with the 
huskiest bunch of bruisers, provided it could get more 
bruisers into a given play at a given time than the 
opposition. ! 

The modern open game was established a little more 
than ten years ago. In that time it has gone through 
many changes at the hands of the Rules Committee, 
but all the alterations were steps towards the desired 
end of balancing weight, brains, speed and team work 
and of making it more attractive to the spectator and 
less dangerous to the player. The four downs for 10 
yards rule and the forward pass are its most distinctive 
characteristics. . 

Taking the last decade as the era of the new game 
and eliminating from consideration ail play- : 


ers who shone on local football fields before gg==—m 


that time, who are the greatest players at the 
eleven positions produced in St. Louis? This 
question was put to several persons and re- 
suited in many answers. Finally it was 
referred for adjudication to William C. Con- 
nett, Washington University and Virginia 
University football star, ‘conceded to be the 
best referee anywhere around St. Louis. 
The names of all the players on the leading 
college terins of the city from and including 
1905 were submitted to him. After mature 
reflection, Referee Connett announced the foal-

Dockery, chosen as quarter, playing on the 1909 team. 
Washington, the referee’s own alma mater, gets only 
two places, those of the diminutive and elusive Nipher 
of the 1912 team at left half, and McCarthy, the 1912 
Washington University center. Perhaps the greatest 
surprise of all is that of last year’s powerful Christian 
Brothers eleven only one man, Walter Essmann, the giant 
tackle, should be selected. 

In explaining how he arrived at his decision, Connett 
said he first grouped ali the players of the 10 years 
under their respective positions and then picked out the 
man he considered best for each place. He was sur- 
prised to discover, when he had assembied his list, a 
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ACKER making one of his steam engine drives. 
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large preponderance of players from the Coechems ma- 
chine. So he took the St. Louis University team of 1906 
as a whole and tried to see what substitutions he could 
make that might conceivably strengthen the combina- 
tion. The result of both tests was the line-up he finally 
decided upon. 

Pike Kenney was picked for one end because he was 
a good, sure, steady player, not a scintillating star, but 
dependable and always on the job, whether it was chas- 
ing downfield on punts and nailing his man or at 
breaking up interference. He was strong, heavy and 
fast for his weight. 

Robinson, who was chosen for the other wing posi- 
tion, played sometimes at end and sometimes at half 
fcr Cochems anc always delivered the goods at either 
place. Good ends, however, are very rare in this part 
of the world and for that reason Connett saw fit to 
select him as end for his all-star team. He was good 
at carrying the ball, fast, strong on flipping the pass 


or catching it, and kicked well, his only weakness being 


that he was not a hard tackler downfield. 


Newspaper accounts of his day praised him to the 
skies, declaring him as powerful on offense as De Tray 
of Chicago. He frequently would shake off four or 
five tacklers for substantial gains. 

Irwin at left tackle was one of the best linemen St. 
Louis has ever known. “He always filled his job,” 
Connett says of him, “whether it was breaking up the 
interference, getting his ‘man or opening up holes in the 
enemy’s line. He got eyery one of his 194 pounds into 
every play and the man who lined up against him was 
certain of a strenuous afternoon. The same things 
could be said of Kinney, the St. Louis U. guard. Kin- 
ney weighed 194 pounds when at his best playing weight. 
With the left side of the line guarded by him and Ir- 
win, you might as well back a wagon into a stone wall 
as to direct play to the left~of the Blue and White 
center.” 

McCarthy, the 1912 Washington center. is 

"@ §@6the first man to break the Cochems machine. 
taking the place of Orr. Orr was a big, husky 

chap, but he was rather slow and his spot 

was the weakest place in the St. Louis Line 

for that reason. In place of the deliberate 

Orr, Connett has inserted the tiger-like, fight- 


ing Washington center. McCarthy weighed 


190 pounds when in best condition and they 
were 190 pounds of pure energy.

The street fair is the lineal descendant of the side 
show. There was a time when a chap who could get a 
side-show concession with a big circus for a rural tour 
considered his fortune made. He was not worried by 
overhead expense.. The principal things he required 
were a good sign painter, a good barker, almost any 


little thing to- exhib- 
it, from a wild man to 
a hoochie-dancer, or 
some pleasant little 
gambling device and a 
reliable bunch of cap- 
pers to stimulate in- 
terest. 

So for years he went 
on, trimming our 
country cousins with 
great monotony and 
complacency. In this 
way a considerable 
amount of education 
was disseminated 
among the populace. 
Under the insidious 
influence of this 
knowledge, the grift- 
er- came gradually to 
be shorn of his perqui- 
sites. The delightful 
pastime of picking pockets came to be frowned upon. The 
English walnut shell and the elusive pea came to be 
looked at with disfavor. It grew so bad at last that the 
Hirams got to saving up their money for chautauquas 
and flivver autos and had none to waste on any circus 
amusements, outside of the big top and popcorn. 

Even then curfew had tolled for the tin horns, the 
short-change men, the three-card monte sharps, the 
pickpockets and.all the-others of their kind. The pick- 
pocket, it is true,’ continued to do business in big 
crowds in the country as well as the city, but his oc- 
cupation daily grew more and more hazardous until 
most of those who could keep out of jail were actually 
forced to look for some form of light work for a living. 

Things were slightly better for their contemporaries 
on the “legitimate” side of circus life, the side-show 

:, exhibitors, the barkers, spielers, 
shillabers, promoters, conversa- 
tion vendors. They were able 
to eke out existence at the vari-

towns, but even this was not the lucrative business to 
which they had been accustomed and many were be- 
ginning to despair. ‘ . 

Then the street fair came along and revived business 
in the small towns for a while. It proved, however, to 
be only an emollient, not a permanent cure. Small 
town folk, what with the movies and the high school 
literary society, actually became so exacting and sordid 
that they démanded a rsasonable return for their money. 
The street fair promoters began to look pinched in the 
face and had to alter their trousers to keep pace with a’ 
declining waist line. 

And then came a glorious revelation. The Hick was 
not really dead. He had simply moved to the city. With 
a glad shout, the promoters pulled stakes and beat -it 
for the railroad station. It was one of those simple 
things which have so often revolutionized the world of 
thought, like Newton’s apple or the lid of Watts’ tea- 
Curious that nobody had ever before reflected 
that since a new sucker is born every minute, the wise 
man ought to go where births are most numerous! : 

Running a street fair in St. Louis is one of the easiest 
things in the wofld. All one has to do is to go around 
and interest the business men of a given section. The 
business men are easily interested, because street fairs 
draw crowds and crowds spend money. Not all of the 
money will go into the hands of the promoters, for some 
of it will get into the local stores in the way of legiti- 
mate trade. Particularly when times are rather hard 
and. money is comparatively tight is.it necessary to re- 
sort to unusual. means to coax the. change out of the 
family sock. As a coaxer no device is more successful 
among the Rubes of a great city than the street fair. 

Three separate street fair organizations. 
have been working in St. Louis for the 
last two months. By Nov. 1 the Street 
Department had given permits for the 
operation of “8. The permits were ob- 
tained on petitions from business men in 
the sections interested and theré was a 
provision that no booth could be placed 
in front of any place of business without 
the consent of the owner of that place. 

That the three companies might have 
conflicting dates did not appear to be 
much of a handicap. On the night of Oct. 
8, for instance, one could choose whether 
he would visit the street fair of the Grand 
Avenue Carnival Association, that of the 
Grand-Gravois Business Men’s Associa-— 
tion or that of the South Broadway Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association. It 
must be remembered that the carnivals are 

always given in the name of the business men’s associa- 
tion which sponsors them and not in the name of the 
promoter. 

From that time until Nov. 15, street fairs have been 
licensed for the Salisbury Street Improvement Associa- 
tion, the Elleardsville Improvement Association, the 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth Ward Improvement Association, 
the Fifteenth and St. Louis Avenue Business Men’s As- 
sociation, the Cass Avenue Business Men’s Association, 
the North Broadway Merchants’ Association, the North 
Grand Avenue Business Men’s Association, the Lee Av@ 
nue Business Association, the Newstead Heights Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, the Florissant Avenue Improve- 
ment Association and the Park Avenue Improvement 
Association. ; 

The. entertainment afforded the general public at a 
typical street fair is of a delightfully simple sort. One is 
not asked to pay a dime to see Lizzie, the Snake Charm- 
er, in her Death-Defying Manipulation of Venomous 
Reptiles or to witness the marvelous dancing of Opha, 
the Oriental Odalisque.. Nothing so crass and puerile 
as that. He can have the time of his life by paying for 
the privilege of throwing three balls at a doll rack 
and getting an odoriferous cigar if he makes a given 
number of hits. 

Or he can, for a dime, take a chance in the raffle of 
a bucket of lard, or a side of bacon, or a live goose, or: 
a character doll, or a box of candy, or a blanket. If he 
prefers the exercise of a little skill, he may. throw a ball 


‘at a series of pigeon holes and get a prize if he puts 


it in the right place. Or he may shoot with an air rifle 
at a board covered with tickets, each ticket having on : 
the oposite side a number calling for a prize. 

Always, there is a large crowd around the booth where - 
live fowls are raffled. A live duck is put up for a prize. - 
It cost the concessionaire exactly 52 cents to buy this 
duck. If it is early in the evening and the crowd is 
buying rapidly, chances -will be'sold for 10 cents each: 
later they may go for five. From 25 to 40 and 50 and 
even 60 chances are sold, which means that the man in 
charge of the concession will get at least $2.50 for his 
duck and may get $6. Six dollars for a duck that cost 
him only 52°cents! As a profit-maker it has the crude,

SERGEANT H. R. SMITH’S STORY OF THE | 
FIGHT AT OJO DEL AGUA 


The fight had been on more than half an hour, with 
no sign of relief, when the trooper lying on the groun:] 
- next to Shaffer said that he had but one clip of car- 
tridges left. The Sergeant asked him where he had left 


. his bandolier and was told it was in the old storeliouse 
at a certain place. 


“Just keep on here, I'll get it for you,” said Shaffer. 
_He stood up, walked to the rear door of the storeroom 
and started in when a Mauser bullet caught him in the 
side and passed through his body and his heart. He 
fell back from the steps and rolled down toward the 
water. : 

A private of the signal corps, who had exhausted his 
pistol ammunition crawled from under the store build- 
ing to the front of the house and entered to obtain shot- 
gun shells. He had found a shotgun. When he entered 
he stepped on a man- It was Private Herbert McConnell, 

who probably had been the first to die, doubtless by the 
_first volley. M. F. Joyce of the signal corps also was 
dead, and eight men were wounded. 

Sergt. H. R. Smith of the signal corps, badly woua:- 
ed, took command of the little bunch and kept up the 
‘steady firing. The wounded who were incapacitated 
were told to lie as low and as still as possible. Those 
who could fight, fought on. 

Seregt. Smith, at about 3:20, finding ammunition run- 
ning low, selected two men of the unwounded and told 
them to creep to the picket line, get two horses and 
ride in different directions for help. These men, Troop- 
er Kelly and Private Smith of the signal corps, found 
the picket line in a sorry state. Some of the horses 

_were dead, some dying, but at the extreme end they 
found two they thought were sound. They mounte1 
and rode. 

Trooper Kelly, beating it down the Military road, 
.ran smash into a Corporal of his own troop coming 
on the run with 20 men. Smith, galloping up the Chi- 
huahua road, met Capt. Wells in an automobile and 
came back with him. | 

Capt. Scott’s point was now at the scene, and dis- 
mounting his rookies 200 yards away, Scott led them 
forward on foot, but the firing was almost ended, and 
as he approached it ceased. Capt. Scott’s troop was at 
Sam Fordyce, eight miles from Ojo, when the trouble 
began. Capt. McCoy, who then thought it was Scott’s 
recruits being “shot up,” telephoned Lieut. McGee of 
that troop, “Your Captain is in tro’ble near Ojo. Get 
there as quick as you can.” 

When the officers arrived, they found a stricken field, 
but the attackers had been driven off, and the enlisted 
men, who had conducted the fight, and fought it them- 
selves, held their position. 

By daylight all wounds had been dressed, the dead pre- 
pared for transportation and the camp put in order. 
Of the 16 men engaged, three were dead and 11 wounded, 
a ‘high percentage of casualties for any engagement. 
Seven horses and three mules were killed. One horse, 
which had been wounded eight times, was still standing, 
and the veterinary said. he did not seem to have ~ neces- 
sarily fatal wound. He will be back in commission soon. 

In the road and the chaparral near by were found the 
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under my cot that night and she- woke me 

up, sort of sniffing in my face. I raised up 

and looked out and saw the sentry” stop 
quick and bring his gun to his shoulder. That was 
enough for me.

But 
I had to lay on my back to shoot, with my left hand 
at that, and I have always been right handed. 

“Say, when that dog woke me up, I sort of raised 
up, you know, and that first shot just shattered that 
- cot in under me. They would have killed me sure 
if it had not been for that dog. She’s some dog, 
too. I’ve got two of ’em. I want to go back to 
Alaska as soon as I get out of here, and I am going 
to make bear dogs out of them. 

“Well, we kept up the firing under the house, 
and it surely made an infernal racket. We did not 
have rifles, the signal corps men, I mean, so we 
kept plugging away with our pistols. Those fel- 
lows would pow-wow around in the brush awhile, 
and then the bugle would blow. They sure had a 
bum buglar. He could not blow anything. Well, 
he would blow something and then they would fire 
like the devil for about two minutes, and then he 
would blow a charge. Then here they’d come. But 
they did not have any guts. They could not bring 
more than a dozen of them up, and, of course, we 
would give them the best we had, and away they 
would go, scurrying for the brush. 

“Then Shaffer crawled out and went upstairs. 
That was an awful break. but there was no hold- 
ing him.

Relics of Ancient 


HE tortuous road from Rheims to Soissons along 

the River Vesle surfeits the sightseer with a 

kaleidoscopic variety of rapidly changing scene, 

not of Swiss immensity, nor Carpathian rug- 

gedness; but of that quiet, restful melting of verdant 

ill into laughing vale, hemmed in the North by the 

silvery line of the lazy Aisne, and to the South by the 
torrential turbulence of the broad Marne. 

Fourteen miles East of Soissons two prominent hills 
“jge out of the north bank of the river, and in between 
nestles the village of Braisne, with its tile roof church, 
clinging to the hillside, and a commodious bridge span- 
ring the stream. 

Ever since the battle of the Marne, a German outpost 
had maintained its position five miles north of these 
knolls in the plain that rises towards the hilly first 
line of the Germans. But in the latter part of July 
the opposing French line was steadily crawling nearer, 
and powerful batteries on the two hills rendered the 
position of the outpost intensely precarious. But in 
lieu of retreating, Capt. Pehlermann of the Seventh 
Pioneer corps, decided to dig his post a little deeper 
into the earth. 

While digging under protected lights to a depth of 
some 40 feet the pioneers encountered a layer of bluish 
loam. which, to all appearances was water and air 
proof, as the loam became bone-dry after removing the 
upper crust, and broke like shale. The men had not 
dug very deeply into the bluish mass, when their spades 
met resistance. Upon investigation it was discovered 
that enormous human skulls, in various stages of decay, 
impeded the progress of the diggers. That enlisted 
Pehlermann’s interest, as he prided himself on his eth- 
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Man Unearthed 


nological proficiency; but while digging for more con- 
clusive details, a shout from the further end of the new 
trench called him there. 

Before him, in what evidently was a ledge of rock, 
he perceived a series of dark openings, which, upon 
further investigation, proved to be the crypts or cham- 
bers of a mausoleum, each crypt containing a skeleton. 
Thirty-two chambers were unearthed; but upon exam- 
ining the contents of each chamber, they collapsed and 
crumbled into almost inperceptible dust from contact 
with the air. Yet a few retained some consistency. 

Immediately under the skulls lay bronze rings of 
from nine to 12 inches diameter, evidently aeckrings; 
and a smaller circlet of the same material was found 
where the forearm might have been. These latter had 
a diameter of from four to five inches, and must have 
served as arm bands. 

Within the reach of the right hand lay a trident with 
long and slender blades. There was no vestige left of 
the handles which must have been of wood, judging 
from the socket into which the three prongs abutted. 
On the left of each skeleton stood a kind of urn, made 
out of burnt clay, which upon the removing of a dense 
overgrowth of fungus, proved to be pretty fairly ,re- 
served. 

Though showing signs of former contents, all the urns 
of the upper tier were empty. But one of the lower 
still contained a remnant of a bone, from its shape the 
rib of an animal. But as it promptly collapsed under 
the air pressure, further examination could not be made. 

The remains were at once photographed as they 
clearly cov id not be moved for fear of deterioration un- 
der air pressure. The hardiest, however, especially those 


in French Trenches 


imbedded in the blue clay, were wrapped in cotton and 
forwarded to German universities for further examina- 
tion. 

The skeletons, judging from their condition in their 
practically airtight. envelopment, must be of great age. 
At first it was thought that they belonged to the Marne 
culture; but investigation of the fairly well conserved 
skulls disclosed the astounding fact that the remains 
fitted under none of the classifications of the known 
types of humanity. - 

Camper's test showed a visual angle of 82 degrees, 
some 10 degrees above the Indo-European average: and 
while the form of the skulls is orthognathous, that is 
nearly oval, the occiput rises nearly straight to a 
pointed crown; the forehead is low and narrow; the 
chin, though strong, rece“es several points behind the 
vertical of the nasa] foramina, which in turn indicate 
a pronounced aquiline trend; the sockets of the teeth 
point to a vertical dentature; the teeth themselves are 
missing. 

This picture matches only to a small degree of un- 
classifiable Basque characteristics, the Allophylian type, 
as it is called; and even there a distinct agreement can- 
not be forced. Neither can they be brought under the 
category of the Laplanders or the Chinese. 

Ethnologists have assumed that the Celts have been 
first settlers of France, all except the American, Morton, 
who suspected an antecedent race. His theory was that 
the Basques of the Pyrenees were an offshoot of the true 
aborignes of Europe, and had been driven south where 
they took refuge in the mountains.
